SERMON - “THIS IS THE DAY THE LORD HAS MADE” 

ILL . BRO .. THE RIGHT REVEREND C. ROBERT TOWNSHEND, 33° 

Text: Psalm 118: 24 

“This is the day the Lord has made; let us be glad and rejoice in it.” 

“This is the day the Lord has made” 

When Henry David Thoreau, the author of “Golden Pond”, was terminally ill, a friend tried to get 
him to express his thoughts on life after death. Thoreau replied, “one world at a time”. It is a great 
blessing to be able to live in one world at a time, to be able to live fully and completely in the present 
moment. It is a great blessing to realize that the very best way to prepare ourselves to die is to live fully 
and completely now. 

The words, “eternal life”, obviously have a future reference but not always. There are a great 
many scripture passages in which the words, “eternal life”, have a present reference. For example, in the 
Old Testament although the people already had an awareness of the importance of the past and of the 
future, nevertheless they were very much “now” people. This is beautifully expressed in the 118 th Psalm, 
which opens up, by acknowledging God’s presence and his power and his love. Than it reaches a climax 
as the Psalmist says, “This is the day the Lord has made, let us be glad and rejoice in it” (Psalm 118:24). 

Not yesterday, not tomorrow but today, this is the day the Lord has made. We get this feeling of 
“nowness”, in the New Testament as well and especially in the Gospel of John in which “eternal life”, is 
the primary theme of Jesus’ teachings. Here Jesus speaks of eternal life as a quality of life, not a 
dimension. He defines it clearly for us in his great prayer in the “Upper Room”, “This is eternal life, to 
know you the only true God and Him whom you have sent, Jesus Christ. (John 17:3) 

To know God, to love God, to experience His presence with your whole being, this is the 
beginning of eternal life and it is now. Many of us get caught up in the past, dreaming with Barbara 
Streisand, about, “The Way We Were”, and many of us get caught up in the future dreaming about the 
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way we will be, “when we retire”, “or when the kids grow up”. Or we get so caught up in the after life 
that we are missing the present life. “We are so caught up in heaven that we are no earthly good”, is the 
way an old Psalm puts it. It is important that we be conscious of our Christian heritage knowing that what 
we are now is rooted in what has come before. It is important also to be a people of hope in what is yet to 
come. But what is most important for us Christians, followers or not, is to be able to live deeply and fully 
in the present moment. “This is the day the Lord has made, let us be glad and rejoice in it.” 

The Scripture tells us that, “God gave us eternal life” and that this life is in his Son. “Whoever 
possesses the Son possesses life, whoever does not possess the Son does not possess life.” (1 John: 5, 
11,12) Jesus said that he came that we might have life in heaven to the fullest. What does it look like, 
this life God gives us in Jesus Christ? 

It looks like acceptance as experienced by the despised tax collector. 

It looks like forgiveness as experienced by a woman who was about to be stoned by those who 
did not understand such forgiveness. 

It looks like new meaning as when a person who is estranged from her community comes to the 
well at mid-day to find a mysterious young Jew who tells her about the refreshing waters of eternal life. 

It looks like comfort and hope as experienced by two women who are crying because their 
beloved brother is in the tomb. 

It looks like hungry people sharing some loaves and fishes on the hillside. 

It looks like human need of all kinds being met; the lame leaping for joy, the blind receiving 
sight, the deaf hearing, the captives released, the dead brought to life again. 

It looks like a man going all out for another, holding nothing back for himself, sacrificing himself 
in affirmation of all people and than appearing on the third day as a stranger who is recognized in the 
simple act of breaking bread together. 

What does it look like, this life we have in Jesus? It looks like a scene that unfolded one night in 
a hospital. The nurse escorted a tired, anxious, young man to the bedside of an elderly man. “Your son is 
here”, she whispered to the patient. She had to repeat the words several times before the patient’s eyes 
opened. He was heavily sedated because of the pain of his heart attack and he dimly saw the young man 
standing outside the oxygen tank. He reached out his hand and the young man tightly wrapped his fingers 
around it, squeezing a message of encouragement. The nurse brought a chair next to the bedside. All 
through the night the young man sat holding the old man’s hand and offering gentle words of hope. The 
dying man said nothing as he held tightly to his son. As dawn approached the patient died. The young 
man placed on the bed the lifeless hand he had been holding, than he went to notify the nurse. While the 
nurse did what was necessary the young man waited. When she had finished her task, the nurse began to 
offer words of sympathy to the young man. But he interrupted her. “Who was that man?” he asked. The 
startled nurse replied, “I thought he was your father”. “No, he was not my father”, he answered. “I never 
saw him before in my life.” “Then why didn’t you say something when I took you to him?” asked the 
nurse. He replied, “I also knew he needed a son, and the son just wasn’t here.” “When I realized he was 
too sick to tell whether or not I was his son, I knew how much he needed me.” 

That is the scene from “eternal life”, on a day the Lord had made. “This is the day the Lord has 
made, let us rejoice and be glad in it.” 
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On a wall filled with graffiti someone had written, “Christ is the answer!” Underneath those 
words another person had written, “What is the question?” On this day the Lord has made, the question 
is, “when can you most expect the Son of Man to come into your life?” and we can rejoice and be glad in 
the answer, for our answer is always, now, for this is the day the Lord has made.

Following the processional of Actives and Past Actives, the Sovereign Grand Commander, Norman E. 
Byrne called upon Grand Prior, C. Robert Townshend to attend the alter and the Volume of the Sacred 
Law and declare the labours of Supreme Council resumed. 

Grand Master of Ceremonies, 111 .'.Bro.'. Donald R. Thornton, 33° presented Most Worshipful Bro.\ 
Donald M. Mumby, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario to the 
Sovereign Grand Commander and the Brethren. 

SGC Byrne : Most Worshipful Sir, with great pleasure 1 welcome you to our Supreme Council as my 
Grand Master. 1 hope that you will join us in the East and that you might bring us greetings. Thank you. 

MW ..Bro .'.Donald M. Mumby. Thank you very much and I’m pleased to be here. Ill .'.Bro .‘.Norman 
E. Byrne, Sovereign Grand Commander, members of Supreme Council, Distinguished Guests, and my 
brethren. In the name of the Most Worshipful, the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons in 
Canada in the Province of Ontario and on behalf of the 60,000 Masons in this grand jurisdiction it is my 
pleasure to bring you formal greetings today. It is a distinct honour for me to be with you and to witness 
this Supreme Council in action. Today we gather as Scottish Rite Freemasons but you must never forget 
that you are first and foremost Masons. Within the Masonic family we take great pride in the record and 
achievements of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite and the leadership that it has shown in so many 
areas and I am reminded in this respect of the Dyslexic Learning Centre that is about to be opened in 
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London, Ontario and the countless thousands of dollars that have been paid out by the Scottish Rite 
Foundation into pure research and to Alzheimer’s Disease. To all the new Honorees this year, the degree 
of Honorary Inspector General is not conferred lightly as you have heard. Recipients for the most part 
have proven themselves within their respective valleys and have been deemed worthy of receiving this 
honour. But 1 have to point out that it is not what you’ve done in the past that counts, it’s what you are 
about to do in the future that is of paramount importance. For you see, today Freemasonry stands at the 
very crossroads, it can either go forward building block by block gaining strength and momentum so that 
it becomes a major force for change or it can atrophy and die and very slow and agonizing death, and the 
choice is yours. Our Grand Lodge or other Grand Lodges can devise and put forth programs to stimulate 
interest and increase membership but they’re absolutely useless if they are not used. If you are prepared 
to work to shoulder your fair share of the load as you have done in the past, then we will succeed. If, 
however, you decide to rest upon your laurels then we will not. This year within this great jurisdiction 1 
am placing my emphasis upon two central themes, a continuation of the Back to Basics program that was 
so successfully run by Most Worshipful Brother Terrence Shand, but 1 want to add to that renewed and 
increased emphasis on Masonic education. And what do all these mean... Back to basics, the need for 
every Mason to practice those basic moral principals that should be an integral part of every man’s life. 
Simple things such as honesty in all your dealings, reliability, duty, loyalty or fidelity, the practice of 
brotherly love in its truest sense, charity not just the giving of money but that charity that is given because 
we want to give it not because we have to, forgiveness which is difficult for all of us, spirituality and 
honour and these themes must be practiced in our homes, in our places of business and in our 
communities and education because in my view point Masonry and education are on synonymous terms. 
Masons must learn and must internalize those great moral secrets that are contained within our rituals and 
writings. They must leam and know what our 3 degrees really mean visa vie each individual and how 
these moral lessons can be used and can be adapted to improve each of us as individuals because Masonry 
is really a very selfish organization because it is deemed to improve one person and one person only and 
that is you or me. 1 can’t improve any other segment of society other than myself. When 1 was in 
university 1 was told in a basic political science course that every country has a political myth, you know 
in the United States the myth is every US bom child can become President of the United States, in France 
its legality, liberty and fraternity, in Great Britain it’s the supremacy of parliament and in Canada it’s that 
if we do good everybody else is going to want to follow us. ft sounds funny but think back on Canadian 
Foreign Affairs since 1946 and Lester B. Pearson, when we first entered into peace keeping and look how 
we’re doing it today. Last night 1 read that our peacekeepers in Afghanistan came under the first rocket 
attacks of the year. 1 suggest that if we, as Masons, show everybody around us that we are good 
upstanding and moral men then perhaps other will try to emulate us. They will see the good; they will 
recognize it and they will want to copy us. And in this manner and in this manner only will we be able to 
influence the world. To show people that there is an alternative to bigotry, fanaticism, intolerance and 
that hatred that has flamed the fires of discontent, which two years ago yesterday caused thousands of 
deaths and that intolerance which has given rise to unspeakable acts of terrorism. That intolerance and 
bigotry has set nation against nation, man against man and brother against brother. The morality and 
philosophical tenants of Freemasonry can provide the tools but we must have the men who are prepared 
to pick them up and use them and you are those men. For if you pick up those tools and you use them on 
a daily basis great benefits will be derived, if you do not then nothing will be built and our foundations 
will crumble. In Matthew 5.16 it is written, “let your light so shine before men that they may see your 
good works and glorify your Father who is in Heaven”, let your light so shine before men that they may 
see your good works, it is my dream and hope that each of you will practice Masonry to its fullest so that 
your light may shine so that you will stand out as a man to be emulated and that others will recognize 
your good works and hope to follow them. There is an old adage that says, “it is better to light one little 
candle then to curse the darkness”, may each of you become that candle. That candle that will dispel the 
darkness created by ignorance, bigotry and de-morality. Sovereign Grand Commander, Byme, 1 thank 
you for inviting me to be apart of this very wonderful session, Marion and 1 are most appreciative of the 
kind and gracious hospitality that has been extended to us and as you leave your term of office tomorrow 
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may good health and good fortune continue to be granted to both you and Nancy for many years to come 
but don’t get too complacent because this doesn’t mean that I’m not going to be continuing to call upon 
you on a regular basis for advise in the coming months. To IllBroOrlan Weber, my very best wishes 
to you for every success as you begin your term of office tomorrow; may your travels be safe, your 
visitations profitable and your every endeavor enjoyable. I’m not certain that the Brethren here are aware 
that between Ill .'.Bro.'. Weber and myself that we kind of formed a true exchange, you see he’s a native 
Ontarian who is now resident in Alberta and I’m a native Albertan who is now resident in Ontario and 
Bob Townshend better be very careful when he talks about having another westerner in charge of things. 
And you know, Orlan, it’s funny, we did this without any federal / provincial conferences or any 
formative agreement and we didn’t have either Ralph Kline or Jean Chretien involved in it. Before I take 
my seat I would like to pass on one advertisement if I can, on November 1 st at the Scottish Rite 
Apartments in Hamilton, we the Masons of Ontario will be honoring Most Worshipful Bob Davies our 
Past Grand Secretary, our Grand Secretary Emeritus for his 23 years of service as Grand Secretary and his 
2 years of service as Past Grand Master.

You know Brethren, I too 
would like to have a few comments regarding your new venture, into the 32° Masonic Learning Centre 
for Dyslexic Children. We had the privilege in our Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, 1 think most of you 
are aware, some nine years ago of adopting that specific charity as our fourth charity. We did that after a 
year of research and determining that over 15% of the population of the world is dyslexic. That’s an 
amazing statistic. In our country we also found out that there was no charitable effort providing free 
services for dyslexic children. It became so simple for us to make that our charity and is now our prime 
charity and our prime goal. What you heard David say earlier about the growth and the benefit that you 
will reap is so true. You will see very quickly because the training methodology you have selected works 
effectively and it creates a permanent result in a child. You’re going to give them the opportunity to learn 
to read and to write. Think about that, that opportunity means you’re giving them the chance to be all that 
they can be in life. 1 can’t think of any greater gift that Freemasonry could give to a child or to a 
community than that. 1 too congratulate you on that effort, 1 wish 1 could be there with you there in 
London. 1 do know that you are planning perhaps in the next year, a dedication of that Centre and if 1 
could get an invitation to that I would make every effort to be there with you at that dedication, my 
congratulations to all of you, on that wonderful effort. On a very personal basis, on behalf of Susan and I, 
and our delegation, Walter and Erwin and their ladies 1 would like to thank you for the wonderful 
reception that you always give anyone who comes from our Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, especially to 
us this time. We’ve enjoyed all the days with you, we will enjoy today and this evening with you as well 
and looking back over the ten years that 1 have been with you everyone seems to have been bettered. The 
friendships that we have made are one that makes us want to come back. I’m proud to be your 
representative from our Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, 1 hope that 1 will be invited back and if so 1 hope 
my Sovereign Grand Commander will permit me to come back. And you know as I get ready to close the 
one thing that 1 would say and leaving the position of Sovereign Grand after 10 years is that you hope that 
the best thing you can do is to find someone who can replace you that will take your Supreme Council to 
the next level and to leave it in those type of hands. 1 believe in 111 .'.Bro.'. Walter Webber, with 2 b’s, 
with such a man and 1 think that the strong relationship that we have enjoyed with the Supreme Council 
of Canada will continue 1 hope forever. May God bless you, one and all, thank you. (applause) 

SGC Byrne : Brother Bob you and I go back a long time, and 1 was so very pleased that 1, as Sovereign 
Grand Commander would have an opportunity to make a personal presentation to you as a member of our 
Supreme Council. 1 know that you are the representative to our Supreme Council, 1 would ask you to 
receive this picture of the Centennial Window, sometimes known as the Byrne Window, in Hamilton with

III..Bro.'. Alex Watson : Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, 
Distinguished Guests, Peers and Brethren; 1 am honoured to respond on behalf of the Grand 
Representatives near this Supreme Council. 1 believe currently that we represent some forty-seven 
jurisdictions worldwide. As 1 listened to the roll call, 1 could not help but think of the vastness and the 
understanding we as a fraternity exhibit. Yet at the same time, 1 think of the devastation that exists in 
many countries of the world and wonder if there is some way to encourage those men to envision the 
goodness of our Fraternity? There lies the challenge! The Report of the Committee on Fraternal 
Relations indicates to us the efforts of our sister Supreme Councils to promote the principals of the 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry while protecting and preserving the high standards and traditions of the Order. 
Many of us have yet to visit the jurisdiction we represent but let me assure you we are indeed honoured to 
be their representative near our Supreme Council. Sovereign Grand Commander, we appreciate your 
recognition and by so doing you honour and express regard for the global family of Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry. Thank you. 

SGC Byrne : Thank you very much, Brother Watson. 1 am now going to turn the gavel over to Past 
Sovereign Grand Commander, 111 .'.Bro .'.Glenn Martin. 1 will now present to you the Allocution of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander. 

Peers and Brethren, as Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council, 33° of the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada; 1 welcome each of you to Windsor, Ontario and the 
129 th Annual Session 

This is the fifth time in 99 years that our Supreme Council has met here in Windsor. We are anxious to 
return here, and look forward with anticipation and some excitement, 1 hope, to meeting together once 
again from all across Canada as we plan the action and direction of Supreme Council for the future. 

The Windsor area was first established in 1701 when Sieur De Lamothe Cadillac and his entourage 
established Fort Pontchartrain on the Detroit side of the River. In 1748, a group of Jesuits established a 
mission to the Fluron Indians in the immediate area of the Ambassador Bridge. Some 49 years later, the 
original Town site of Sandwich was established to accommodate persons of both British and French 
origin, who wished to remain under British rule. That municipality joined with others over the years, to 
eventually form the City of Windsor. The arrival, in 1854, of the Great Western Railway, with its terminal 
in Windsor, was the beginning of significant industrial development here. Many of the larger and better- 
known industries, currently in Windsor, were started here. The Fliram Walker facility established itself in 
1857 as a result of the Railway. Fliram Walker, in addition to founding one of Canada's largest distilleries, 
also planned and laid out a complete town, then known as Walkerville, with provisions for industry, 
commerce, residences and agriculture. The Ford Motor company took its roots here in 1904. The 
automotive industry changed Windsor from a relatively slow growing collection of border communities 
into a rapidly growing; modem, industrial City. By the early 1930's, the separate border Cities of 
Windsor, East Windsor (Ford City), Walkerville and Sandwich amalgamated politically into a single 
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community with a population of over 100,000 called Windsor. The City of Windsor has made continual 
progress with a population today of over 200,000, and is, by far, the largest urban centre in the County of 
Essex. 

Not too widely known, during the was of 1812 between Britain and the United States, is the fact that 
several skirmishes and battles were waged right here in this area, along the border between Canada and 
the U. S. A., and several resulted in decided victories against the American forces. Most of us remember 
the bloody battles of that war that occurred in the Niagara Region, and not too much emphasis has been 
placed on the battles that occurred here at the border between these two countries. 

Masonry was first established here in 1854 when Great Western Lodge was formed, and was numbered 
47 on the Registrar of the Grand Lodge of Canada. The Lodge's first Worshipful Master, Worshipful Bro. 
Thomas Perkins, attended the first convention of the Grand Lodge of Canada held at Hamilton, Canada 
West, in 1855. Worshipful Brother Perkins was appointed the first Grand Junior Deacon by the first 
Grand Master, M. W. Bro. William Mercer Wilson. 

In due course, a Lodge of Perfection and a Chapter of Rose Croix were established here and, today, 
they are our hosts for this 129th Session. Many dedicated and illustrious brethren hailed from this City 
and area, and became active and distinguished members of our Supreme Council. We remember them 
and tha nk them for their lives of service, dedicated to the Scottish Rite. 

Our Statutes and Regulations require me to report to you in writing on all rulings made, permissions and 
dispensations given, and any other important official acts, which have occurred during the preceding year. 
1 am pleased to do so for the last time as your Sovereign Grand Commander. 

NECROLOGY 

Each year, as we come together in brotherhood, we remember and acknowledge those of our leaders who 
have answered the final gavel, and have passed to the Grand Lodge above. Their lives and 
accomplishments are an inspiration to us all. We cherish their memory in our hearts. We remember 
especially this year the following brethren. 

III. Bro. John Campbell Matheson, 33° 

The death on Friday April 18, 2003 saw the termination of a long and dedicated life in the person of 111. 
Bro. J. Campbell Matheson, 33°, Past Active Member of this Supreme Council. "Cam" Matheson brought 
great dedication and experience to his efforts as a leader in our Supreme Council, with particular 
significance to the Ottawa Valley. He first served as an officer of Supreme Council when he was elected 
as Grand Standard Bearer and, subsequently, as Deputy for Ontario, which office he held until he retired 
to Past Active rank in 1997. "Cam" Matheson brought wise counsel to those with whom he worked, 
particularly in the Ottawa Valley. He was of great assistance to me personally on one of my visits to his 
Valley, to attend to a misunderstanding with respect to membership in one of the constituent bodies. His 
calm and steadying demeanour assisted us greatly.

These men have taken the time to provide needed leadership to 
Lodges, Chapters and Consistories, and 1 thank them on behalf of Supreme Council for discharging the 
responsibilities of office extremely well. There is some room for improvement in a few of the constituent 
Bodies where, due to business and family pressures, 1 presume, and travel requirements, the ritual work 
presented is not quite up to par, where parts are read, and where attention to the little details that make the 
portrayal of a good degree a meaningful experience for those to whom it is presented, is lacking. All of us 
have many demands made on our personal time and efforts but, as Scottish Rite Masons, we have a 
definite obligation to make the degrees, performed by the constituent Bodies, an occasion in the life of a 
new Scottish Rite member, to attract and maintain his interest in the Rite. On the whole, the degrees 
portrayed during my visits were exceptionally well done. The portrayal of a degree, in the presence of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander, can, 1 guess, be intimidating to the cast and officers, but this opportunity 
does not go by without each cast member and officer having a feeling of satisfaction for a job 
exceptionally well done. There is nothing better than the inner feeling of satisfaction that comes from a 
job well done. 

Each Special Assistant 1 have appointed for the several Deputies, as previously set out, have given 
unsparingly of themselves, and have enabled each Deputy to complete his responsibilities, by assuming 
some of that responsibility for themselves, and I thank them each and every one. 

As my term draws to an end, 1 realize with some satisfaction that my appointment of Ill.'.Bro.". William 
J. C. Newson, 33°, as my Special Assistant, was one of the smarter things I've done. Again, during the 
past year, Ill.'.Bro.". Bill has been a dedicated servant of your Sovereign Grand Commander, and 1 tha nk 
him from the bottom of my heart. He has met with me on a weekly basis, and has enabled me to keep up 
with the responsibilities of my office; has done all the planning for the transportation and accommodation 
for my many visits; has been a receptive "sounding board" for some of my ideas, and has generally 
treated me as Masons are wont to say "as a Brother should". 1 thank him and his vivacious and capable 
wife, JaneAnn Newson, who has assisted on numerous occasions in the "computer" areas of my tasks, and 
1 thank her most sincerely. She has also been of great assistance to my wife Nancy in the many "social" 
requirements, which needed her special skills. 

On many occasions, during the past year, in a similar fashion as occurred in the preceding year, 1 have 
called on our Grand Chancellor, Ill.'.Bro.’. Allard B. Loopstra, 33°, for advice and assistance. He has so 
willingly given of his wisdom and general experience; has made available to me his keen, analytical 
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mind, and generally, with his very happy disposition and smiling countenance, has been a "life saver" 
when things got rough. 1 tha nk him profusely. Brother Allard -1 owe you big time. 

Several times, during each week, 1 am in attendance at the Supreme Council office, and have the privilege 
of working with IIl.'.Bro.'. George R. Robbins, 33°, our Executive Secretary. Bro. George has always got 
a smile on his face for me, sometimes a story to tell and, generally, his work and attitude has convinced 
me beyond doubt that his selection as Executive Secretary was a very good one for our Supreme Council. 
The female staff at the Supreme Council office have always been ready to assist me whenever 1 asked. 
Miss Margaret Tweedle eelected early retirement from the office in June last, and we tha nk her for her 
work during her time at the Supreme Council office, and wish her a happy and less demanding retirement. 
Miss Janey Smith is a new addition to the staff, and we welcome her to our Supreme Council office. 1 am 
most impressed with how quickly she has caught on, and how pleasing it is to me and all who meet her to 
be the recipients of her contagious smile and infectious laugh. Miss Susan Thompson and Mrs. Katie 
Benton continue to bring their collective experience and happy dispositions to the work area of the office. 
We thank them for their continuing efforts, which is very acceptable to the Sovereign Grand Commander. 
My personal thanks to each one of our dedicated staff. 

IIl.'.Bro.’. H. Edward Standish, 33°, Grand Treasurer General, has once again laboured long and hard in 
the "financial and administrative" areas of the Masonic quarry. He has a gifted talent for being able to 
take a jumble of numbers, completely unintelligible to most of us, and to turn them into an understandable 
synopsis of our financial picture. His talents go way beyond "matters financial" and, whenever 1 have 
consulted him in matters pertaining to the Scottish Rite, he has happily responded with action, with 
direction, good advice and sensible answers to the problem at hand. 1 extend to him my deep personal 
thanks. 

The Grand Secretary General, IIl.'.Bro.'. Donald D. Thornton, 33°, has provided, during the year, the 
very necessary skills and experience learned by him as a former Executive Secretary. Many of his tasks, 
from completing the minutes of our Advisory Council meetings to the compiling and preparation of our 
printed Proceedings, and production of the preliminary reports, have been well attended to and in a timely 
fashion. All the small and necessary details, with respect to the planning and execution of our Annual 
Session, have come under his skilful hands, and 1 thank him for his efforts. Our Supreme Council owes 
Bro. Thornton a big thank you for all his work. 

1 cannot close this portion of my allocution without once more thanking my wife Nancy for all she has 
been and done for me over the past year. Her’s is truly a labour of love, and 1 tha nk her from the bottom 
on my heart. Within a few weeks, her daily life will not be completely preempted by matters of our 
Supreme Council and, most particularly by its Sovereign Grand Commander. 1 have promised Nancy that, 
now that the almost daily requirements of my office have ended, she will have much more time to do the 
things in life that she wants to do, not just what her husband wants to do. Being constantly away from 
home for days on end has made it quite impractical for the "Byrne's" to have a "canine" member of the 
family. Those days will soon end, and 1 personally know just what will be the predominant wish of her 
heart. 1 daren't tell you - ask her, and she'll tell you. Tha nk you Nancy for all you have been and done for 
me, for what must seem to be over several lifetimes.

I wish for you great success in the years ahead 
when your fine hand will steer the Supreme Council ship into the future. 1 know you will lead us on to 
bigger and better things, and I pledge to you my continued support in your high office. I know that your 
charming wife, Janet, will be there for you just as my wife Nancy has been here for me. 


My Brethren, as we are about to start on a new journey, a continuing journey, under a new leader, 
remember the deep roots that have allowed our Supreme Council to be a moving force in so many lives. 
Society, today, seems to have lost the spirit of "brotherhood". We, as Scottish Rite Masons, can teach our 
friends, our neighbours and our associates just what Scottish Rite Masonry is all about if we live and 
breathe it every day, if we put into practice its many fine precepts that have withstood the test of time. 

1 ask you, my Brethren, to go forth from this place, at this time and into the future years that may be 
given to each of us by an all-knowing Father in Heaven, and practice in your daily lives all the things that 
you have each learned as Scottish Rite Masons. Your Supreme Council will have new and exciting 
programs presented to you in the immediate future - the tools to make our fraternity, once again, "a thing 
of beauty and a joy to behold". Gird up your loins, my Brethren. Arm yourself with the sword of justice 
and equality and, together, hand in hand, let us march into the future, united in purpose, united in action 
and united in Brotherhood. May God Bless us All.

SGC Byrne: Bro:. MacFarlane thank you on behalf of all the Masons, thank you on behalf of 
your community, and thank you for being the kind of a good guy that you are! With great 
pleasure, this is the John Ross Matheson Award, wear it proudly and we know that when you go 
out into Lodge the Brethren will know just what kind of a great Mason you are. 

Bro.'. MacFarlane: Thank you Sir, I knew John Ross Matheson very well. He was a well 
respected, admirably respected and I knew him personally. (Applause) 

Bro.'. MacFarlane, family and SGC Byme got their picture taken and then instructed the Grand 
Master of Ceremonies to conduct them to the east. 

SGC Byrne: Now Brethren as you all know we have a series of awards that are given for Valley 
Publications to our constituent bodies in Canada. I am now going to ask Ill.'. Bro.'. Stan Clayton 
to make those presentations. 

Bro .'.Clayton: Sovereign Grand Commander, The Worshipful The Grand Master, Peers and

The Valley notices is one of the most important communication pieces we have in the Scottish 
Rite. This year we received notices from 46 Valleys. The information included executives, 
dates and meetings, sick and visiting, new members, degree participants, news from the Valley, 
The Supreme Councillor, The Consult, Charitable Foundation, other Valleys and special events. 
Now this keeps our brethren infonned and the more you can include in your newsletter the better 
it is for the members of your Valley because there are lots of members in your Valley who can 
not attend all your meetings but through the newsletter they can know what is going on. 
Unfortunately, with our declining membership we have had to revise the categories each year. 
We started out and we went from 250 to 500 to over 1000 but because of trying to have an equal 
number in each division, we are trying to keep about 12 Valleys in each division, to do that we 
have to revise again this year. So our categories this year are from 1 to 124; 125 to 300; 301 to 
650; and over 651. That is, 400 members per Valley that has been dropped in our top category, 
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we would have had only 3 Valleys over 1000. I have great pleasure in asking Michael Ward, the 
Deputy for British Columbia to receive the plaque for Nanaimo who was declared the winner for 
the “A” Division, that is 100 to 124 members. 

SGC Byrne\ Ill.'. Sir, I would ask that you take this plaque to the Valley of Nanaimo, where I 
had the occasion to be not long ago in your company, and see that it is properly given to the 
Officers and those who are responsible for their newsletter. Thank you Michael. 

Bro.. Clayton: Now that was the first year for Nanaimo, they have never received that honour 
before. Our “B” Division Valley has received this honour before and it is Saskatoon and I would 
ask Jack Sproule if he would please come up and receive the plaque. I have copies of the 
different notices here, so if anybody would like to have a look at them feel free to do so. 

SGC Byrne: Ill.'.Sir I charge you with the responsibility to see that this plaque for the 
Outstanding Notice Award is returned to the powers that be in your Valley, that they know that 
their hard work has paid off, and I am very proud of them and I thank you very much for seeing 
that it gets to the right place.

Bro.'. Clayton: A popular win, and I might say that the only reason they did win is because 
when I revised the numbers in the Valley it moved Halifax up in the “D” category so they did not 
win it this year. The winner for the “C” category was Calgary. I would ask Norm Senn if he 
would come up and receive it on behalf of Calgary, please. 

SGC Byrne: Well Sir, I am very pleased to present this to you to see that it gets to the proper 
hands for the winner of the “C” category, the Valley of Calgary, Alberta. Give them my very 
best wishes and my congratulations and send those of all of Supreme Council. 

Bro. '.Senn: Thank you very much. 

Bro .'. Clayton: In “D” category, 651 and over, was won by Halifax. They had the highest marks 
overall, as well. So Matt Todd would you come up and accept it. 

SGC Byrne: Ill .'.Bro.'. Matt Todd, I charge you with the responsibility to see that this plaque is 
conveyed to the proper hands in your Valley of Halifax, Nova Scotia. Congratulations to the 
Valley and those Brethren responsible for the work. Thank you. 

Bro.'. Todd: Sovereign Grand Commander, it makes me very happy to accept this award and sad 
at the same time, I wish that Ill.'. Bro.'. Rick Rutherford, Grand Secretary/Registrar, was here to 
accept it but I will see that it is presented at an official time in the Valley.

When 1 was in my forties, 1 spent a lifetime waiting for the phone to ring, the cars to come home, the front 
door to open. A friend said, “They’re trying to find themselves. Don’t worry, in a few years you can stop 
worrying. They’ll be adults.” My mother just smiled faintly and said nothing. 

By the time 1 was fifty, 1 was sick and tired of being vulnerable. 1 was still worrying over my children, 
but there was a new wrinkle, there was nothing I could do about it. My mother just smiled faintly and 
said nothing. 1 continued to anguish over their failures, be tormented by their frustrations and absorbed in 
their disappointments. 
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My friends said that when my kids got married I could stop worrying and lead my own life. I wanted to 
believe that, but I was haunted by my mother’s warm smile and her occasional, “You look pale. Are you 
all right? Call me the minute you get home. Are you depressed about something?” 

Can it be that parents are sentenced to a lifetime of worry? Is concern for one another handed down like a 
torch to blaze the trail of human frailties and the fears of the unknown? Is concern a curse or is it a virtue 
that elevates us to the highest for of life? 

One of my children became quite irritable recently, saying to me, “Where were you? I’ve been calling for 
3 days, and no one answered. I was worried.” I smiled a warm smile. The torch had been passed. 

The gender of the narrator of this story is not revealed. Yet everyone here knows it. And every man here 
knows that the concern expressed by the mother in this story can apply equally to the concern and 
support, the never-ending love, that our ladies bestow on us daily where ever we are and what ever we do. 
It is a love that elevates a woman to a lady. It is a grace that enriches our lives as men, and as Masons, 
with a touch of the divine. And for that every man in this room should look kindly on his lady, strive to 
emulate her glorious example of devotion and support and worship the ground she walks on.

REPLY TO THE LADIES TOAST 
given by Mrs. Joanne Lewis 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful The Grand Master, Distinguished Guests, Members of 
Supreme Council and Ladies: 

Good Evening: Indeed it is a pleasure to be asked to respond to the toast to the Ladies, which was given 
so eloquently by Ill.'. BroGilkinson.

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REPORT OF 

THE GRAND TREASURER-GENERAL 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

1 am pleased to present the Financial Statements and the Auditor’s report for the year ended May 31, 
2003, which will be published in the proceedings of this Session. The Financial Statements constitute 
both a general and detailed report of all revenues and expenses during the year as required by Article 28 
(c) of the Statutes. 

The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 31,2003 consisting of cash on deposit, 
investments at cost together with amounts receivable and prepaid items, less liabilities for accounts 
payable and Fees paid in advance totaled $1,418,495 an increase of $73,839 from the balance of May 31, 
2002 . 

The Statements of Operations and the related schedules of expenses present the results of operations for a 
twelve month period ended May 31, 2003, while the comparative amounts are for an eleven month period 
ended May 31, 2002. The net operating income increased by $4,113 this year over that for the preceding 
period. Most of out income and expenses occur annually and do not vary with the length of the 
accounting period. Thus the improvement in our results is due to continued reductions in costs and the 
delay of items budgeted but not implemented and not the change in the length of the accounting period. 

Investment income continues at the same level, the increase of $5,008 being directly related to the twelve- 
month period versus eleven months for May 31, 2002. The Gain on disposal of investments depends 
upon the market. Investments of $100,000 in GlC’s with an interest rate of 8% matured this year and 
could not be reinvested at those rates. Bonds and GlC’s totaling $125,000 with income rates of 7% 
mature during the next fiscal year and it will be difficult to replace this income under the present 
conditions. It should also be noted that a total of $382,000 of fixed income securities with a coupon rate 
of 6% mature in the fiscal year ending May 31, 2005. 

As a follow-up to the Friday afternoon session in London and the Subsequent facilitation process there 
have been several task forces assigned to review the policies and manner under which the Supreme 
Council operates and manages its affairs. The task force reports are to be presented at the annual session 
in Windsor. As they are pending review, approval and a time line for implementation, the effect on the 
proposed budget projections for the next fiscal period or periods has not been factored into the projections 
for those periods. Flowever, the per capita rate will continue at the present level of $3.25 per member per 
body for the fiscal year ending May 31, 2004. We have had a surplus of $136,466 for the last two fiscal 
periods and 1 recommend the application of some of that surplus to cover the cost of these 
recommendations as and if required. Our membership continues to decrease, 2,336 members in the three 
bodies or 3.8% from the membership at June 1, 2002; 3,380 or 5.3% last year; 24,486 members or 2.7% 
during the eleven years since June 1, 1992. Craft masonry in Canada decreased by 2.8% last year and by 
2.6% for the ten-year period. The decrease in membership for the three bodies for preceding three years 
(May 31, 2000 to May 31, 2003) has declined by 8,921 members or at a three-year average rate of 4.4%. 
The decline in membership has had a serious effect on our income and the projections for the next 4 
years. One of the Task Forces has been assigned to examine and develop a plan regarding our 
membership. 

The decrease in membership is a primary factor affecting our revenue and it is one that is not within our 
control. However, we must continue with our policy of making every effort to ensure that operating costs 
do not exceed revenue to prevent any erosion in our Capital base. 
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My Brethren, I realize that a projected forecast for the per capita levy is a critical factor to the valleys in 
the preparation of their five-year plan. Once the Task Force recommendations are approved at the annual 
session, and the time line for their implementation established, we will make every effort to project the 
per capita levy for the same period. The per capita levy is a difficult issue for the Supreme Council and 
with the Valleys across Canada. It is only with the management of costs and budget requests that any 
increase to the present rate may be deferred. Any increase to the rate will be essential and the notice of 
any change will be given as soon as possible. 1 thank you for your continuing support and cooperation in 
doing your part to bring these budget projections to a net surplus position. 

Margaret Tweedle elected retirement as at June 30, 2003 after thirteen years of service. We tha nk 
Margaret for her contribution to our Supreme Council and to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and 
wish her a long and enjoyable retirement. We welcome Janey Smith who joined our staff in July and is 
making progress with the administration and accounting for the Supreme Council. 1 thank the Office 
staff, George Robbins, Sue Thompson and Katie Benton for their contribution and support in making my 
job and the results of the operation of the Supreme Council flow smoothly for the last year.

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REPORT OF 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31, 2003, the net assets under its charge totalled $ 1,427,998 
compared to the restated opening balance of $1,347,109 as at May 31, 2002, an increase of $76,889. This 
increase is the result of Revenue exceeding Expenses by $73,839 for the unrestricted assets and the 
donations of $3,050 received as restricted assets. The restricted assets are the result of a fund established 
by the Sovereign Grand Commander in 2002 as a Capital Appreciation Fund and now totals $5,503 as at 
May 31, 2003. The income earned by this fund is to be used to assist with the operating cost of the 
Supreme Council. The details are shown in the Annual Financial Statements attached. 

During the last fiscal period GlC’s and bonds totalling $99,294 matured and equities totalling $67,913 
were sold realizing a capital gain of $2,623. We purchased $147,906 in GlC’s maturing in 2003, 2006, 
and 2007 with interest rates ranging from 4.4% to 5.9% bringing our investment portfolio to a total of 
$1,200,062 as at May 31, 2003. Our investment in Equities now represents 26% of our total investments, 
which is within the guidelines for our investment policy of having 10 - 30 % of our portfolio in Equities. 
The full details of the securities sold and purchased during the year are disclosed in the Annual Financial 
Statements. 

All securities were held in accordance with the requirements of ART.35 (b) of the statutes and the income 
there from has been paid to the Supreme Council.

REPORT OF 

THE GRAND SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Annual Report of Membership for the year ended May 31, 2003 shows a net decrease (Lodges of 
Perfection) of 845 or 3.74% resulting in a total membership of 21,746. In the same period, membership 
in Craft Lodges in Canada decreased by 4,309 or 3.82%. 

Membership in the Chapters of Rose Croix decreased by 798 or 3.99% and in the Consistories by 632 or 
3.5%. 

At the time of printing we were awaiting annual returns from four valleys and have used their 
membership numbers from 2002. Adjustments will be made to Appendix L in the Proceedings to 
accommodate these late figures. 
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Conferences Attended 


It has been the practice for many years for the Grand Secretary-General and Executive Secretary to attend 
The Conference of Grand Secretaries in North America and the Conference of Grand Masters of Masons 
in North America each year in February. These conferences allow us the opportunity to meet with Grand 
Secretaries from all over North America and from around the world and to become more aware of the 
condition of Freemasonry and changes that are occurring. We did not attend these conferences this year 
in an effort to reduce expenses; however, we are of the opinion that we should resume our practice for the 
future. 

The Grand Secretaries’ Conference is more of an operational conference where common procedural 
situations are discussed and possible solutions suggested. Each year the topics vary depending on what 
individual jurisdictions are experiencing. The Grand Masters’ Conference deals more with leadership 
issues and with what direction Masonry should be going and how to get there. In addition this conference 
has a Committee on Information for Recognition, which recommends to Grand Lodges, which Grand 
Lodges should be recognized as regular. While its recommendations are not binding on the individual 
Grand Lodges, they are followed in most instances. These conferences continue to be worthwhile by 
providing information to the G.S.G. and Executive Secretary and we are able to bring back ideas not only 
for the benefit of office operations but also for the governance of Supreme Council. 

I was again invited to attend, as an observer, the Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges of 
Canada held in Winnipeg in April. This conference is held each year in Winnipeg and is attended by all 
Canadian and District Grand Lodges. Topics which were of interest and relevance this year included 
“Lodge Meeting Attendance”, “Politics in Freemasonry”, “One Day Conferral of Degrees” and “Young 
Men and Freemasonry” and encouraged the brethren to think seriously about how to improve attendance 
at meetings, how to reduce the harmful effects of politics in Freemasonry, examine the pros and cons of 
One Day Classes and how to encourage younger men to join the craft. 

Computerization 

In my report last year 1 advised that we had completed the entering of data from our membership card file 
into the Access data base program and had sent membership lists to all of the constituent bodies to be 
compared to their records and differences accounted for. While the verification of our membership lists is 
not a difficult procedure, it requires the assistance and co-operation of each Grand Secretary and Registrar 
to account for his membership in our files. The length of time it takes depends entirely on the level of co¬ 
operation expended by the Grand Secretary/Registrar. 

The membership of all valleys in Canada has now been verified. In addition we have verified the data in 
each member’s file in 33 Valleys with the help of the Grand Secretaries and Registrars and the remaining 
valleys are presently being worked on. We sincerely thank the Grand Secretaries and Registrars for their 
co-operation and support. 

The data base program was written in accordance with the membership requirements as stated in the 
Statutes and includes the ability to maintain addresses. We are indebted to Bro. Kris Nickerson, of Grant 
Thornton, our Auditors, for his expertise in programming the data base and in making the changes that the 
valleys have identified as being useful to them in performing their tasks. He expects that this will be 
accomplished by September 1st and then the program will be rolled out to the Grand 
Secretaries/Registrars to replace their existing databases. This process will make all of our record 
keeping of membership data uniform across Canada and will lead to greater efficiency including the 
ability to communicate directly with all of our members. We thank Mrs. Katie B. Benton for returning to 
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our office to key in the membership data from our cards and for continuing to work on a part-time basis 
until the project is completed. 

Website 

In September 1998, Supreme Council opened a Website on the Internet designed to promote and inform 
Scottish Rite Masons, other Masons, and non-Masons about Scottish Rite Freemasonry. The use of the 
internet continues to expand and it is vital that we maintain a presence on this important modem medium. 
We continue to receive many favourable comments from around the world about the appearance, sound, 
and contents of the site. In addition we have an e-mail address, which assists communications between 
Valleys and Supreme Council. 

We are indebted to our Web Master, illBro.'. James F. T. Kirk-White, 32°, and a member of Barrie 
Valley, who designed the site and who maintains it. If the information is outdated or slow to change, the 
reader becomes discouraged and will stop visiting the site. This is a continuing problem, which requires 
constant attention to keep the infomiation current and up-to-date. To assist us in this regard we have 
asked Ill. Bros. Robert J. Brooks, 33° and Harris Jones, 33° to review the content and to suggest additions 
and/or changes to keep the site current and interesting to the reader. 

Keeping in mind the different types of people visiting our site, the committee suggested that we have a 
general site open to the public which discuses Freemasonry in general and introduces the reader to 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry in more detail. In an effort to make the site more user friendly, they suggested 
that information about officers, membership statistics and other information of interest to our 
membership, but of little interest to others, could be included in an area of the website where a process 
including a password would be required to gain access. They are continuing their consideration of these 
factors to determine if they are feasible. 

Statutes and Regulations 

The Statutes and Regulations have now been in loose-leaf form a little over a year and have gone through 
the first set of amendments, which were passed at our Session last year. The number of amendments last 
year was greater than usual and therefore it took considerably longer to produce the revised pages. This 
has now been completed and the revisions are available from your Grand Secretary. Those members 
wishing to keep their copy current should request copies of amended pages from their Grand Secretary 
annually. 

Lectures of the Lodge of Perfection 

In 2001, in an effort to make our members more knowledgeable about the degrees so that they would be 
more comfortable in promoting Scottish Rite to their Masonic brethren, the office produced a book 
containing the final lectures of each of the Lodge of Perfection degrees. These lectures sum up the 
meaning of each degree in the beautiful language of our ritual in a clear and concise manner. Many 
brethren have purchased a copy for their own edification and it is the hope that every valley will promote 
its use. Any Brother wishing to secure a copy may do so from his Grand Secretary. 

The Essence of the Chapter of Rose Croix Degrees 

Following the success of the Lectures of the Lodge of Perfection book, the office has produced a book 
entitled “The Essence of the Chapter of Rose Croix Degrees”. This book, like its predecessor, sums up 
beautifully the meaning of each of the Rose Croix Degrees and is available to members from the 
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Registrars of Chapters of Rose Croix. It is hoped that the brethren will find these books of considerable 
help in understanding and explaining to prospective members the work of the Scottish Rite. 

Modem Technology Concerns 

As a result of inquiries received concerning the use of e-mail to send notices of meetings to our members 
and in the hope of reducing costs for our valleys across Canada, we have concluded a study of how this 
might be accomplished in a secure environment. Amendments proposed to ART. 69(a), ART. 75(d) and 
ART.75 (f) and the addition of R9 to the Regulations of the Statutes and Regulations addresses this matter 
and if passed will authorize the use of E-mail to send notices of meetings to our members. We will 
continue to promote the use of modem technology to improve our record keeping, to improve our 
communications, and to improve our image. 

Supreme Council Office 

While it has often been said, it bears repeating, that we are indebted to those who have assisted our office 
during this past year and extend our sincere thanks. The staff members of the office of Supreme Council 
require the assistance and input from many sources in order to perform their tasks. To those Grand 
Secretaries and Registrars who submitted their annual reports when they were due, I extend our sincere 
thanks. I extend sincere thanks to the Committee Chairmen and the Deputies who co-operated by 
submitting their reports in time to be included in the booklet of advance reports and to our auditors who 
completed their audit in time for the financial statements to be available for that booklet. 

The office of Supreme Council continues to benefit from a knowledgeable and dedicated staff. I thank 
Ms. Margaret L. Tweedle, who retired on June 30th after 13 years with us. Her pleasant manner was 
appreciated by all. Miss Janey Smith has replaced Ms. Tweedle and we are pleased to welcome her to 
our office. I also thank Ms. Susan Thompson and Miss Janey Smith for their devotion and dedication in 
performing, so well, the tasks required in this office. I sincerely thank Ill. Bro. George R. Robbins, 33°, 
Executive Secretary, for his co-operation and support. I also extend my thanks to Sovereign Grand 
Commander Norman E. Byrne for his support and advice.

Your Committee notes that the Sovereign Grand Commander, in accordance with Article 22 (f) i. of the 
Statutes and Regulations, issued a dispensation to open the first French language Chapter of Rose Croix 
in North America, to be named Chapitre de Rose Croix de Mont Real and to be located in Montreal, 
Quebec. We recommend that the dispensation be continued until the 2004 Session of the Supreme 
Council. 
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Your committee also recently received a request for a dispensation to open a Consistory, to be located at 
Vernon, British Columbia and to be named the Morning Star Consistory. This request has been endorsed 
by the Deputy for British Columbia and Yukon Territory and meets requirements of Article 49 of the 
Statutes and Regulations. Your committee recommends that upon receipt of the required fees, as per 
Article 41 of the Statutes and Regulations, that a “Dispensation To Open A Constituent Body”, (Form 
F2E) be issued to open Morning Star Consistory. 

We welcome the formation of these constituent bodies and congratulate their charter members on their 
resolve.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations is pleased to present this report in discharge of the duty 
imposed on it by Art 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council to keep informed with respect to 
fraternal relations with other Supreme Councils and Masonic bodies throughout the world, to advise the 
Sovereign Grand Commander with respect to the conduct thereof, and to report thereon to this Supreme 
Council at each Annual Session. 

Conference of Grand Masters of Masons in North America 
Conference of Grand Secretaries in North America: 

For the first time in many years this Supreme Council was not represented at the 2003 annual 
Conferences and your Committee has received no report on the proceedings of either Conference except 
with respect to the report of the Committee on Information for Recognition to which references are made 
later in this Report. 

Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges of Canada-. 

Your Committee is pleased to report that once again this year lll.'.Bro.'. Donald D. Thornton, 33° Grand 
Secretary-General, attended the Conference, by invitation, as an observer. 

Ill.'. Bro.'. Thornton will, doubtless, refer to his attendance, in his Report as Grand Secretary-General but 
your Committee reiterates its view that it is beneficial to this Supreme Council to have in attendance an 
observer who can be a resource person for the Conference and a reporter of its activities to this Supreme 
Council. 

46 th Conference of the Sovereign Grand Commanders of Europe and of Associated Countries: 

The 2003 Conference was hosted by the Supreme Council of South Africa at Johannesburg. 
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The Supreme Council of Canada is usually invited to attend these Conferences as an observer, but in 
recent years has not been represented and your Committee has received no report on the proceedings of 
this year’s Conference. 

Recognition of Supreme Councils: 

On a number of occasions in past years your Committee has recommended that requests for recognition 
received from recently established Supreme Councils be held in abeyance until such time as the Canadian 
Grand Lodges had extended recognition to the Grand Lodge of the country from which the applicant 
Supreme Council drew its members. Indeed, the practice of this Supreme Council has been to ignore 
requests until such time as it was satisfied of the regularity of the petitioning Supreme Council. This 
practice has been followed despite receipt of recommendations for recognition from Supreme Councils 
with whom this Supreme Council is in amity and whose advice we value. 

Since there are presently a number of new, and some not so new, Supreme Councils, particularly in 
Europe, your Chairman wondered whether the recognition process should be reviewed. Accordingly, at 
his request the subject was added to the agenda for discussion at the 2003 Spring Meeting (Meeting No. 
71) of the Supreme Council Advisory Council. 

The matter was discussed at some length, following which the Advisory Council recommended “that 
henceforth we be prepared to recommend for recognition any Supreme Council established under a Grand 
Lodge recognized by the Commission on Information for Recognition of the Conference of Grand 
Masters of Masons in North America”. 

It was suggested that this advice might afford a reasonable solution to the matter of recognition since the 
ten Canadian Grand Lodges now have, and we understand will continue to have, a representative on the 
Commission on Information for Recognition. Indeed, the current Chairman of the Commission is 
M.\ W.'.Bro.'. Robert McKibbon, Past Grand Master and present Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of 
Canada in the Province of Ontario, and an Honorary Inspector-General, 33° of this Supreme Council. 

Subsequently, your Chairman learned in communication with Mr. W.'.Bro.'. McKibbon, that there exists 
no list of Grand Lodges “recognized” by the Commission on Information for Recognition. Indeed, the 
Commission on Information for Recognition “recognizes” no Grand Lodge. It simply indicates the 
Grand Lodges it believes from time to time to be regular. It is the sole prerogative of each Grand Lodge 
in North America to decide which of these “regular Grand Lodges” it will recognize. 

It is interesting to note that it was only this year that the Commission on Information for Recognition 
indicated that the Grand Lodge of Iran-in-exile was regular, while this Supreme Council never withdrew 
recognition of the Supreme Council of Iran when it was forced to become the Supreme Council of Iran- 
in-exile following the revolution in Iran in 1978-1979. 

While respecting the advice of the Advisory Council, your Committee, with the benefit of the further 
information now available to it, recommends that, as a sovereign body, this Supreme Council adopt as its 
criterion for recognition of other Supreme Councils and the exchange of Grand Representatives, the 
regularity of such Supreme Councils based upon the best evidence available to it as a responsible member 
of the Masonic family. 

As has been your Committee’s custom, we usually comment on individual countries in alphabetical 
sequence. 
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Australia: 


Congratulations and best wishes are extended to the new tableau of officers of the Supreme Council for 
Australia. 

Your Chairman is privileged to be an Honorary Member of the Supreme Council of Australia, and is 
fortunate to have known for many years M.'.P.'.Bro.'. Jack Ball, A.M., 33° the new Sovereign Grand 
Commander. Your Committee is persuaded that under his leadership the Supreme Council will 
flourish. He and his officers will, doubtless, be spending much time and effort preparing to host the 
XVII Conference of Supreme Councils of the World in 2005. 

Belgium-. 

In the light of our comments above on Recognition of Supreme Councils, it is instructive that Belgium 
thus becomes the first country with respect to which we wish to comment, and it illustrates the difficulties 
your committee may face when a request for recognition is received. 

Under date of January 16, 2003 Sovereign Grand Commander Norman E. Byrne, 33° was informed by 
letter that the Jurisdictions of the Grand and Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite 
for Belgium and the Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite for Belgium (rue du 
Persil) had merged and reconstituted the former Supreme Council of Belgium. The Council requested 
the establishment of fraternal ties with this Supreme Council. 

Upon investigation your Committee determined that the Supreme Council of Belgium was not, and did 
not include, the Supreme Council for Belgium (rue Royale), of which M.'.P.'.Bro.". Pierre Marchal, 33° 
is Sovereign Grand Commander, being the Supreme Council recognized by this Supreme Council. The 
request for recognition from the Supreme Council of Belgium was, therefore, not answered. 

Brazil: 

Your Committee extends best wishes to the officers of the Supreme Council for Brazil, of which Luiz 
Fernando Rodriques Torres, 33°, is Sovereign Grand Commander, elected on March 14, 2003 for the 
period 2003-2008. 

This Supreme Council was honoured on the occasion of its 2002 Annual Session by the attendance of 
Sovereign Grand Commander Torres, his lovely wife, Corina, and executive Secretary Joao Alexandre. 
The visit received very favourable comment in the July 2002-February 2003 edition of Asteria, the most 
attractive publication of the Supreme Council for Brazil. 

Your Committee extends congratulations to 111.'.Bros.'. John V. Lawer, 33° and Norman E. Byrne, 33° 
upon their appointments as an Emeritus Member of Honor of the Supreme Council of Brazil. 

Colombia: 

Your Committee was advised in January 2003 that Ill.'.Bro.'. Eduardo R. Perez Perez, 33° had succeeded 
lll.'.Bro.'. Ramizo Arteta-Guzman, 33° as Sovereign Grand Commander of the Colombian Supreme 
Council. Best wishes are extended to lll.'.Bro.'. Perez Perez and the tableau of officers elected for the 
years 2002-2004. 
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Croatia: 


On March 22, 2003 the Supreme Council for Croatia was consecrated at Zagreb. The Sovereign Grand 
Commander for Slovenia and lll.'.Bro.'. Robert W. Woodward, 33° G.C. Deputy of American Scottish 
Rite Military Bodies, NATO Bases, representing the Supreme Council, Southern Jurisdiction, USA, 
participated in the Installation Ceremony of Officers. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander is lll.'.Bro.'. Boris Vucelie, 33°. 

Best wishes are extended to the new Supreme Council. 

Ecuador: 

Shortly after the close of the Annual Assembly of this Supreme Council in September 2002 a 
communication was received from lll.'.Bro.'. Rui Alexandre Gabirro, 33°, Sovereign Grand Chancellor 
of the Supreme Council of Ecuador, which has its headquarters on the top floor of the Grand Lodge of 
Ecuador, in the city of Guayaquil. 

lll.'.Bro.'. Gabirro, noting that the Supreme Council of Canada had recognized the Supreme Council of 
Ecuador on January 6, 1913, expressed sadness in seeing the list of Supreme Councils with which this 
Supreme Council is in amity as published in the 2001 Annual Proceedings in which it appeared that this 
Supreme Council now recognized a Supreme Council of Ecuador with headquarters in Quito, whose 
Sovereign Grand Commander is Ernesto Lehmann Mayer. 

lll.'.Bro.'. Gabirro advised that Ernesto Lehmann Mayer had been expelled from the Grand Lodge 
Ecuador and the Supreme Council with headquarters in Guayaquil on August 19, 2000. 

Your Committee knew that this Supreme Council had made no intended change of recognition. 
However, upon investigation it was discovered that by inadvertence, possibly as the result of 
correspondence being received in our Supreme Council office from the Supreme Council with 
headquarters in Quito which was misinterpreted, the Annual Proceedings commencing in 1997 showed us 
recognizing the Quito body. 

Apologies were extended to lll.'.Bro.'. Gabirro with the assurance there had been no change in 
recognition. Fortunately the error was discovered in time to make the appropriate correction in the 2002 
Amnual Proceedings. 

England and Wales:

M.'.P.'.Bro.'. Tydeman had been the Grand Representative of this Supreme Council near the Council of 
England and Wales.

A perusal of the 2003 Year Book reveals that the Supreme Council is continuing to extend the list of 
Foreign Masonic Powers with which it is in amity, this year adding the Supreme Council of Argentina 
and the Supreme Council of Brazil of which N.C. Soares is Sovereign Grand Commander, - not the 
Supreme Council recognized by this Supreme Council. 

Ireland: 

Your Committee is pleased to note the appointment of M. Ill .'.Bro.'. Michael W. Walker, 33°, Grand 
Secretary-General, as our Grand Representative near the Supreme Council for Ireland. 

Mediterranean Masonic Jurisdiction-Malta 

Your Committee reports without comment the recent unsolicited receipt of Circular letter No. 1 signed by 
Titta lo Jacono, who describes himself as Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of the 
Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite - Mediterranean Masonic Jurisdiction - Zenith of Malta, which he states 
was constituted in Malta in February, 2002. 

The letter claims the Council accepts Brothers coming from regular recognized Masonic orders operating 
in the Mediterranean area, including all the Maghrib and Maghresh countries, Greece, Spain, Cyprus, 
Lebanon, Israel and Malta. 

A seventy-page booklet in English accompanied the letter and Italian entitled General Rules. 

New Zealand: 

Your Committee congratulates M.'.P.'.Bro.'. John Edward Harwood, 33° installed as Sovereign Grand 
Commander in Wellington on June 26, 2003. 

Best wishes are extended to M.'.P.'. Bro.'. Gordon S. Griffiths, 33° who retires after giving exemplary 
leadership as the first Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of New Zealand since its 
inauguration on February 12, 1994. 

Norway: 

Congratulations are extended, belatedly, to M.'.W.'. Bro.'. Magne Frode Nygaard, who was installed as 
Sovereign Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Norway on April 21, 2001 following the death of 
Sovereign Grand Master Syver Hagen on February 27, 2001. Unfortunately news of these occurrences 
was not received by your Committee until December 2002. 

Panama: 

The Supreme Council of Panama hosted a most successful XV Reunion of Sovereign Grand Commanders 
of the Americas in Panama City, August 21-24, 2002. 

M.'.I.'.P.'.H.'. Carlos Reyes Geenzier, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander, who presided at the 
Conference, having reached the mandatory retirement age of 70 years, retired from office on December 
19, 2002. Your Committee wishes him well in his retirement. 
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Before retiring from office MIP11Reyes issued a plea that in conformity with the Grand 
Constitutions of 1786 the Supreme Council of Panama would be recognized as the sole Supreme Council 
throughout the entire national territory of Panama, including the former Canal Zone. 

Romania: 

Your Committee reported to the 1994 Annual Session of this Supreme Council a resume of a situation 
which had resulted in the existence of two Supreme Councils in Romania, - the one recognized in 1990 by 
the Supreme Council for France and considered by it to be a continuation of the Supreme Council 
established in Bucharest by the Supreme Council of France in 1923, and one established under the aegis 
of the Supreme Council, Southern Jurisdiction, USA at Washington in 1993 with lll.'.Bro.'. Constantin 
lancu, 33° as Sovereign Grand Commander. The question of recognition of these competing Supreme 
Councils became sufficiently acrimonious that the Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction 
suspended its recognition of the Supreme Councils of Belgium and France, which had continued to 
recognize the Supreme Council whose Sovereign Grand Commander is lll.'.Bro.". Andre Szakvary. 

Last year your Committee reported that the Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction had resumed 
recognition of the Supreme Council of Belgium and the Supreme Council for France when those Supreme 
Councils withdrew their recognition of the Szakvary Supreme Council. 

Recently your Committee was in receipt of a lengthy submission from the Szakvary Supreme Council 
setting forth the reasons why it should be considered the legitimate Supreme Council of Romania. 

In the circumstances, and with the continuing confusion created by the existence of three competing 
Grand Lodges, your Committee continues to recommend that recognition of Supreme Council of 
Romania be held in abeyance. 

However, your Committee takes note if the article appearing in the August 2003 edition of the Journal of 
the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry Southern Jurisdiction USA giving very full coverage of the celebrations 
held May 30-31 in Bucharest in recognition of the tenth anniversary of Supreme Council of Romania of 
which lll.’.Bro.'. Constantin lancu, 33° is Sovereign Grand Commander. 

The celebrations were held in an entire wing of the Palace of Parliament. Some 2,000 persons attended 
the occasion’s several events including the Sovereign Grand Commanders of both American Supreme 
Councils as well as Grand Masters and Sovereign Grand Commanders from Austria, Bulgaria, Germany, 
Italy, Portugal and Russia. 

Of special note was the conferral by Ion lliescu, President of Romania, upon Ill.'.C. Fred Kleinknecht, 
33° of that country’s highest award, the Star of Romania, in the rank of High Officer. 

Spain: 

Your Committee reports with sadness the death on July 12, 2003 of Sovereign Grand Commander, 
M.'.lll.'.Bro.'. Alberto Martinez - Lacaci Perez Cassio, 33°. Sincere condolences are extended to the 
Officers and Members of the Supreme Council for Spain. 
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Togo: 


Your Committee was surprised to receive in March 2003 a letter from the Supreme Council of Togo 
requesting recognition by this Supreme Council. 

In fact, this Supreme Council extended recognition at its Annual Session in September 2001. 

Apparently the fact of recognition was not communicated to Lome. This oversight has now been 
corrected, and it is expected that Grand Representatives will soon be exchanged. 

United States of America: 

Traditional Masonic goodwill and excellent fraternal relations continue to exist with both American 
Supreme Councils. 

Your Committee adds its tribute to the tributes expressed by so many brethren to 111.'. David Kruger, 33° 
former Sovereign Grand Inspector General in Virginia and Past Grand Secretary General of the Supreme 
Council of the Southern Jurisdiction who reached his Jurisdiction’s mandatory retirement age at the end 
of2002. 

The January 2003 edition of the Scottish Rite Journal of Freemasonry Southern Jurisdiction, USA printed 
the text of the tribute to 111 .'.Kruger by the Honourable Thomas M. Davis 111, Congressman from 
Virginia, as published in the Congressional Record of September 19, 2002. 

Congressman Davis made reference to 111 .'.Kruger’s Honorary Membership in the Supreme Council of 
Canada. He has been a good friend of this Supreme Council and in particular of The Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation of Canada, - which is not surprising in view of the pivotal role he has played in 
the development of some 161 clinics, centres and programs in the United States to assist children with 
language and learning disabilities.

We would 
also like to wish Ill.'.C. Fred Kleinknecht, 33° all the best as he retires from his duties as Sovereign Grand 
Commander of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry, Southern Jurisdiction USA, this 
year, who is also a Honorary Member of this Supreme Council. We would wish them both long years of 
life, love and happiness. 

He also has been a very special friend of this Supreme Council. He has attended, accompanied by his 
chaiming wife, Susanne, all of our Annual Sessions since assuming office, with the unavoidable 
exception of our September 2001 Session.

Appreciation is extended to him also for the unusual outstanding hospitality and warn fraternal friendship 
extended to Sovereign Grand Commander, Norman E. Byrne, 33°, and his wife, Nancy, Lieutenant Grand 
Commander, Orlan J. Weber, 33°, and his wife, Janet, Past Sovereign Grand Commander, John V. Lawer, 
33°, and Grand Secretary-General, Donald D. Thornton, 33°, on the occasion of their attendance at the 
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190 th Annual Meeting of the Supreme Council of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction in Boston, in August 

2002 .

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Introduction 

In compliance with Article 40 (a) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your committee is 
pleased to submit this annual report, which contains matters pertaining to the State of the Rite throughout 
this jurisdiction. 

The source materials contained in this report were gathered from the summons and newsletters received 
from the Grand Secretaries/Registrars from the Valleys in Canada and from the reports of the Deputies 
received at year-end. 

Our thanks are extended to all for their assistance. 

Across Canada 

For the first time an inter-Provincial meeting was held in B.C. The meeting was named in Honour of 
Ill.'.Bro.'. William J. McCoid, 33° in 2003. The idea was to bring all the Scottish Rite Brethren in B.C. 
together. They were able to get to know each other, exchange ideas and discuss mutual problems. They 
also have set a goal of raising the membership in Scottish Rite in B.C. from 15% to 20% of Freemasons 
in the province over the next five years. They are to be congratulated on this forward objective. In 
Saskatchewan all bodies of the Rite met and discussed mutual problems and membership recruitment. 

A number of Valleys have interchange visits not only in Canada but also with our American brethren. 
We congratulate them and hope for the continuing of this effort in cementing Masonic Friendships. 

We note with pleasure that Valleys assist other Valleys in assisting members to receive their degrees 
because they were not able to attend their own Valleys because of other commitments. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander promotes enthusiasm and renewed interest in the Scottish Rite. His 
devotion to this cause has enabled him to complete his visits to all the 49 Valleys in Canada during his 
term in office. He attended the founding of a new Rose Croix Chapter and delivered a dispensation for 
the creation of the first French language Chapter of Rose Croix in Montreal. The Sovereign Grand 
Commander has been most supportive in the meetings with representatives of all the Concordant Bodies. 
These meetings have taken place and are ongoing in British Columbia, Saskatchewan and Ontario. They 
harmonize the event of all bodies and give a greater understanding of the issues faced by all bodies, and 
support a united format to the many issues, such as membership and information presented re the Masonic 
family to the general public. 

We commend the Valleys who have taken the opportunity to advertise their Scottish Rite body on the web 
page. The promotion of special events, meeting dates, the names of the officers of the Valley etc., is a 
great advertisement on this award winning web page. The information contained in the articles, reports 
from the Supreme Council, is worth each and every person’s perusal. Read them; Supreme Council 
would like your comments regarding this program of information and outreach. Register your e-mail 
address. We congratulate the web master Ill.'.Bro.". James Kirk-White, 32°. 
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A number of Valleys hold special events for the information of craft Masons, and the general public to 
attract interested Masons to join their fraternity. This has proved successful in the promotion of Scottish 
Rite. Some have presented portions of degrees and/or Masonic plays approved by Supreme Council to 
the brethren in attendance. The Scottish Rite members throughout Nova Scotia hold golf tournaments 
with the profits going to the Alzheimer Society and the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. Many 
Valleys hold golf tournaments with the profits going to the Foundation. In Winnipeg a successful 
fundraiser was held in a concert “Barbershop on Broadway”. In Sydney, Nova Scotia, the Scottish Rite 
Masons presented the live dramatization of “Leonardo daVinci’s Last Supper” assisted by the Cape 
Breton Masonic Choir. Four hundred people attended and were impressed by the excellent performance. 

We note with pleasure an increase in the number of functions held with the ladies taking part in the social 
events after business of the lodge has been completed. Other Valleys have theatre nights, bar-b-ques, 
picnics, etc. This adds to the Masonic fellowship for all concerned and benefits Scottish Rite. 

The Valley of Winnipeg is to be congratulated for the monthly publication “The Rite News”. It contains 
the summons for meetings and news of the activities in the Valley and of the Charitable Foundation. This 
publication is available via email and approximately 10% of the brethren receive the publication by this 
media. Communication with members is very important. We should have such a publication so all our 
members across Canada could enjoy the news of their brethren’s activities in all parts of Canada. 

Some Lodges of Perfection hold open installations; to name a few; Woodstock, North Bay, Hamilton, 
Winnipeg and Saskatoon. The Valley of Toronto hosted a Master Masons night and presented an 
explanation of Scottish Rite Masonry to the Masons present which was very successful. 

The committee notes that Scottish Rite Clubs are being used more and more in some Valleys in Canada. 
They add to the fellowship, and allow members who do not reside close to their Valley to have contact 
with their brethren. The very important Easter Ceremonies are noted in the Deputies’ reports and seem to 
be expanding to outlying areas with some Valleys having open ceremonies on Sunday mornings 

The Valleys of Hamilton and Winnipeg have chosen to change the length of the reunion, or by scheduling 
degrees all year. We are sure that these Valleys will be reviewing the success of these changes. 

International Visits 

The promotion of visits to and from Valleys outside our jurisdiction is to be encouraged. Your committee 
recognizes that this is not always possible because of location of our Valleys, but where possible we 
encourage and support these changes. 

Inter-Valley Visits 

The members of Toronto Valley portrayed the 21 st . degree in Moore Consistory. The members of 
Windsor Valley travelled to Chatham to conduct the ceremony of the installation of officers and Chatham 
returned the favour by conducting the ceremony in Windsor. Members of the Valley of Sydney and 
Halifax went to Summerside, Prince Edward Island and members of Brandon Valley visited Winnipeg 
Valley. 

Events of Note 

The Province of Saskatchewan held a provincial meeting with a good turnout from all Valleys. Many 
important items of mutual concern were discussed and good ideas were exchanged between the 
representatives present at this meeting. 
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A number of Valleys are naming their reunions after long serving members and we congratulate these 
Valleys on this and the brethren receiving this honour while they are able to enjoy it. 

Some Valleys are making presentations for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation at their meetings to 
the recipients of bursaries, and are thus promoting the Foundation and the great work it is engaged in, and 
in the education of our members. Some Valleys are fortunate enough to have the recipient speak to the 
members of the work they are engaged in and in which field of study. 

Cooperation between Valleys in providing assistance to each other in all circumstances as required, is 
important to all Valleys. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander has and will write a personal letter to each new member of the Shrine 
if he is able to get their address and invite them to become members of the Scottish Rite. Fie also notifies 
the Valley that a person lives closest to and encloses an application for membership from that Valley 

We must always remember to promote Scottish Rite, support our craft lodges and to participate in our 
total Masonic fraternity.

iv. No notice shall be sent via the internet unless it is protected by the procedures which are laid 
down in REG. 9 of these Statutes and Regulations. 

v. A newspaper notice will not suffice, and the use of postal cards or unsealed letters in this 
connection is prohibited. 

vi. The Grand Secretary/Registrar shall keep a register of all members to whom the notice is sent by 
e-mail. 

vii. Where notices are sent by e-mail, the content must be exactly the same as a manual notice and 
conform in all respects with the requirements of these Statutes and Regulations. 

(b) The Grand Secretary/Registrar shall send copies of every notice to the Sovereign Grand 
Commander, the Lieutenant Grand Commander, the Deputy for the Province or Territory, the Grand 
Secretary-General, and all members of the Committee on the General State of the Rite, and all members 
of the Special Committee on Valley Publications. 


ART. 75 (d) i. There shall be added to the Official application form for all three degrees, ([1] Lodges of 
Perfection, [2] Chapters of Rose Croix, [3] Consistories), and to the Official application form for 
affiliation a statement of consent and a release signed by the applicant separately and distinctly from the 
main body of the application form as follows: 

“In consideration of your receiving this application for membership, I consent to investigations 
being made from any source relating to my qualifications for membership in the 
Lodge/Chapter/Consistory to which this application is directed. 

I also release the Lodge/Chapter/Consistory, and each of its respective members , and the Supreme 
Council 33° of the A&ASR of Freemasonry of Canada and each of its members from all claims which I 
may have arising from the investigations of my qualifications or my rejection if such should occur. 

I acknowledge and agree that all information relating to my application, investigation, acceptance 
or rejection shall remain confidential between me and the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry. 

I further agree and consent to the transmission of my name, address, age, 
occupation, and any other personal information set out on this form, by e-mail or any other electronic 
means. 

I further acknowledge and agree that this application and notice of rejection 
thereof, if such should occur, may be retained by the Supreme Council 33° of the A&AS of Freemasonry 
of Canada in a central database.” 

ART. 75 (f) No application for degrees or for affiliation shall be balloted upon by the body until the 
particulars in regard to the applicant prescribed by subsections (a), (b) and (c) hereof have been mailed erf 
delivered or e-mailed five clear days in advance to each member, in or with the summons notice for the 
meeting at which the report is to be considered.

In order to protect private information contained in 
the Notice, the Notice is compressed into a ZIP file and a password is attached so that only those to 
whom it is addressed may open it. The password is to be assigned by the Grand Secretary/Registrar and 
will be given to you by mail or telephone. 


This password may be changed as often as felt necessary by the responsible party. 


Most lodge/chapter/consistory notices are set up so that the outside or back of the notice contains the 
listing of Officers, Committees, Supreme Council information, phone numbers, addresses, etc. which is 
changed each year after installation. The inside usually contains the actual notice of the meeting, the 
T.P.G.M./M.W.S./C-I-C’s Message, notes from the Grand Secretary/Registrar and other information 
which is changed from month to month. In order to provide maximum security for the members whose 
names, phone numbers and addresses may appear on the notice, it is strongly suggested that that portion 
of the notice which contains this information be sent by regular surface mail, once a year when changed, 
to each member who will receive their notices by e-mail. They will then receive, by internet transmission 
for the remainder of the year, only that portion which does not contain any personal phone numbers or 
addresses.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON RITUALS & RITUALISTIC MATTER 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

This is the first annual report by the undersigned, and it begins by expressing thanks, firstly to our 
Sovereign Grand Commander for his trust when he appointed me to the Chair of your Committee; 
secondly to 111 .'.Bro.'. Thomas V. Hannan, 33°, former Chairman for having accepted kindly to stay on 
board as Vice-Chairman, for having been an invaluable source of guidance for this newcomer and who 
has discharged his duties most effectively and efficiently; and lastly, to 111 .'.Bro.'. Charles Sankey, 33° 
made a member of this Supreme Council on the year 1 was born, who was my mentor in this Supreme 
Council and this Committee and is still, at the respectable age of 97, an unfathomable source of 
information and a constant inspiration. 

Due to some communications mishap, it was only late last year that 1, and the now Vice-Chairman were 
apprised that, de facto, we had swapped chairs. This was eventually sorted out gracefully and the work 
proceeded without interruption. 
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Now my report as such: 

I) On Various Requests Received 

During this last year, your Chairman and Vice-Chairman answered various queries from Valleys and 
various brethren in their personal capacity. 

Among others, it has been agreed in principle that the Valley of Calgary perform again its joint 
Installation this coming November. In principal for the time being, pending a thorough review of the 
modified version submitted to this Committee in mid-July. This ceremony might well become an 
inventive way to cut down on so called “administrative” ritual work and allow Valleys who wish so to 
focus on “real” degree work. 

II) On-Going Revision of Rituals 

In view of the depletion of the current stock of the English version of the rituals which are due for 
reprinting, and to review the rituals and identify antiquated or obsolete portions thereof in keeping with 
the various revisions of the recent years, The Sovereign Grand Commander asked the following brethren 
to assume the responsibility: Ill .'.Bros.'. John Carrick, 33°, James Curtis, 33°, Bruce R. Grant, 33° and 
Robert G. Wands, 33°. Ill.'.Bro.'. C. Edwin Drew, 33° had volunteered to do some reviewing also. To 
date, reviews of the 21°, 23°, 24° and 25° degrees have been received. Reviews still to be reported pertain 
to the following degrees: 4°, 9°, 13°, 15°, 16°, 17°, 22°, 31°, and 32°. 

III) New Rituals 

The granting of a dispensation to the Chapitre de Rose Croix du Mont Real last March prompted the 
translation into French of the Easter Ceremonies by the undersigned. As is now almost customary, this 
text was thoroughly revised by Ill.'.Bro.'. Philippe A. Decelles, 33°, and reviewed by Ill.'. Bro.'. Tom V. 
Hannan, 33°. It is appended hereto, and it is hereby recommended for approval. This translation having 
highlighted some minor but desirable changes to the English version thereof, a modified English version 
is in the works and should be available very soon. For your information, the two M.W.S. of the Valley of 
Montreal have agreed to conduct joint and bilingual Easter Ceremonies for the coming year. 

Some time ago, I had prepared for La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys a vade mecum in French. This 
small manual consists of a detailed enumeration of all costumes, regalia, implements and furnishings 
required for each of the eleven degrees of perfection. As it proved to be a useful checklist, Ill.'.Bro.'. 
Robert Bourdius, 33°, was charged with rendering same in her Majesty’s English, and he did a fine job at 
that. Accordingly, both the French and the English versions of this manual are appended hereto, and they 
are hereby recommended for approval. They are also recommended for eventual distribution to every 
Lodge of Perfection. 

Lastly I have translated into French, the Manual for Communication of Degrees in Lodge of Perfection, as 
there was an immediate need for same. A copy thereof is also appended hereto, and it is hereby 
recommended for approval. 

IV) On Long Term Plan for the Preservation and Safekeeping of Rituals 

This Committee has identified the need for preserving all rituals in both languages on electronic support. 
Technology now permits such an undertaking. 
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The rituals in French are already safeguarded as such. And, earlier this year, the Grand Secretary-General 
has agreed to work with the undersigned to trace all ritualistic texts available in English, so that we make 
sure they are all recorded on electronic support, to be eventually stored in at least two distinct physical 
locations. This exercise will also allow us to keep copies identifying changes made as versions evolve 
into new ones. 

This Supreme Council will be apprised of our future work in this regard, and with the help of the Grand 
Secretary-General, the undersigned will investigate as to the cost and human resources that may be 
needed to complete same. 

V) Appreciation 

On behalf of the committee, a sincere thank you to all the members if the Office of the Grand Secretary- 
General for their patience and assistance during the past year; and to the members of the Committee and 
all others who were active in assisting the Vice-Chairman and Chairman, a grateful word of thanks for 
their support.

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SPECIAL COMMITTEES 
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ALMONER’S FUND 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Following The 2002 Sessions held in Saint John, NB, the Sovereign Grand Commander appointed the 
LGC to review the Almoner’s Fund with respect to the regulations and guidelines laid out for it. 

A survey was sent out to a number of Almoners from across Canada and other interested brethren to get 
statistically reliable results. The survey was made of twenty-two statements to each of which the 
respondents could respond with strongly agree, agree, no opinion, disagree, or strongly disagree. There 
were only a few points where there was strong uniform agreement. They included: 

The Almoner should dispense funds to mason and non-mason alike. 

The Almoner’s fund belongs to the Valley and a report should be made to the Valley to advise the 
membership of how the money is being dispensed without being too specific as to whom and how 
much was spent. 

The charge to the Almoner should be very similar in all three bodies. 

The Almoner should only dispense money for cases of real need. 

The Statutes and Regulations are silent on duties of all the officers except the Grand Secretary/Registrar. 
The “Manual for Officers” does have the following guidelines for the Grand Almoner, Almoner. 

The Grand Almoner or Almoner, with the assistance of a Grand Almoner’s Committee, where such a 
committee is appointed, has exclusive authority to administer funds from the Box of Fraternal Assistance 
on behalf of the Body to persons in need and is responsible for: 

1. insuring, in cooperation with the Presiding Office, that the Box of Fraternal Assistance is 
presented at every meeting of the Body; 

2. seeking out persons deserving of benevolence of the Body and administering such assistance 
sensitively and with understanding and anonymity; 

3. acting as custodian in trust of funds received by the Box of Fraternal Assistance. 

Based on the results of the survey, the following is recommended. 

The guidelines in “A Manual for Officers of Constituent Bodies Under the Jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada” be amended by adding 
the following: 

Consideration should be given to what the members of the Valley would like to see when dispensing 
funds; 

A report should be given, at least once a year, to the Valley to advise the membership of how the money 
is being dispensed, without being too specific as to names and amounts, except in the case of donations 
made to charitable institutions. In such cases the name of the Charity and the amount given should be 
stated. 

The funds belong to the Valley and bank accounts should be set up accordingly. 
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The by-laws of the Body may set out rules governing the power of the committee, where a committee is 
established. 


And changing 2. to read as follows: 

2. seeking out persons deserving of benevolence of the Body and administering such assistance 
sensitively, with understanding, and anonymously if so directed by the Almoner or the 
committee. 

In addition, the Almoner’s Charge in the Lodge of Perfection, Rose Croix and Consistory Installation 
Ceremonies should be similar. 

The Audit and Finance Committee of the Supreme Council should consider including a question in their 
AF Forms to ascertain if the funds are held in the name of the Body.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON DEMOLAY 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Since the formation of DeMolay Canada a year ago, as a new non profit entity, they are setting up an 
infrastructure where a Freemason has been or will be appointed as Executive Officer of DeMolay of each 
region along with a Provincial Master Councilor (DeMolay member). These Provincial Master 
Councillors will travel throughout their jurisdictions as well as in the adjoining states to the south. This, 
we hope, will strengthen the ties between DeMolay Canada and DeMolay International. 

DeMolay Canada is recognized as a charitable organization with a tax number and therefore will be able 
to give a tax receipt for any contribution. They have established a fellowship award for anyone donating 
$1,000.00 and 50% will remain in a foundation. 

In 2001 our Committee has asked each jurisdiction is Scottish Rite to establish a DeMolay committee of 
Scottish Rite members, preferably ex-DeMolay members, to look into the needs of what we can do to 
help DeMolay. We also requested that a DeMolay representative be appointed in each Lodge of 
Perfection to help start any new chapters or assist any established chapters and to report to the Lodge of 
Perfection. Only some of our Valleys are doing this. 

If Freemasonry is going to survive the next century we must help to attract the young men of tomorrow.

The Committee also asks each Deputy, as soon as possible and no later than October 15, 2003, to inform 
the Grand Secretary-General of the results of his contacts with the potential Candidates in his jurisdiction 
in accordance with Regulation 8.5.6.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
LEADERSHIP & OFFICER TRAINING 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The mission of this Committee established in 1999 is to “develop and administer training programs to 
ensure quality leadership in officers to strengthen Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Canada”. 

The Leadership & Officer Training Committee has benefited from the three new members during the past 
year who have taken on some important tasks commensurate with the strengths they bring with them. 
These activities will, we hope, ensure that leadership activities and officer training material will be more 
widely employed. From a meeting held in Vancouver in February, a number of action items were 
initiated. 
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One very important task is to raise the profile and importance of the Leadership and Officer Training 
initiative throughout Scottish Rite in Canada. Our Vice-Chairman, lll.'.Bro.'. Glenn M. Martin, 33°, will 
present a motion to give effect to this at the next Supreme Council Session in Windsor. 

To make the information contained in the Leadership and Officer Training manuals more widely and 
locally accessible, we are converting them to a CD Rom format. We are targeting these to be available 
and distributed by the end of September to every Valley in Canada so that material may be conveniently 
and easily reproduced locally as needed. lll.'.Bro.". Phillip Durell, 33° is undertaking this task that 
requires the review, editing and reorganization of the material for the improved format. 

Ill.". Bro.'. Larry Atkinson, 33° has undertaken to look at the Supreme Council website and determine how 
a new web-page could highlight this Committee’s work and provide links or contact information for 
anyone needing assistance. This should be completed by the end of September as well. 

One challenge is to find some practical ways to integrate other important initiatives (such as membership 
retention, renewal and attraction) with leadership growth and officer training. We believe that, to ensure 
continuous and coordinated progress of these important initiatives throughout all Provincial jurisdictions, 
some form of reporting on them is necessary. Possibly, in the future, every Deputy’s report to Supreme 
Council could include such progress. 

1 am extremely grateful for the work of the members of the Committee for their input and for their 
individual contributions.

Ill .'.Bro .'.Wands, 33° within two months of your Supreme Council sessions provided this Committee 
with completed labels for all the books that have languished in the basement of Grand Lodge for so long. 
We owe 111.'. Bro.'. Wands, 33° a great debt of gratitude for his tireless energy on our behalf. 
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Your Committee has now placed 35 shelves of books in the library on the second level of the Grand 
Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario building in Hamilton, Ontario. Of these books, 28 shelves 
have been completely labeled.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON MEMBERS HIP AWARENESS & COMMUNITY RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Membership in the Scottish Rite in Canada as in most related Masonic bodies has declined over the past 
year. If our membership makes use of all the tools at their disposal (printed material) this will help attract 
new members. We must remember that we should not leave the request for membership in the hands of a 
few. We must ask our friends and members of our fraternity to join. 

Open houses and information nights are some tools to use in attracting new members, but we must take 
the personal approach with every eligible new member. All information in advertising the event must be 
given to all parties and followed up with personal invitations from one of our members. 
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As an example our Sovereign Grand Commander has written a personal letter of invitation to all new 
members of one Shrine Temple in Ontario and enclosed an application form from the Valley close to his 
residence. Maybe we should use this approach across Canada where possible. 

A large amount of material has been prepared as handouts in the past numbers of years. Many Valleys 
have had a display at fall fairs, ploughing matches, and in general where a large number of people attend 
a special function. These have proved successful and hope these displays will continue to be used in this 
manner. 

Participation in community events at annual reunions of concurrent bodies are important in making the 
community in which we usually live aware of the Scottish Rite. The matter of having a letter of invitation 
in the Shrine magazines and explaining why a person should extend their Masonic education is important. 
We must explain the lessons and teaching of Scottish Rite. It also shows that we are members of the 
Masonic family. Scottish Rite is given an important invitation to the annual meetings of our Grand 
Lodges and at annual meetings of all Masonic fraternities. We must take this opportunity, when given 
permission to display our Brochures etc. 

The Valley of Toronto has made great strides in promoting and advancing Scottish Rite in their Valley. 1 
am sure you need only ask to receive an outline of this successful endeavour. In a number of provinces 
meetings are held each year with all Valleys and ideas are exchanged to assist each Valley. 

The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation awards grants and bursaries to individuals for the further study 
and research in their respective fields of study. The presentation of these is usually performed by the 
members of the local Scottish Rite Valley. We must make sure that not only our members are aware of 
these grants but arrange for the local media to be present. This makes us more visible in our communities 
and shows the work of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation of Canada.

We would like to remind each 
Valley that a particular application may not be chosen when first submitted. In future all applications will 
remain on file for further consideration. 

Your committee suggests that the applications in future be forwarded to the Valley Secretary, and that 
they in turn can ask the presiding officers to form a committee of recommendation. 

We would suggest also that it is inappropriate to have a motion duly moved and passed recommending a 
particular applicant.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON STRATEGIC PLANNING 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

This committee has never had the opportunity to meet as a whole during the year and as a result this 
report largely reflects the opinion of the chairman. Much of the planning that is necessary to carry us into 
the next triennium has been discussed at the Advisory Council meetings and has been incorporated into 
this report. 

One of the main concerns of the Supreme Council and the Grand Treasurer in particular is the financial 
stability of Supreme Council. The financial stability of Supreme Council is dependent upon financial 
stability of the Valleys. There are some Valleys whose initiation fees are based on a life membership fee. 
There is quite a variation amongst the Valleys and the interest rates that can be relied upon now are much 
less than they were several years ago. Have commuted dues been adjusted to reflect this? The number of 
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new members is also a lot less than it was just a few years ago. Supreme Council may not want to set too 
many guidelines, but when there is a strong possibility that the per capita rates are going to have to be 
increased in the near future, the Valleys should be able to respond without a sudden panic that they are 
unable to afford $.50 to $1.00 or more increase per annum. 

One of the other recommendations made, following the impromptu program held in London in 2001, on 
the three questions: What is right? What is not working? and How do we fix it?, was the desire to have 
a news letter from Supreme Council for all Scottish Rite members across Canada. It now appears that an 
editor has been appointed. The Deputies and active members are encouraged to contribute news worthy 
items for inclusion in the newsletter. It can only provide news to all the members if the Valleys provide 
them with interesting events happening across the country. 

Another of the recommendations was the education of members. We offer very little in the way of 
educational materials to our members. The Southern Jurisdiction has a couple of books which they have 
published which could form the pattern for similar works in Canada, even in a much less fancy form, or 
possibly, using what is relevant from their books and rewriting the material for the degrees which are 
different. This of course depends on obtaining their permission to do so. 

Following our Advisory Council meeting in November, Ul.'.Bro.'. Glenn Martin, P.S.G.C., volunteered 
to pursue creating a book similar to "Vested in Glory", which has been published by the Southern 
Jurisdiction. This would be tailored to the degrees conferred in Canada. This is a long term project and 
could be shortened if there were several more volunteers to share the load with Ill. Bro. Martin. 
Volunteers who have such an interest could be solicited from across Canada from our entire membership. 

We now have a booklet with the lectures from the 4 th to the 14 th and an explanation of the Rose Croix 
degrees, which are available to both new members and existing members. A similar booklet, which would 
explain or provide the lectures of the Consistory degrees, is desirable. 

Last year the Sovereign Grand Commander set up the following eleven tasks. Reports from all the 
committees were presented at the Advisory Council Meeting in April 2003. 

• To develop a Recruitment Program for Master Masons. 

Ul.'.Bro.". Victor Lepp, 33° chaired this committee and presented his report. The report was accepted with 
recommendations that it should be rolled out and implemented following Supreme Council Sessions in 
Windsor. The committee should continue to function and monitor its progress. 

• To develop a Program to Retain Members and to Revitalize Members. 

This task is still a work in progress. It was recommended that official ceremonies, where there are none 
presently, be developed by the Committee on Rituals and Ritualistic Matter for presentation at an 
upcoming Supreme Council Session. 

• To Create a Proposed Structure to Effectively Manage Supreme Council Affairs in Canada. 

This was chaired by Ill .’.Bro .'.Tom Lewis, 33°. Their recommendations were accepted in principle. The 
committee is to come up with an implementation document including proposed amendments to the 
Statutes and Regulations. 

• To put in place a Mechanism to Assist a Valley with Financial Affairs and to have a Sound 
Financial position. 
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The report was accepted and it was suggested that a new form be prepared by the Audit and Finance 
Committee to be sent out to every Valley in the future. 

• To have a Task Force to Increase Supreme Council revenue by $100,000.00 per year. 

Chaired by lll.'.Bro.'. Harris Jones, 33°. He had some good ideas, some of which have been covered in 
other task force reports. Bob Brooks is checking into website sponsorships. Harris Jones is to chair a 
committee to develop a business proposal for consideration by Supreme Council. 

• To evaluate the Supreme Council Costs - the Value for the Money Being Spent. 

This committee was chaired by lll.'.Bro.'. Standish, 33°. Subsequent to his report the Grand Secretary- 
General was appointed to analyze and recommend how we might reduce the Annual Proceedings and to 
investigate whether it is possible and practical to produce the Statutes and Regulations in a CD format. 
The results of this study should be completed by the date of the next Advisory Council Meeting in 
November. 

• To Establish a Mechanism Which Will Allow Us to Communicate directly with Members in a 
Timely Fashion. (Both hard copy and electronically). 

A proposal has been received from Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, to upgrade the database 
program for use by valleys, complete with a user manual and 24 hour email support for one year at a cost 
of $7,200 to $8,200.for one year. The Valleys are to be encouraged to use this program which should 
benefit both Supreme Council and the Valley. 

• To determine if Valley Notices can be distributed electronically. 

Progress has been made and the proposed amendments are to be presented to the Committee of 
Jurisprudence and Legislation in time for this year’s Supreme Council Sessions. It is hoped that there will 
be some introduction of this method of communicating with members this next year. 

• To obtain Valley email lists and to promote Electronic Communication. 

This program is to be presented at Supreme Council Sessions and implemented this next year. 

• To determine the present status of the Leadership Training Program. 

• To ensure that the Leadership Training Program is taking place in every Valley. 

This is a most important task, which should be attended to in every Valley. There is a leadership program 
available and it should be presented to the Valleys and promoted therein. Some Valleys and Provinces are 
making use of the program and are seeing very positive results. All Valleys should be encouraged to make 
use of this very worthwhile program. 

A lot of work has been done by the various committees and the officers of the Valleys must be made 
aware of these programs and be encouraged to incoiporate them into their Valley activities. 

It was also recommended at the Advisory Council meeting that the Deputies hold one or two meetings 
with the officers of the Bodies in their jurisdictions, plus separate meetings with the Honorary Inspectors- 
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General, Active and Past Active members to keep them better informed of what is going on in Supreme 
Council and to revitalize Scottish Rite in Canada. 


Good progress has been made by the chairmen of the various tasks and their jobs are considered to be a 
work in progress. Their recommendations have to be made known to all the membership and acted upon 
at the local Valley level.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON VALLEY PUBLICATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

This competition continues to encourage all Valleys to use their notice to provide news and information to 
their members, particularly to those unable to attend all meetings. The improvement in the notices for the 
past year has been encouraging. The notices continue to be the primary means of communicating with all 
the brethren. 

The Committee evaluated notices from 46 Valleys; only those Valleys that sent notices to two or more of 
the members of the committee were included in the judging. The judges considered the appearance, 
layout, and information included in each notice. Valleys included information on; Executives, Dates of 
meetings, Sick and Visiting, New Members, Degree Participants, News from: the Valley, The Supreme 
Council, The Charitable Foundation, Other Valleys, Special Events, and several mentioned International 
Events. There are a few Valleys that still do not use the proper ‘Yod’ and one is using the American 
version of the double-headed eagle. The proper drawings are in the Statutes and Regulations. 

Sadly the one item that is still not included in many of the notices was a list of the members who were in 
ill health. These Brethren need the support of the members of their Valley during their recovery. If 
members are not aware of their situation they cannot respond to their needs. 

The Valley Notices were evaluated in four categories according to the number of members in the Valley. 
Due to the change in membership numbers we have adjusted the categories to maintain approximately 12

REPORT OF 

THE SCOTTISH RITE CHARITABLE FOUNDATION OF CANADA 

To The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The 2002 - 03 fiscal year was one of change, challenge and growth for the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation. 

Foremost among the ‘growth’ was the steady establishment of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 
Learning Centre for Children in London, Ontario. The centre, the first of its kind in Canada, will help 
dyslexic children overcome their difficulties with reading, writing and associated Behavioural problems. 
The Learning Centre, which will operate in the London Masonic Temple, will hold its formal opening 
ceremony on September 14, 2003. The tutoring is free for the children. 

Also on the ‘growth’ side of the ledger, 1 am pleased to see that Individual Giving has almost doubled this 
year over the previous year. Last year, individual Masons gave $79,580 to the Foundation. This year, the 
figure is $153,243. This is a remarkable turnaround. 1 would like to tha nk all those who donated to the 
Foundation and to those who worked very hard to increase the total. 

In the area of ‘challenge’ 1 have to refer you to the reports of the Chair of the Awards Committee and the 
Treasurer. Essentially, with the decline in interest rates, our capital fund is generating less income. As a 
result, we had to reduce our funding of research in order to preserve our capital and to make provisions 
for the London Learning Centre and the possible expansion of Learning Centres across the country. 

Despite the decrease in funding levels, the grants and awards process, now in its second year of being 
handled by volunteers and the Hamilton Office, is running quite smoothly. Many people are involved in 
the grants and awards process, but I especially want to thank Dr. Gareth Taylor, Dr. Paul Fraser and 
George Robbins of the Hamilton office for the masterful manner in which they handled 82 applications 
for funding. I also want to thank those involved in updating the on-line application process and Pierre 
Phaneuf for translating our documents into French. Their dedication to these worthy and time-consuming 
tasks is an inspiration. 

In the ‘change’ category, I want to acknowledge Dick Barr, Chair of the Foundation’s Valley 
Representatives, Harold Crosby, Chair of the Communications and our communications consultants, The 
Lomberg Network of Toronto. At last year’s annual meeting, Harold promised that Valley reps would 
receive material to helop them do their jobs more effectively. The process began with posters, brochures 
and a new modem look to our publications. The changes continued this year with Valley reps being 
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provided reports that showed such useful information as the percentage of member who give to the 
Foundation and the dollar value of the average donation. Not only does this help Valley reps monitor 
their own success but it might also introduce a note of friendly competition among Valleys. 

As Harold explained last year, the total value of individual giving is based on two factors: the dollar 
value of the individual gift and the percentage of members who contribute (also called the participation 
rate). Before the Valley Reports were compiled we suspected that the average gift was generous but that 
the participation rate is rather low in many Valleys. 

The numbers we assembled for Valley reps this year confirmed our suspicions. In 2002/03, the average 
national participation rate for our 48 Valleys is 5.3%. The average by those who give is $85.99. The 
participation rate ranges form a low of 0.69% to a wonderful high of 19.3%. What we’re hoping is that, 
armed with these facts, Valley reps will be encouraged to increase the participation rate. 

By way of illustrating ‘best practices’ here are the top 12 participation rates by Valley in 2002/03:

Names of the brethren whom we have lost through death during the year are inscribed in the obituary 
records of our Annual Proceedings. To their families, we extend our deepest sympathy. 

I extend my sincere thanks and gratitude to all members of both Valleys who accorded me their support 
and wise counsel during the year. Time and space precludes me from listing the names of all those to 
whom I should be giving special recognition. 

This past year witnessed few changes in Manitoba. The most significant change in Manitoba was the 
election of Ill.'.Bro .'.Rozin Iwanicki, 33° as Active Member replacing Ill.'.Bro.'. Norman G. Clarke, 33° 
who resigned due to ill health. We wish Ill.'.Bro.'. Clarke improved health and extend a sincere thank 
you for his contribution during his years as Active Member. 

BRANDON 

Very little has changed in this Valley over the past number of years. The several craft lodges in Brandon 
continue to suffer growth problems, which of course, reflects negatively on the availability of candidates 
for Scottish Rite. Although this year, the Valley did have two new members receive their 32° and I am 
pleased to report that both are taking very active parts in degree work and other valley interests. 

Attendance is always a problem particularly in the winter months when the snowbirds head to warmer 
climates however; those able to attend degrees and regular meetings do so with a high degree of interest, 
enthusiasm and commitment to the Valley and the Rite in particular. 

Membership is still a key priority and I am assured that this most important matter will continue to 
receive close attention. 

Several visits were paid to the Valley of Brandon this year and all were well received. I was accompanied 
by the Active Member, Ill.'.Bro.'. Rozin Iwanicki, 33° and Ill.'.Bro.'. Jerrold Gunn, 33° on one occasion 
when we had the pleasure to participate in the portrayal the 32°. On a separate occasion, the Active 
Member, Ill.'.Bro.'. Rozin Iwanicki, 33° accompanied by three other brethren from the Valley of 
Winnipeg visited the Valley of Brandon and were treated to a most enjoyable evening. 
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I commend the officers and members of this Valley for continuing to support Scottish Rite with positive, 
enthusiastic and committed dedication. And, 1 tha nk them for the many courtesies they extend when we 
attend Brandon on official and less formal visitations. 

WINNIPEG 

This past year could be described as the second half of the previous year. The Valley completed its two- 
year experiment in portraying and communicating degrees over a two-year period. While the operation 
was a success, the patient died. We found the experiment fraught with complaints, problems and a 
declining membership, both in the participation of degrees and in the general participation of those who 
have not demitted. 

The vocal complaints included the time it would take an officer to complete the line up and the reluctance 
of some potential officers to commit to a maximum of 16 years to sit in the East; the fact that each of the 
bodies would not have anything to contribute for one of the two year cycle; the loss of certain officers 
who resigned rather than stay in the same chair for two years. 

Of greater concern, however, were the complaints that potential members did not want to wait two years 
to be initiated and a further 2 years before they received the 32°. The last class, the first of the two-year 
classes, started with 11 members. Only six received the 32° this March. Therefore, it can be stated with 
certainty, that the Valley of Winnipeg only gained three new members a year for the last two years, (the 
lowest in the proud 123 year history of the Rite in Winnipeg) while the demits and deaths were a 
staggering number. This cannot continue, or in a few short years, the Valley would disappear. 

The Valley Council voted to return to the one year format with a difference; the degrees are being 
scheduled to include one or two field days where two degrees; for example, the communication of the 19° 
to 29° will be presented on a Saturday morning with the 30° degree portrayed in the afternoon. 

This schedule is contingent as well on a reduction in the mandatory degree portrayals from 10 to 6; this 
being the subject matter of a submission to Supreme Council concerning a proposed amendment to 
Article 88(a) of the Statutes and Regulations 

The Easter Service preparations were again delegated to a committee that planned each detail of the 
services that resulted in a most solemn, memorable and enjoyable Maundy Thursday and Relighting of 
the Lights Sunday morning. 

A special Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation evening was held in conjunction with the Past Commander- 
in-Chief Night with ladies and guests invited to the presentation after our meeting. A presentation to one 
of our bursary recipients was made and the evening was a success. 

The Valley conducted a very enjoyable fundraiser in November with a presentation of Barbershop on 
Broadway, an evening of choral and barbershop entertainment that was a near sell out. The financial and 
social success of the evening has led to another evening being arranged with a local group, Sisters of The 
Holy Rock, which is in great demand in Manitoba. We anticipate a complete sell out this time. 

The Annual Fall Supper in aid of The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation was a financial success and 
enabled the Valley to continue its annual gift to the Foundation. 

The Election and Installation of Officers was an open meeting with the ladies present to witness the joint 
installation of officers, the awarding of the 50 year jewel to lll.'.Bro.'. Charles R. Bouskill, 32°, PCinC 
and the awarding of the Walter C. McDonald Meritorious Medal to lll.'.Bro.'. Vem Duke, 33°, the 
retiring Council Chairman. The meeting was followed by an enjoyable refreshment hour. 
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The new Council Chairman is lll.'.Bro.'. James T. Wood, 32°, PCinC and the first meeting of the new 
Council is scheduled for early August. 

Activities are still going on even though the formal year is over. A visiting committee of 111 .'.Bros.'. Cal 
Johnston, 33°, Roz Iwanicki, 33° and Don Murray, 33°, presented 50 year jewels to 111 .'.Bros.'. Ron Gay, 
32°, Fred Christie, 32°, and George Custance, 32°. The Commander-in-Chief, lll.'.Bro.'. Ralph Howard, 
32° was present at the presentation to 111.'. Bro.'. Ron Gay, 32° as both are members of Ionic Lodge No. 25 
GRM. 

The Rite-lrees, an informal luncheon meeting once a month of members and friends of Scottish Rite, have 
completed over 280 consecutive monthly meetings. Many of the entertaining and informative speakers are 
arranged months in advance and come from all interest groups. This record is one probably not matched 
by any other fraternal organization in Canada. 

The Valley finally has its membership records in order and our roster up to date and, accurate. 
Congratulations are due to our Executive Secretary lll.'.Bro.'. Brian Langtry, 32°, our Active Member 
111.'. Bro.'. Roz Iwanicki, 33° and 111.'. Bro.'. Fred Dickson 33°, our resident computer guru. 

Frugal spending and the watchful eye of our Executive Secretary resulted in the Valley operating in the 
black this year thereby enabling the Valley to maintain its current dues structure with no increase. 

We in the Valley of Winnipeg are very proud indeed that Ill. Bro. Jerry Gunn, 33° has been chosen by 
Supreme Council as the national editor of the “Supreme Councillor” newsletter. Ill. Bro. Gunn is a 
talented and creative individual and through his extensive and unlimited media skills, the whole of 
Scottish Rite in Canada will be treated to a publication that will be interesting and informative in all 
respects. His aesthetic qualities are already recognized and appreciated by not only all members of the 
Valley of Winnipeg but also many Scottish members across Canada who receive this Valley’s publication 
entitled “The Rite News” through the electronic media or regular mail. 

I can again report that we have no Valley, no members and no presence in Nunavut. Should it become 
necessary, our Active Member has volunteered to don mukluks and trek into the wilds of Canada’s 
beautiful north country to visit on behalf of our great fraternity. 

We again confirm our pledge of support and allegiance to the Sovereign Grand Commander and to the 
Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada.

In my 
address to the Valley members 1 gave them a brief overview of the Supreme Council sessions held in 
Saint John, N.B. 

1 attended the election and installation of officers in each of the three bodies, taking a part in the 
installation ceremonies. In this Valley, The Lodge of Perfection has annual elections while the Chapter 
and Consistory every other year. It is encouraging to see younger officers in place and they have been 
enthused by the outgoing energetic officers.

N. Kent Clark, of Keith Chapter of Rose Croix held another 
Jeopardy Challenge after a regular meeting in March. Much effort is put into this event and it proves to be 
entertaining and educational. I told the other Valleys about the event and hope they may organize 
something similar. 

The annual Ladies Night was a joint effort again this year with the Philae Shriners and was held on March 
1 st at the Shrine. The event was a Dinner Theatre called “Highland Fling” with the Port Wallis Players 
providing the dinner and entertainment. A total of 130 people enjoyed the night, and already looking 
forward to next year. The Port Wallis Players donated $500 from the proceeds of the event. 

1 attended Maundy Thursday ceremonies, hosted by the Scottish Rite Club in Kentville. There were 46 in 
attendance with a special appearance of the Scottish Rite Choir from Halifax. 

Maundy Thursday ceremonies were held in Halifax and I granted dispensation for families to attend the 
Easter Sunday ceremonies. The attendance was down slightly at both events. 
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It was very pleasing to have the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation representative, lll.'.Bro.'. Fra nk E. 
Milne, 33°, present a $35,000 cheque to recipient, Dr. Patrick J. McGrath of Dalhousie University. 
Student Awards totalling $21,500 were also presented to Kimberly Mclvor, Randy Newman and Celeste 
Lefebvre, all of Dalhousie University as well. The work being carried out in Pediatric Pain is 
commendable and we are so pleased to assist. Dr. Allen Finley, who works with Dr. McGrath, was our 
Nova Scotia Sovereign Consistory Reunion luncheon speaker. 

VALLEY OF SUMMERSIDE 

On April 29 th , 2003,1 made my Official Visit to this Valley. 1 was warmly received by the three Honorary 
Inspectors General in Prince Edward Island, Ill .'.Bros.'. James W. Burleigh, 33°, Gordon MacKenzie, 
33°, and David R. Campbell, 33°, and officers and members of the Albert Edward Lodge of Perfection.

REPORT OF THE 
DEPUTY FOR ONTARIO 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my pleasure to submit the following reports for nine of the seventeen Ontario Valleys. It is hoped 
that these reports will capture some sense of the work and the activities of these Valleys during the past 
year. They are presented here in alphabetical order. 
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CHATHAM VALLEY (estab. 1950) 

CHATHAM LODGE OF PERFECTION (291) 

KENT CHAPTER OF ROSE CROIX (269) 

The fall start up for Chatham Valley began as it has for many years with the George Morris Fellowship 
Night. This annual September BBQ was traditionally held in the Apple Orchards at the Morris farm in 
nearby Merlin after short V 2 hour Lodge and Chapter meetings. The short meetings still take place in the 
Chatham Masonic Temple but since the passing of 111.'. Bro.'. Morris, the brethren now stay on the site for 
their BBQ (weather dictating indoors or out). This year it was steak fry time @6:15 p.m., either cook 
your own or wait for volunteer cooks (again) 111.'.Bros.'. Dawson and McBrien. The Blue Bell O.E.S.

GUELPH VALLEY (estab. 1900) 

ROYAL CITY LODGE OF PERFECTION (1,007) 

GUELPH CHAPTER OF ROSE CROIX (948) 

Guelph Valley’s annual summer BBQ in August provides a venue for a pleasant social event with the 
ladies and a “heads up” for the Valley Administrative Council to prepare for their August General 
Business meetings. The successful 2002 “Steak Fest” saw hard working volunteers under the direction 
and leadership Ill .'.Bros.'. Gene G. Mumford, 32° and Ken R, Rutherford, 32°. Both of these events also 
provide opportunities for fellowship and to remind the members that the end of August is the deadline for 
applications for the fall reunions. 

2002 saw the completion of Guelph Valley harmonization of their Valley records with those of Supreme 
Council. This year also saw a “friendly” competition among Guelph Valley degree teams and the 
presentation of a trophy for the best degree portrayal. The officers of both Lodge and the Chapter 
actively participated in the arrangements and running of the reunions with improved and successful 
results. The Guelph cast of their 22 nd degree team led off the degree portrayals presented at the Spring 
Reunion of Moore Consistory in May of 2002. 

Guelph Valley covers a wide area and is at work reorganizing its Regional Committee and their 
representation in each of the Masonic Districts from which they draw new members. One 2002 event of 
note saw 111 .'.Bros.'.

This year the Chapter held Maundy Thursday and Easter observances in both 
Guelph and Hanover. The Guelph Valley office is now part of the Masonic Centre Office and shares part 
time help in the person of Marlene Shaw. The office address and phone number now appear in all Valley 
bulletins. 

The Royal City Lodge of Perfection’s 2003 ‘Open Installation’ was the venue for an official visit from 
our Sovereign Grand Commander and his lady Nancy. This took place while 1 was out of the country and 
lll.'.Bro.'.

Alex 
W Watson, 33° and Past Active members 111.'.Bros.'. N.R. Richards, 33° and Jack E. Winch, 33°. 

HAMILTON VALLEY (estab. JULY, 1868) 

MURTON LODGE OF PERFECTION (2,248) 

HAMILTON SOVEREIGN CHAPTER OF ROSE CROIX (1,726) 

MOORE SOVEREIGN CONSISTORY (9,322) 

Most Valleys are making major attempts to work in their Masonic communities to make Scottish Rite 
Masonry and fellowship better known and more visible. Hamilton Valley has made and is planning 
several more such initiatives. The Scottish Rite Cathedral building in Hamilton is the Consistory home 
for the Scottish Riters from nine valleys and also from several major communities (e.g. Simcoe and 
Brantford) that belong to Lodges and Chapters in adjacent Valleys but which have established a local 
Scottish Rite Club rather than their own Lodge or Chapter. Moore Consistory Officers and members 
make an effort to attend and are represented at the meetings and functions in these Valleys and 
Communities and often speak in these Valleys and Scottish Rite Clubs. 

The successful move of our Supreme Council offices and the administrative duties of our Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation to newly renovated space in the Cathedral building began a movement which will 
make the unique and highly visible Cathedral building a focal centre for Masonic activities in Hamilton. 
The Central Masonic Temple Corporation of Hamilton is selling their present location and moving their 
lodges into the Cathedral. The former “Table Room” and the “Red Room” are being renovated into 
Lodge rooms. Lockers for storage are being built. Royal Arch Masons, three Chapters of Eastern Star 
and one of Rainbow Girls are also being invited to hold their meetings there as well. 

September 30, 2003 has been fixed as the date for Grand Lodge to perform the ceremonies of Dedication 
and Relighting of the Lights so the Lodges will be able to begin meeting in their new facilities in the 
Cathedral building. The large Scottish Rite room was formally dedicated several years ago to enable 
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Craft Lodges to hold meetings there for special occasions when a much larger room with more seating 
was needed. The Board of Towers Inc. is to be congratulated on their successful and constructive efforts 
to accommodate these changes to the benefit of all the users of this great Masonic Facility. 

Hamilton Valley produces an informative “Valley Talk” bulletin under the guidance of Chairman 
lll.'.Bro.'. Roger G. Parliament, 33° and editor lll.'.Bro.'. John E Thombs, 32°. The September 2002 
issue carried a short profile of lll.'.Bro.'. William Thomas Lees, 33° Almoner, Valley of Hamilton. 
lll.'.Bro.'. Lees, 33° was elected Almoner in 1980 - the fourth generation of the Lees family to 
consecutively hold this office Our Charge to our Almoners as they are invested into elected office 
represents one of the last vestiges of trusted true and unfettered and quiet Masonic Charity left in this 
world of “show me”, where the banner of good works must be flown higher and higher in the competition 
to attract the attention of potential new members and to still the critical tongues of others. Ill.'. Bro.'. Lees 
has demonstrated his dedication to the Craft since 1957 and the Scottish Rite since 1959. He was 
coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in 1983. He is past director and chairman of the Scottish Rite 
Club and serves as a member of the finance committee of Westdale United Church where he has been a 
member since 1948. I had the pleasure of speaking with lll.'.Bro.'. Lees at the Scottish Rite Club this 
spring. 

Each year the Fall reunion of Moore Consistory begins with registration at 6:00 pm and a formal opening 
and reception of Supreme Council members and guest at 7:30 pm on the Thursday evening proceeding 
November 11. Because Hamilton Valley is the home Valley of our Sovereign Grand Commander, his 
formal entry with Actives and Past Actives and presentation by his Deputy is a part of what has 
immediately followed the opening of Moore Consistory for the past three years. The 2002 Fall reunion 
was named in honour of lll.'.Bro.'. W.J.C. (Bill) Newson, 33°, Special Assistant to our Sovereign Grand 
Commander and long time Masonic Activities Chairman in Hamilton Valley. Our Sovereign Grand 
Commander and our Grand Chancellor both spoke at the Friday luncheon. The Moore Consistory Fall 
reunions conclude on Saturday evening with the second section of the 32 nd degree after supper and a 
memorial service. The Moore Consistory drama (second) sections of the 31 st and 32 nd degree are 
performed as being “somewhere in France” in the WW1 Canadian Corps setting rather than the more 
common ‘Constans” portrayal. 

The annual Christmas pageant featured the Scottish Rite players, the Scottish Rite singers and guest 
vocalists in their dramatic presentation of the Christmas story. This year saw two concert performances, 
Sunday December 1 st at 2pm after brunch (optional) and Monday December 2 nd at 8:00 pm following the 
5:30 dinner (optional). This seasonal tradition is a showcase for Hamilton Valley. 

Moore Consistory shortened their Spring reunion to a one and a half day format. Because this format 
leaves out some of the non-obligatory degrees normally portrayed, an effort was made to present them at 
other times. The 19 th degree (Grand Pontiff) was portrayed in a special session in Hamilton on Saturday, 
March 22. Lunch (optional) was served at noon with the Consistory opening in full form at 2 pm with the 
degree following. After the Consistory was closed there was a short reception. For this event Ill.'. Bro.'. 
M.A. (Butch) Rogers, 33° sent to other Valley Grand Secretaries and Registrars the date and timetable 
information and an invitation to pass along to their Valley members in their respective bulletins. 

All the bodies in Hamilton elect their officers for two-year terms so they have dispensed with an annual 
meeting in January in those years in which they have no elections or investing of officers. In those off 
years the annual reports are given at the October Ballot session, before the ballot. Every other year this 
saves all three bodies the expenses of the January meeting. 
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The March issue of “Valley Talk” described an unusual cornerstone dedication ceremony performed by 
our Sovereign Grand Commander. The stone was in tribute of G.W. Wills, founder of the family business 
and grandfather of lll.'.Bro.'. Thomas A. Wills, 32° at Bro.\ Wills’ new General Motors facility (Wills 
Chevrolet Oldsmobile (2001) Ltd., in Grimsby Ontario. The comer stone was made from Indiana Bluff 
stone and carved by professionals at Old World Stone in Burlington under the watchful eye of its 
president, lll.'.Bro.". John Bridges, 32°. The face of the stone displays the all seeing eye in the centre, 
with the Square and Compasses on one side and the Lodge of Perfection ‘Yod’ on the other. It is 
inscribed “Cornerstone dedicated by M.'. W.'.Bro.'. Norman E. Byme, PGM Grand Lodge of Canada and 
Sovereign Grand Commander of the A & ASR of Freemasonry”. At the bottom is the inscription “In 
tribute to G.W. Wills - Unity is Strength” which represents the Wills family motto. lll.'.Bro.'. Wills 
spoke of his pride in being a mason and his desire to give recognition to the Craft. After appropriate 
thanks he presented Ill. Bro. Byme with a donation for the Scottish Rite. 

At a meeting of Hamilton’s Supreme Council members on February 1st, Past TPGM lll.'.Bro.'. Bob 
Brooks, 33° presented to me a cheque for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation ($1,500.00).

LONDON SOVEREIGN CHAPTER OF ROSE CROIX (1793) 

London Valley maintains a strong program of communication (Vox Pop and informative Bulletins) and 
annual and special activities to encourage and retain membership in the Scottish Rite. The Fishing Derby, 
the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Golf Classic, the Consistory Club Summer Barbeque and the 
Curling Bonspiel attract a significant number of participants and provide important opportunities for 
Riters, especially recent members, to socialize in friendship and fun. These events also provide 
opportunities for members to be involved in the planning and running of such events. All were successful 
this past year, each in its own way. 

The Fishing Derby, the Golf Classic and the Curling Bonspiel all contributed moneys to the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation, mainly directed to its Learning Centres Program. The London Valley Consistory 
Club is a charitable organization within London Valley whose basic activity is to supply health-related 
equipment to those in need, and it currently lists as loaned out: 307 wheelchairs, 306 walkers, 113 raised 
toilet seats, 102 bath chairs, 82 commodes, 59 canes, 51 bath transfer benches, 25 pair of crutches, 24 
versa forms and various other types of health care accessories. These are all maintained, refurbished, 
stored and provided by London Valley Riters of the London Valley Consistory Club. The club also 
provides financial support to purchase or rent specialized health related equipment (various special 
electronically operated chairs, bathing lifts, etc.) where needed, when funding and/or donated equipment 
is available. It has also responded on special occasions to support Masonic Bodies (local and across 
Canada). To this end, in the past 16 years the London Valley Consistory Club has donated over 
$95,000.00 in support. Since it began in 1942, the club’s only revenue come through memberships and 
donations and through its annual barbeque held each August. 

Among the Club’s tireless workers over the years were the father and son duo of 111 .'.Bros.'. G. Fred 
Kingsmill, 33° and T. Fred Kingsmill, 33°. lll.'.Bro.'. G. Fred Kingsmill was Club treasurer for many 
years and the storage and delivery of the health related equipment all happened from their family 
Department Store until recently when other arrangements became necessary. In recognition of this and 
other meritorious activities including both of them serving continuous terms as Valley Almoners, the 
London Valley established the ‘Kingsmill Meritorious Service Award’, which was presented in 2002 to 
lll.'.Bro.'. C. Richard Noble, 32°. lll.'.Bro.'. Lee Behms, 32° has been elected to receive the award in 
2003. 

In January London Valley held its first Open Installation for the London Lodge of Perfection under the 
direction of past TPGM lll.'.Bro.'. J. Ross McIntyre, 33°. Over 200 members, family and friends 
attended including lll.'.Bro.'. Norman E. Byrne, 33° who made this event an official visit. lll.'.Bro.'. 
Byrne and Nancy arrived and attended a noon Luncheon in Dufferin Hall at the London Masonic Temple 
prior to the Saturday afternoon Open Installation. lll.'.Bro .'.Byrne also spoke briefly at the luncheon, 
which was attended by Officers, members and Supreme Council members of London Valley and their 
wives. Then, we think for the first time, a Sovereign Grand Commander and his entourage were received 
in full formal ceremony under the swords and with the stars at an open meeting attended by non-Riters. 
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The most significant activity in London Valley during this past year has been the amount of work 
accomplished to establish the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Learning Centre for Children - 
London. Some London members who were familiar with the success of the Learning Centres programs in 
the Southern and Northern Masonic Scottish Rite Jurisdictions in the US felt that a similar program would 
benefit Canadian children with Dyslexia, as well as indirectly befitting Scottish Rite and Freemasonry 
generally. After some investigative research they selected the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction’s model of 
free remedial tutoring using the Orton-Gillingham system for children formally identified as Dyslexic, 
and decided that the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation of Canada would be the appropriate vehicle for 
funding the program. A Model had to be designed to fit into and with the Foundation’s present programs 
and commitments. 

A presentation and financial plan was prepared and presented to the Foundation Board of Directors, who 
agreed to fund a three-year Pilot Project in London, at the end of which period decisions would be made 
about funding of additional centres. A Planning Committee was formed which has made detailed plans 
for a Canadian Centre program and the London Centre Pilot Project. Widespread support has been 
generous and most encouraging. The Learning Centre site for London will be in the London Masonic 
Temple. Training of tutors in the Orton-Gillingham system of remediation is underway. The opening of 
the London Centre will be held at the London Masonic Temple in the afternoon of September 14 th , 2003, 
with tutoring beginning the next day. 

London Valley, as one of the two oldest Valleys in Canada and the site of the inception of Scottish Rite in 
Canada, has historically been fortunate in the depth of leadership and innovation demonstrated in its 
Officers, various Committees and its members of Supreme Council. The past year continues the tradition. 
TPGM Jll.'.Bro.'. Brent O. Anderson, 32° has followed past TPGM Jll.'.Bro.'. fan B. Dale, 32° and his 
successful year at the helm. MWS David R. N. Cameron, 32° has followed past MWS lll.'.Bro.'. T. Bill 
Segui, 32° and it looks good to see the depth of dedication and commitment continuing in them and also 
represented in the line officers of both Bodies. 

London Valley continues its tradition of conferring or exemplifying all of the Scottish Rite degrees from 
the 4 th to the 18 th degree each year. Both bodies hold Spring and Fall Reunions each year. Each of the 
Reunions are named to honour one of the very active members of the valley. During the past year 
111.'.Bros.". John K. Baskey, 33°, A. Carmen Whitmore, 33°, David R. Fick, 33° and James E. Ford, 32° 
were so honoured. This team under the direction of lll.'.Bro.'. Bill Barnett, 33° has over 60 cast and 
support members including the colourful Mocha Shrine Oriental Band in its Portrayal of the 29 th degree. 
The message in this degree is especially poignant during the present world conflicts. There are plans for 
April 2004 for London Valley to host an Open Flouse and portray the drama section of the 29 th degree. 
Because of the size of the cast, this effort next spring would require help from Hamilton Valley’s 
inventory of costumes and uniforms. 

Sadly, London Valley lost six of its Honorary fnspectors-Generals this past year. That is a loss of 10% of 
its Supreme Council members. Their names are included in the obituary records. All were very active 
Riters and their frequent contributions to Scottish Rite and the Valley will be missed. 

Special thanks and recognition must go to lll.'.Bro.'. James Hanna, 33° who has retired from the office of 
Registrar. His successor is lll.'.Bro.'. Jack Mawdsley, 32°. lll.'.Bro.'. Hanna has been long known and 
recognized throughout the London Masonic Districts and beyond. The Chapter looks forward to the 
contribution of lll.'.Bro.'. Mawdsley from his long time Masonic background and experience as Secretary 
of his Lodge. Grand Secretary, lll.'.Bro.'. Doug Banks, 33° continues to exceed whatever anyone can 
vision as the “ordinary duties and requirements” of his office.

Some thoughts in closing. The work on the harmonization of Valley records with those of Supreme 
Council was done in other Valleys before the process began in Ontario. Most Valleys have completed the 
task which in many cases revealed more losses in membership than previously recorded. This has been a 
necessary and very large task. In London Valley the work so far on almost 4,000 member records (for 
both bodies) averages six minutes per record with the Grand Secretary and the Registrar working 
together. When the job is finished, 1 wonder about how this important record system will be maintained 
and updated. 

A good sign - most Valleys are regularly reviewing their financial resources and future needs. Like any 
business, when the ‘spread’ between income and expenses begins to shrink (or disappear), options must 
be considered. Raise prices, downsize to reduce costs, seek and implement a new growth strategy - 
including amalgamation, all these strategies require some changes but as the old saying goes “if you keep 
doing what your doing you’ll keep getting what you’ve got”. Many Valleys have had good feedback and 
results from - Open Houses - some portraying the drama section and lecture from one of our colourful 
Scottish Rite Degrees, Open Easter Relighting Ceremonies, Open Lodge Installations, Master Mason 
Nights and efforts to ‘invite a buddy’ to include non Riters in Valley social events, Scottish Rite 
volunteers helping in visible community activities. All of these ‘extras’ are in addition to first class work 
in degree portrayals, interesting and well prepared regular meetings that could include a special speaker as 
well as starting on time and finishing early. And not to forget, a site, inside and outside, that is neat and 
clean and attractive, something with which members, and potential members, are proud to be associated 
with and that the community is pleased to have in its midst. Many of the above valley reports record the 
growing success of just such efforts to be a more visible and attractive part of their communities. 

Our Scottish Rite Foundation’s pilot project Learning Centre in London is visible community effort and 
our Foundation’s first venture into applied science that is proven to make a difference. This is being done 
while maintaining their traditional support of psycho neurological research. With the Research grants we 
support some of Canada’s brightest in their quest for more knowledge toward treatments and cures. With 
the Learning Centre Program we become involved with the most precious of family treasures, their child. 
We have models of over fifty years of success with specialized one on one tutoring that conquers the 
inherent learning differences that come with Dyslexia. We know the successful methods that work with 
formally identified Dyslexic children and we are developing a model of delivery for Canada. We also 
know that no Board of Education in North America has been able to justify the cost of such a system 
when standard teaching approaches, even special learning programs, accommodate over 85% of their 
students and 100% of the stretched budgets. The Dyslexic child ‘falls through the cracks’. We can make 
a difference.

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REPORT OF THE 
DEPUTY FOR ONTARIO 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

1 am pleased to present my report on the state of Scottish Rite Masonry in the following Valleys, namely 
Barrie, Ottawa, North Bay, Thunder Bay, Sault Ste. Marie, Peterborough, Sudbury and Kingston for 2002 
-2003. 


VALLEY OF BARRIE 

On July 2, 2002 in the Barrie Valley and Masonry in general, 1 was shocked at the news of the passing of 
111 .'.Bro.\ William T. Anderson, 33°, a Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province 
of Ontario. He was a past presiding officer of all three Scottish Rite Bodies in Barrie. His obituary 
appears in the 2002 Proceedings and I extended our sympathies to his family.

Before the degree we met with the officers of the Lodge and Chapter and a discussion ensued; re: the 
holding of a Master Masons’ night in the lodge. At noon, we met with the members of Supreme Council 
as arranged by III BroDonald R. Thornton, 33°, Active Member of the Supreme Council. Discussions 
took place regarding the procedures for nominations of members and the action of all Masonic bodies in 
Kingston of having one building for all. The question of members of the Supreme Council attending 
executive sessions of Supreme Council was favourably received. 

1 replied to the toast to Supreme Council and spoke to the brethren following the strawberry dessert and 
social time. 

The Valley of Kingston made a generous presentation to me for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 
I thank the Valley for the presentation of Bursaries to recipients from the Foundation who live in the 
Kingston area. 

Kingston Valley annually hold their October meeting in Belleville as part of the outreach to outlying areas 
and to make the Valley’s presence known to Masons and their families. 

To 111.'. Bro.'. Donald R. Thornton, 33°, Active Member of the Supreme Council and 111 .'.Bro.'. Fraser 
Howes, 33°, Past Active Member of the Supreme Council, 1 extend my thanks for their assistance during 
the year and their hospitality to June and myself. 

SUMMARY 

On my visits I was received into all Valleys with appropriate honours and it indeed has been a great 
privilege to introduce our Sovereign Grand Commander, 111 .'.Bro.'. Norman E. Byrne, 33° to the brethren 
on his visits to the Valleys. His thought provoking speeches give those present, encouragement and 
renewed vigor to continue the work of the Scottish Rite in their areas. 

The matter of the Shrine taking members from the craft lodges into their membership has been a concern 
to all Valleys in my area of the province. This change seems to be leveling off and our new candidates 
are taking their Scottish Rite degrees. We must remember they are becoming members of the Rite 
because they want to, not because they are on their way to membership in another organization. 

It has been my privilege to sit on the Masonic Leaders Committee in Ontario for our Sovereign Grand 
Commander. This committee has completed the pamphlet distributed, called “The Masonic Family”. 
Those represented on the committee are, The Grand Lodge A.F. & A.M. of Canada in the Province of 
Ontario, The Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons in Ontario, The Sovereign Great Priory of Canada, 
The Ontario Scottish Rite Bodies and the Ontario Shrine Temples. 1 trust that everyone has received a 
copy and will use it to promote Masonry in general and Scottish Rite in particular in their communities. 

The quality of the work in the Valleys remains high. On your behalf 1 say thank you to all the officers in 
the Scottish Rite Valleys. The work you do for your valley is greatly appreciated. To all the hard 
working Secretaries/Registrars, we could not operate without your dedication to the Rite. As Deputy 1 
can certainly appreciate your work, it makes my duties so much easier. 

Communication among our membership is important. A number of valleys publish newsletters to keep 
their members informed, some communicate by their notices each month. All these are important to our

brethren who are unable to attend our meetings. While deaths, suspensions and demits outnumbered the 
total new members, it must be remembered that by personal contact and communication with members, 
suspensions and demits are manageable. 

1 have given dispensations as required and processed applications; re: changing of by-laws as presented 
to me as set out in the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council. The Valleys in the area which 1 
visit are taking the approach of making themselves more visible in their respective areas, which is 
beneficial for Scottish Rite in general and the Valleys in particular. 

A number of the Valleys hold open houses, open installations and have degree teams to visit craft lodges 
and tell the Scottish Rite story and the great pleasure of becoming a member of their Valleys. These have 
proven to be an excellent way of promoting Scottish Rite to those who attend. 1 congratulate these 
Valleys for their courage and foresight in seeking approval for these open houses and for the planning of 
these events. 

1 wish to express my appreciation to the Grand Secretary-General and the members of the office staff in 
Hamilton, who so willingly provided assistance to me when requested during the year.

REPORT OF THE 
DEPUTY FOR QUEBEC 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

I submit herewith the Annual Report on the activities and condition of the Scottish Rite Valleys in the 
Province of Quebec for the year ended May 31, 2003, in accordance with Article 26 (d) of the Statutes 
and Regulations. 

The highlight of the year in Quebec was the visit of the Sovereign Grand Commander, Norman E. Byrne, 
33° and his charming lady Nancy, to the Valley of Montreal on March 21, 2003 and the following day to 
the Valley of Quebec on March 22, 2003. The Deputy also wishes to acknowledge and thank Ill.’. Bro.". 
Donald R. Thornton, 33° and his lady Edith, for their visit on this memorable occasion in Scottish Rite 
masonry. 

The trend with respect to the aggregate membership in the Province of Quebec during the past year can be 
characterized by the following data: admissions, affiliations and restorations were twenty-eight (28), 
while deaths, withdrawals and suspensions were fifty (50). There were no suspensions or withdrawals in 
La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys during the year and their membership increased in number by 
fourteen (14). 

During the year inter Valley visits between the Valley of Montreal and the Valley of Burlington, Vermont 
continued with great success. On Saturday November 12, 2002 a delegation from the Valley of 
Burlington, Vermont travelled to Montreal to view the 7 th degree performed by the Hochelaga Grand 
Lodge of Perfection, and portray the 12 th degree for the benefit of the brethren. On Saturday May 10, 
2003 a delegation from the Valley of Montreal travelled to Burlington to portray the 17 th degree and view 
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the 25 th degree performed by the Consistory of Burlington, Vermont. These inter Valley visits are a 
wonderful opportunity for both Valleys to view degrees that some brethren, including myself, have never 
seen before and 1 am happy to report that this interchange will be continuing in the future. 

During the period March 24 to May 31, 2003 1 was temporarily unable to fulfill my active ceremonial 
duties as Deputy for Quebec and by agreement of the Sovereign Grand Commander 1 asked Ill.’.Bro.’. 
Philippe Decelles, 33° Active for Quebec to stand in my stead. 1 would like to acknowledge and thank 
Ill.’.Bro.'. Philippe Decelles, 33° for his wonderful support during this period. 

VALLEY OF MONTREAL 

On the evening of March 21, 2003 the Sovereign Grand Commander founded a new French language 
Chapter of Rose-Croix named Chapitre de Rose-Croix de Mont Real and delivered to lll.'.Fr.’. Pierre 
Phaneuf, 33° a dispensation in the French language for the creation of the first French language Chapter 
of Rose-Croix in Canada. The Sovereign Grand Commander was piped into the Scottish Rite room at the 
Masonic Memorial Temple in Montreal by Ill.’.Bro.'. James S. Ross, 33° and was assisted in the 
ceremonial work conducted completely in the French language by Ill.'.Bro.’. John A. Prosnick, 33° 
Deputy for Quebec, Ill.’.Bro.’. Philippe Decelles, 33° Active for Quebec and Ill.'.Bro.'. Brian Flerridge, 
33°. lll.’.Fr.’. Pierre Phaneuf, 33° was installed as the first Tres Sage Souvrain of the Chapitre de Rose- 
Croix de Mont Real. During his inaugual address lll.’.Fr.’. Pierre Phaneuf, 33° made reference with pride 
that this new Chapter of Rose-Croix was the first French language Chapter ever to be created in North 
America and thanked all those who had worked so hard to make it possible. After the ceremonial work 
had been completed the Sovereign Grand Commander was invited to address the brethren at a banquet 
held in the ornately decorated Memorial Flail of the Masonic Memorial Temple. The Deputy reports that 
the Sovereign Grand Commander’s comments, and in particular that portion given by him in the French 
language, were well received by the brethren. 

All of the recipients of grants and bursaries from the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation in the Montreal 
region were invited to receive their cheque at a regular meeting of the Valley during the fall and winter 
months. Both the English language and French language Lodges of Perfection and the English Chapter of 
Rose-Croix had guests who took the opportunity to briefly describe to the brethren their efforts in 
undertaking research in the field of intellectual disability as a result of the funding we provide. 1 strongly 
recommend that all Valleys consider this method of distributing cheques because both the recipients and 
the brethren seem to benefit from the awareness that seems to result from this form of personal 
interaction. 

During the year the Flochelaga Grand Lodge of Perfection portrayed the 4, 5, 6, 7, 13, and 14 th degrees for 
the benefit of the incoming class of eleven (11) new members. 1 made my official visit to the Flochelaga 
Grand Lodge of Perfection on December 9, 2002 and was warmly received with appropriate honours. 

During the year the Hochelaga Sovereign Chapter of Rose-Croix portrayed the 15,17 and 18 th degrees for 
the benefit of an incoming class of sixteen (16) new members. The officers of the Hochelaga Sovereign 
Chapter of Rose-Croix opted to hold the Easter ceremony of relighting the lights on Easter Monday this 
year and 1 gave them a dispensation to do so pursuant to Article 26 iv (9) of the Statues and Regulations. 
1 made my official visit to the Hochelaga Sovereign Chapter of Rose-Croix on March 10, 2003 and was 
warmly received with appropriate honours. 

During the year the Montreal Sovereign Consistory portrayed the 30, 31 and 32 nd degrees for the benefit 
of an incoming class of eighteen (18) new members. 
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During the year La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys portrayed the 4 th and 5 th degrees for the benefit of a 
new class of fourteen (14) members, and the 14 th degree for last year’s class. La Loge de Perfection Fleur 
de Lys continued their policy of having instructional meetings at which time the work of the evening 
consisted of research papers undertaken by various members of the Lodge for the purpose of providing 
information and education about our degrees to the membership of the Lodge at large. 1 highly 
recommend this type of activity, as it seems to stimulate an intellectual participation of the brethren, 
which is enjoyed by all. 

At the Executive Committee, lll.'.Bro.'. Brian Herridge, 33° replaced III.'. Bro.'. John H.D. Logan, 33° as 
Chairman. The financial review undertaken in previous years appears to be paying dividends in the sense 
that the Valley is now able to budget and manage its yearly operations. As a result the Valley financial 
results for the year show that the Valley was able to break even despite declining revenues from 
membership dues. 

During the year the Executive Committee voted to make a donation of $1,000 to the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation and provided me with a cheque to remit at the annual luncheon of the Foundation, 
which took place last September in Saint John, New Brunswick. The Executive Committee has also 
voted to make a further donation of $1,000 so that 1 will be able to bring a similar cheque with me to 
Windsor, Ontario. La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys also voted to make an additional donation of $200 
out of their benevolent fund, which I will also be bringing with me to Windsor. 

As a footnote to the Grand Master’s one day class which took place in Montreal on April 12, 2003 at 
which time seventy-five (75) new Master Masons were created on the same day, the Executive 
Committee has decided to put on the program for next year a Master Mason’s Evening for the purpose of 
introducing Scottish Rite Masonry to all Master Masons. The presentation will be based on the ritual, 
which the Executive Committee received from the Grand Secretary-General’s office. I look forward to 
reporting on the success of this initiative. 

Whereas last year I regrettably had to report on a few instances dealing with the issue of harmony 
involving officers in the Valley, this year I am very happy to report that no such issues arose this year, nor 
do I expect them to arise in the foreseeable future as the Executive Committee has been very vigilant in 
discussing the officer corps of the various bodies in the Valley. I commend the skill and prudent 
leadership of the Executive Committee in this regard. 

VALLEY OF QUEBEC 

On March 22, 2003 I had the pleasure of accompanying the Sovereign Grand Commander on his official 
visit to the Valley of Quebec. It was my great pleasure to introduce the Sovereign Grand Commander to 
Ill.'. Bro.'. Andre Le Boeuf, 32° Thrice Puissant Grand Master in the presence of Ill.'. Bro.'. Ralph Atkins, 
33° and lll.'.Bro.". Jean-Luc Dutil, 33° and the brethren of the Quebec Lodge of Perfection. After the 
ceremonial greeting the Sovereign Grand Commander was invited to address the brethren and the Deputy 
reports that the Sovereign Grand Commander’s comments, and in particular that portion given by him in 
the French language, were well received by the brethren. After the meeting had concluded a lovely wine 
and cheese reception was held at which time both the Sovereign Grand Commander’s lady (Nancy) and 
the Deputy’s lady (Ginette) were warmly greeted by the brethren and ladies of the Valley of Quebec. 

Since my report of last year I have had the opportunity to review the financial report issued by the Valley 
of Quebec to Supreme Council. My personal reaction to their financial status is that this Valley is very 
secure in their financial situation. 
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As I evaluate and report on the situation in the Valley of Quebec, 1 continue to look forward to the day 
when inter valley visits between Montreal and Quebec can be restored for the benefit of both Valleys. 1 
intend to continue to work on this project.

In closing this report, 1 would like to acknowledge the kind fraternal assistance of Ill.'. Bro.'. Donald D. 
Thornton, 33° Grand Secretary-General, and 111 .'.Bro.'. Philippe Decelles, 33° Active Member for Quebec 
for their support and guidance over the year.

REPORT OF THE 
DEPUTY FOR SASKATCHEWAN 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my privilege and pleasure to submit this report on the condition and activities of the Scottish Rite 
Valleys in Saskatchewan for the year ending May 31, 2003, in accordance with ART. 26 (d) of the 
statutes. 

During the course of the year, Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Saskatchewan has been saddened by the 
deaths of 111 .'.Bro.'. Jack L. Green, 33° and 111 .'.Bro.'. Malcolm V. Rondeau, 33°. Both of these brethren 
contributed greatly to the work of Scottish Rite in the Regina Valley, in particular. They are also sadly 
missed by members of the other Masonic related bodies to which they belonged, as they made significant 
contributions to our Masonic Family in Saskatchewan. We extend our sincere sympathy to their families, 
friends and loved ones. 

VALLEY OF MOOSE JAW 

The Moose Jaw Lodge of Perfection held a Reunion in November 2002 with four candidates. In January, 
the Lodge and the Alexander Sheppard Chapter of Rose Croix met in Swift Current, the hometown of the 
Thrice Puissant Grand Master and the Most Wise Sovereign and participated in a Robbie Bums social 
after their meetings. The Valley hosted a successful Ladies’ Night and a barbecue in July. 

The Chapter of Rose Croix had arranged to have their candidates attend the Saskatoon Valley for the 15 th 
, 16 th and the 17 th degrees, unfortunately a late winter storm lead to the cancellation of those plans. It is 
hoped that the degrees can be presented this fall. The Easter Ceremonies of Extinguishing and Re- 
Lighting the Lights were conducted. 

Installations for the bodies took place in April and a motion to increase dues will be forthcoming in the 
fall. 

VALLEY OF REGINA 

The Regina Lodge of Perfection held a Reunion in February named in honour of Ill.'.Bro.'. Kenneth S. 
Orr, 33°, in recognition of his years of service to the Scottish Rite and his recent designation as a Past 
Active Member. Four candidates received the 14°. In October, the Lodge of Perfection and the Rose 
Croix Chapter travelled to Weybum for meetings. 
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Regina Chapter Rose Croix had arranged to join with Saskatoon and Moose Jaw Valleys to confer the 16 th 
to 17 th , unfortunately a late winter storm precluded the attendance of the Regina and Moose Jaw brethren. 
Regina Chapter Rose Croix did conduct the Easter ceremony of Extinguishing and Re-Lighting the Lights 
and hosted a breakfast for members, families and friends after the Memorial Service that was conducted 
on Easter Sunday. It is anticipated that the 15° to 18° will be presented in the fall 2003. 

Saskatchewan Consistory did not hold a reunion during this reporting period since no brethren proceeded 
to Rose Croix. Several members of the Consistory travelled to Saskatoon to assist with the Saskatoon 
Consistory Reunion held in late May. Saskatchewan Consistory hosted a dinner in September to welcome 
the members back for the fall and to honour the newly coroneted Honorary Inspectors-General. In 
November, the Consistory met in Moose Jaw and enjoyed a lunch arranged by the Moose Jaw members. 

In July members of the Regina and Moose Jaw Valleys raised over $3800.00 for the Saskatchewan Heart 
and Stroke Foundation by obtaining pledges to ride a “bicycle built for 30”! 

The Regina Executive established a membership committee, developed membership information in a 
PowerPoint presentation format and designated two representatives from the district lodges to act as 
membership contacts. Each of the Regina bodies also provided financial assistance to the DeMolay 
Executive Officer for Saskatchewan (Ill .'.Bro.'. Keith Bater, 32°) in order that he and another advisor 
could attend meetings of Canadian DeMolay. 

Members of the Regina Valley held their annual Christmas Dinner in late November, with 120 members, 
spouses and fraternal ladies in attendance. At the dinner four brethren received their 50-year decorations 
(Ill.’.Bros.'. Moffatt, 32°; Nixon, 33°; Rondeau, 33°; and Tate, 32°) and Ill.'.Bro.'. Ken Orr, 33° was 
presented with a clock and a Past Active Member’s Jewel in recognition of his five years as Deputy for 
Saskatchewan. For the first time, the Worshipful Masters of the Regina Lodges were invited as special 
guests. 

In January, the three Regina bodies organized a combined Installation under the direction of IIIBro 
Ken Orr, 33° and IIIBroTom Hannan, 33°. Following the Saturday morning Installation, attended by 
42 members, an Installation luncheon, catered by Job’s daughters was held. 

VALLEY OF SASKATOON 

The Saskatoon Lodge of Perfection held a successful 84 th Annual Reunion in November. Four candidates 
received their degrees. The reunion was named in honour of Ill .'.Bro.'. Ross Castle, 32°, the immediate 
Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan and an active member of the Saskatoon Valley. 
At the Reunion Banquet, Dr. John Weil, a major grant recipient, and Joan Bobyn, recipient of a Graduate 
Student Award, were recognized for their work at the University of Saskatchewan. Ill .'.Bro.'. R. Neil 
Matheson, 33° gave a very informative speech on the history and work of the Charitable Foundation. In 
January 2003, an Open Installation of Officers was held with over 100 in attendance. 

The Saskatoon Chapter of Rose Croix held their 77 th Annual Reunion for five candidates in April. The 
Reunion was named in honour of Ill .'.Bro.'. Jack Sproule, 33°, the Active Member who resides in 
Saskatoon. The Chapter also conducted the Ceremony of Extinguishing and Re-Lighting the Lights and 
held a Rose Ceremony for Departed Brethren and an Easter Brunch. Family and friends were invited to 
attend the Easter Sunday activities. The Installation of Officers took place at the end of May 2003. 
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The 26 th Annual Reunion of Saskatoon Consistory, honouring Ill.'.Bro.'. Don Onclin, 32°, Grand 
Almoner for the Saskatoon Valley, was held on May 23 and 24, 2003, with six candidates receiving their 
32°. The Installation of Officers was held in February 2003. 

Saskatoon Valley is functioning very well due, in part, to the administrative capabilities of IllBroRon 
Robinson, 32°, Grand Secretary / Registrar; the active support of the Honorary Inspectors-General; and 
the guidance provided by Ill.’.Bro.'. Jack Sproule, 33°, Active Member and Ill.'.Bro.'. Howard 
Vallevand, 33°, Past Active Member. 

PROVINCIAL MEETING 

A Provincial Meeting of the three Saskatchewan Valleys was held in Saskatoon on April 6, 2003; all eight 
Scottish Rite Bodies sent representatives. In addition to reports by each of the Bodies, the mandates of the 
Supreme Council Task Forces were discussed, the duties of Honorary Inspectors-General were described 
and the work of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation was reviewed. Information about the state of 
DeMolay in the jurisdiction was shared as well as notes from a PowerPoint presentation on membership 
recruitment, prepared by the Regina Valley Executive. The new regulations concerning entitlement 
provisions and selection procedures for Honorary Inspectors-General were also discussed.

INTRODUCTION 


People join organizations for many reasons. Some would argue that it fulfils a very basic need - the need 
to belong. Man is a social animal and requires others with whom to interact. We need to love and be 
loved. 

Rationales for joining new groups are often expressed by individuals as a desire to get involved, a desire 
to be with friends and/or to make new friends, explore interests, develop new skills and generally add 
enjoyment to their lives. 

As the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada, we have a somewhat limited and specific candidate base: 
generally speaking, those Freemasons who have obtained the Master Mason Degree in a Craft Lodge. 

In Scottish Rite of Freemasonry, we have several new areas of development to offer these Master Mason 
candidates - an advancement in Masonic knowledge, sound moral, ethical and philosophical teachings, 
the opportunity for involvement in dramatic portrayals of degrees and all that it entails, as well as the 
opportunity to become involved in philanthropic endeavour through the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation. 

Inherent in the above is the opportunity to make new friends, to develop new skills and to add further 
enjoyment to their lives. 

In order to communicate this to prospective candidates, along with an invitation to join us in achieving the 
same, a specific program suited to the targeted audience is required. The strategies must be practical, and 
will require an investment of time and energy as well as some financial resources. 
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The following is a list of OBSERVATIONS, RECOMMENDATIONS AND STRATEGIES that has been 
compiled by the Task Force on Recruitment of Master Masons. It is to be hoped that it will be of some 
assistance to all Valleys in the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

OBSERVATIONS 
RECOMMENDA TIONS 
STRATEGIES 

OBSERVATION #1 

Since the most effective form of communication is person-to-person, it is imperative that any recruitment 
program involve direct contact with Craft Lodge members. 

RECOMMENDATION 

Establish an active membership committee in every Valley. This committee is to be responsible for 
creating and maintaining a system of Scottish Rite representation in Craft Lodges as well as planning 
strategies to recruit new members. (See Attachment One) 

ACTION PLAN (STRATEGIES) 

1) Inviting Craft Lodge masons to a Master Masons' Night at the Scottish Rite, and presenting a program 
that will interest and educate them about Scottish Rite Freemasonry (See Attachment Two) 

2) Establishing a Speakers' Bureau for Craft Lodge presentations 

3) Sending Scottish Rite degree teams to perform Craft Lodge degrees on receipt of their invitation 

4) Stressing "Finding the Lost Word" to prospective candidates 

5) Conducting and sharing social activities with Craft Lodge brethren, friends and guests e.g. barbecues 

SUGGESTED RESPONSIBILITY 

The Presiding Officers of the Valley 

OBSERVATION #2 

Often there exists some confusion among Craft Lodge members about what the Scottish Rite represents. 

RECOMMENDATION 

A program of orientation should be conducted by the active Membership Committee for Scottish Rite 
representatives in the Craft Lodges to ensure that the message being conveyed in each lodge is consistent, 
accurate and easily understood. 

ACTION PLAN (STRATEGIES) 

1) If permissible in your Grand Lodge jurisdiction, using a portion of Craft Lodge notices to advertise 
Scottish Rite events 

2) Sending (or purchasing if necessary) space in district and Craft Lodge newsletters 

3) Opening Scottish Rite Installations to the public (See Attachment Three) 

4) Distributing the "Questions and Answers" booklet to prospective candidates - having them available 
outside Craft Lodge doors 

5) Portraying the First, Second, or Third Degrees using the Scottish Rite ritual either in a Craft Lodge or 
at the Scottish Rite and inviting Craft Lodge brethren to attend the presentation 

SUGGESTED RESPONSIBILITY 

The Active Membership Committee 
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OBSERVATION #3 

For the most part, recruitment of Master Masons among Craft Lodge members has been ineffective. 

RECOMMENDATION 

Every Valley should design a recruitment program suitable for, and specific to, its potential members. 

ACTION PLAN (STRATEGIES) 

1) Tabulating information on new Scottish Rite members such as their Craft Lodge, their age and other 
pertinent information to better focus recruitment strategies 

2) Using a data base or other suitable methods for tracking Craft Lodge brethren with the aim of inviting 
them to join the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry after they receive their Master Mason Degree 

3) Allocating Valley Committee representation so that a greater number of Craft Lodges are represented 

4) As new members are often our best recruiters, presenting each with a "double-headed eagle" lapel pin 
which can be worn in a Craft Lodge 

5) Promoting Scottish Rite of Freemasonry in the community e.g. Remembrance Day ceremonies, 
presentations of benevolence, photos in community newspapers 

6) Requesting names of prospective members through the distribution of information cards to members 
present at our meetings and reunions, asking them if they know of any Master Masons who would benefit 
from and enjoy the Scottish Rite (See Attachment Four) 

7) Sponsoring and supporting the Order of DeMolay 

SUGGESTED RESPONSIBILITY 

The active Membership Committee, Craft Lodge Representatives, and other members as required 

OBSERVATION #4 

Having reviewed correspondence, notices, brochures and newsletters from a number of Scottish Rite 
Valleys within our jurisdiction, we have observed that various logos and insignia are being utilized to 
identify Scottish Rite Freemasonry. 

RECOMMENDATION 

Promote the use of the double-headed eagle as the definitive and unified symbol for Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry. This logo or trademark instantly identifies our organization. It is visually attractive and at 
the same time conveys a sense of belonging. This recommendation also adheres to the guidelines relative 
to Regulation 1.1 (Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council). 

SUGGESTED RESPONSIBILITY 

Special Committee on Valley Publications, the Grand Secretary-General, the Supreme Council Office, 
and the Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General 

OBSERVATION #5 

Even within our own fraternity, there exists a very limited perception of the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation of Canada - who we are, what awards we grant, to whom and for what purpose. Other than 
the beneficiaries of our grants, we and the public have little knowledge of our dedication and financial 
commitment to those with intellectual disabilities. 

RECOMMENDATION 

On all promotional and published material, clearly identify the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation as the 
charitable arm of the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada, while maintaining the legal separation 
between the Scottish Rite and the Charitable Foundation. 
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A greater public awareness of our objectives and achievements is needed. It will foster mutual support in 
areas of marketing, and the advancement of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, in each Valley 
within our Jurisdiction. 

ACTION PLAN (STRATEGIES) 

1) Investing money on advertising to create a greater public awareness of the Scottish Rite benevolent 
efforts within our society 

2) Incorporating the double-headed eagle on all publications, documents and annual reports issued by the 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation in order to promote a sense of unity within the Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry 

3) Providing monthly news of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation activities for publication in Valley 
communications 

SUGGESTED RESPONSIBILITY 

The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation of Canada 

ATTACHMENT ONE 

Membership Chairman 

The appointment of a Membership Chairman in a Scottish Rite Valley is one of the most important 
assignments to be administered in conjunction with the Presiding Officer(s) and the Executive 
Committee. Changing demographics, combined with a competitive market within our Valleys, dictate 
that our future is dependent upon new candidates for Scottish Rite Freemasonry. 

The preferred candidate chosen for this key position should be committed to defined growth objectives 
and dedicated to excellence to achieve his mission. Qualifications for the position should include a 
background in Scottish Rite Freemasonry, preferably a Past Presiding Officer who possesses leadership, 
communication, and planning skills, coupled with the ability to make it happen. 

The Membership Chairman is specifically responsible for the following: 

• To cultivate, in conjunction with the members of his Committee, a recruitment program 
designed to encourage, and to foster the enrollment of eligible Master Masons for 
membership into Scottish Rite Freemasonry. 

• To communicate "The Scottish Rite Story" to qualified candidates for Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry of Canada through special events, print media, visual presentations, verbal 
presentations, and direct personal contact with Craft Lodge members. 

• To establish a Membership Committee with personnel who will embrace the objectives of 
his mission and of the Valley. 

• To appoint members to an extended Membership Committee to assume responsibilities as 
the Scottish Rite Chairman in each of the respective Craft Lodge Districts. 

• To ensure the appointment of a Scottish Rite Representative in each of the Craft Lodges 
within a District through his representative, the District Chairman. 

• To plan and conduct a monthly meeting with members of the Membership Committee 
and the District Chairman to affirm objectives and designated projects are within the 
strategic planning guidelines of the Committee. 

Also, a major financial investment is a prime requisite to achieving the objectives of said mandate. With 
the assistance of the Presiding Officer(s), the Executive Committee, and the Finance Committee within 
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the Valley, the Membership Chairman is to prepare a budget to meet the financial expenditure required 
and further, to win the support for the investment. 

ATTACHMENT TWO 

Blueprint for a Successful Master Mason Night 

1. Early and detailed planning is essential for success. 

2. Invitations should go out to all Craft Lodges and Scottish Rite members. If a Lodge Representative 
system is in place, the Representatives can be utilized to assist with communications, 

3. The names of Master Masons who will be attending should be submitted to a coordinator or Lodge 
Representative, and a personal letter of invitation on Valley letterhead should be sent to each Master 
Mason along with his ticket, a requirement for admittance. This letter should be signed by the Presiding 
Officer(s). 

4. The use of printed guest tickets to gain entrance affords a number of advantages. The front side of the 
ticket provides important information related to the event. The reverse side can be used to capture 
information applicable to the guest, i.e. name,, address, telephone, Craft Lodge Number, and District. 
This information could be entered into a computer program to build a database for follow-up. Time is of 
the essence. Therefore the implementation of such a program saves valuable time, particularly at time of 
entrance. It also assists in monitoring the number of guests who can attend and exercises budget control 
relevant to the event. "When someone has a ticket they usually buy into the program or event." 

5. On the evening of the event, the Master Masons should be officially greeted and should be requested to 
sign in (if ticket system is not employed) listing name, address, telephone, lodge etc. 

6. After being comfortably seated, the invitees should be presented with a program that is innovative, and 
interesting, and conveys what the Scottish Rite of freemasonry represents. The program should not 
exceed ninety minutes. 


Suggested Program 

a) Introduction of Presiding Officers, who in turn may wish to introduce the Officers of their body if 
present. 

b) Selections from the choir (if available). 

c) The drama portion of one of the more interesting degrees along with the lecture. No signs should be 
used. 

Dispensation for this production is required from the Deputy of your province or territory. 

d) A short presentation outlining information about the Scottish Rite by a member who is a good speaker 
knowledgeable about Scottish Rite freemasonry, and well known among the Craft members present. 

e) If time permits, entertain questions. 

7. An information package may be given to the Master Masons at the end of the program. This package 
could contain items such as the two booklets produced by Supreme Council "The Scottish Rite", 
"Questions and Answers", the latest newsletter (if the Valley has one), and any other pertinent documents 
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as well as an application form. A short explanation may be required to detail the procedures of 
application and its deadlines. 

8. The banquet room should be a time of warm fellowship and a time for Master Masons to ask any 
questions in an informal setting. It is helpful to have the members of the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
wear their appropriate jewel to make them easily recognizable. 

9. After the event and before the next reception of candidates, contact the Master Masons who were 
present with 

an invitation to consider the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry as part of their Masonic journey. 

ATTACHMENT THREE 

Holding a Ceremony of Open Installation 

A copy of the booklet Ceremony of Open Installation and Investiture of Officers of a Lodge should be 
obtained from the Supreme Council Office. 

The mechanics of the Scottish Rite Open Installation are basically the same as would be followed for a 
regular ceremony. The only differences are those outlined in the booklet. 

To maximize exposure, lodges as well as concordant bodies should be contacted and invited to attend. 
This would include their families and any interested friends. 

Any greetings, speeches or recognitions after the ceremony and before the closing should be kept to a 
minimum. They should be brief, bearing in mind that much of what we celebrate has little meaning for 
our guests. It might be prudent to have the Presiding Officer of each concordant body bring brief 
greetings. They should be contacted beforehand and special seating should be arranged for them. 

A formal dinner preceding or following the Installation may be desirable. Tickets should be sold in 
advance, and any program at the banquet should be brief and meaningful to the guests. This would be 
applicable to. any planned entertainment as well. 

It is most important that the guests have an understanding of what they have observed, and leave 
impressed by the ceremony. 

Note: As of this date, no authorized ritual is presently available for the Chapter of Rose Croix or the 
Consistory. 

ATTACHMENT FOUR 
Information Cards 

From time to time, it is said that a Master Mason has never joined another Masonic body simply because 
he has never been asked to join. This sentiment is one that is unfortunate and unproductive for Scottish 
Rite Freemasonry - another missed opportunity to invite a new candidate into our organization. We have 
been cautioned many times that the solicitation of men to become members of our Craft is improper. 
However, the act of Masons encouraging fellow Masons to join another Masonic body is considered to be 
quite proper. 
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Our own members are the best means of promoting our cause and are our best ambassadors of all that the 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry has to offer. One way of accomplishing this is through the effective 
utilization of information cards. Planned events within our Masonic community provide us with excellent 
opportunities to market our organization, and to furnish us with the names of potential members.

This is a subject requiring much thought and research. Our thanks to the following resources: The 
Alberta Grand Lodge Doric Renewal Plan, The Grand Lodge of Manitoba Trestleboard, The Grand Lodge 
of Oklahoma Hiram II, The Northern Light, The Scottish Rite Journal, The Western Canada Conference, 
A number of Valley Secretaries who replied to our requests, and our Committee Members' knowledge 
and experience. 

Foreword: 

The success of this Task depends on the success of the Membership and Leadership Committees. The 
manner in which a new member is introduced into masonry will in many cases determine his future in the 
Craft. He shoidd receive sincere and heartfelt welcome from all members present. A good impression 
from the quality of the degree is essential. Members need to help the new Brother feel that he has 
entered into a new way of life, new ideas, new challenges, and new opportunities for self-development 
but above all, a Masonic family. Scottish Rite members need to take part in this welcome and education. 
Leadership is the key to success. We need strong, committed, dedicated and enthusiastic leaders in each 
Valley to ensure that our programs will accomplish the desired result. A good Leader will have a strong 
desire to actively guide The Craft to new levels of accomplishment. He cannot do it alone but is the 
catalyst to make things happen. The final test of a Leader is that he leaves behind him, in other men, the 
conviction and the will to carry on.. The genius of a good leader is to leave behind him a situation which 
common sense can deal with success fully". - Walter Lippman. 

Revitalization and growth rely on what Masons do, how they act with one another, and how they 
transform theory and symbolism into action. We will be judged by our reputation and performance, not 
our good intentions. Programs and activities suggested in this report will regain involvement of inactive 
members and attract new members. We suggest each individual focus his efforts on one project at a time. 
Each Valley has members of many talents, if each will adopt a project of their liking and pursue that line 
of action with enthusiasm, commitment and dedication they are sure to be successful. If every member of 
a Valley was involved in at least one project, there would be no demits or suspensions. We realize this is 
not likely; however, the more members that are involved the larger the Masonic family. We have listed a 
number of activities that can involve as few as 3 or 4 members which, if done within the Scottish Rite 
umbrella, will encourage and expand interest within the Valley. 
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Our problems do not lie with the ritual and ceremony, its teachings, or with the usages and customs. The 
problems lie within ourselves as Masons. We need to adjust our habits so as to develop our character - 
spiritually, socially and physically. Masonry cannot build your character; you must build your own 
character. It takes effort, commitment, enthusiasm and dedication to Masonic principles to build 
character. Life in itself is a constant search for wisdom and truth. Scottish Rite Masonry is perhaps the 
most perfect vehicle that man has yet devised to pursue the attainment of those goals. 

We need to put aside a portion of our time to make a daily advancement in Masonic knowledge and to 
develop within our Masonic family. We need to develop a vital and dynamic fraternity; our dedication 
will determine our future! 

Valleys that consistently and enthusiastically participate in the following programs will increase and 
improve: 

Leadership: 

A regular series of training sessions for the improvement of all members will be invaluable to members 
not only for Scottish Rite but also for their own personal improvement. Valleys need to hold sessions on 
an on-going basis, two or three each year. 

A survey may be taken to see where the members feel there is a need, and focus on that particular 
requirement. We cannot afford unprepared Leadership if we want to succeed. A strong committed and 
capable leader will always remain, as one of our most important needs. We must devise plans to develop 
them. 

Membership Committee: 

A committee to acquire new members. Appoint one or two Scottish Rite members in each Lodge in the 
jurisdiction to make sure the Craft Lodge members are aware of the benefits of Scottish Rite knowledge. 
(Refer to it as the College of Freemasonry.) 

Create buddy or mentor systems between Craft members and Scottish Rite members. Buddies who share 
similar involvements will be encouraged to develop and participate in Masonry. Learned members will 
be able to help younger brethren understand the Masonic teachings and principals contained in the ritual 
and help their development as Scottish Rite Masons. 

Develop a Phoning and Visitation committee to keep in touch with all members. Some may need help; 
some will just want to talk if they cannot get around, others may feel the Valley does not care. It may 
provide the opportunity for inactive members to renew commitment while some members may have a 
grievance they wish to explain. Take shut-ins to lunch now and then, they will appreciate it and they will 
talk about it with their family and friends, thus improving the image of the Rite. In any event, keep in 
touch with the members, it will pay off. 

The phoning committee could conduct a survey of the members to make sure they have not moved, (to 
provide information for a roster). The survey might also include information about their family, (to help 
provide family programs), their interest in sports and recreation, hobbies and other special interests. You 
may find an interesting subject for an evening of fellowship. 

Degree Committee: 

This committee needs dedicated and enthusiastic members who will chair several sub-committees. 
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Planning: 

Degrees could be planned over a two-year period freeing up nights for other activities or having fewer 
meetings during the year. 

Ritualistic Committee: 

Should consist of several members who can help the degree directors in presenting an interesting and 
polished degree. Members who have acting experience would be a great help. 

The first real impression a new member has is the 4th degree. When it is poorly performed that negative 
image will remain with him and will be hard to change. The degree director must develop pride and self¬ 
esteem in all his cast members. The wish to become the best will not only be illustrated in the degree but 
will carry over into his personal life. 

Regalia Committee: 

Regalia should be inspected on a regular basis and kept in good condition. Old and shabby regalia should 
be replaced; new props should be provided when needed. First class costumes and props will improve the 
degree presentations. 

Make-up Committee: 

Good make-up improves the presentation of a degree. There are theatre players in most every location 
that will be happy to help develop capable make-up artists. Make-up is not necessary in all degrees, but it 
does create an overwhelming effect in some. 

Replacement: 

This can be one man or a committee to interview all members and keep a roster of prospective 
replacements for directors to choose from, including an assessment of talents, memory, voice, large parts, 
small parts, acting ability, speaking or non-speaking, lectures and any requests from them. It is important 
to be able to fill a position for members who have been doing the same part for years. It has been 
suggested that degree participants should be replaced every five years to give new members a chance to 
participate. One Valley has two members that share a role every other year. 

Host: 

The degree team could act as the host for the evening at the festive board, planning the refreshments and 
program. This will enable the members to meet and talk to the degree team, promoting fellowship and 
goodwill. (The Valley of Calgary is presenting the 8th degree in a dinner theatre format on April 7th, 
2003, the cast will be the waiters). 

Host the wives, family and friends to the Easter Sunday breakfast and re-lighting the lights. Make sure 
the event is timed to allow families to attend a church of their choice. 

Inter-Valley Visitations: 

Inviting another Valley to perform a degree for you will generate interest with the members and make 
new friends from other Valleys. Some of the smaller Valleys may not be able to perform all the degrees 
and would welcome the opportunity to see a degree that has not been put on it their Valley for many years 
Honorary Inspectors-General members from larger Valleys can provide help to the smaller struggling 
Valleys by regular visitations and participation in their degrees. 
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Communication: 

We must keep our members informed; Supreme Council has for the last three years attempted to 
encourage better use of the monthly newsletter by providing awards for the most newsworthy publication. 
The notices have improved greatly over this period; however, there can be more information included. 
Reports from members and committees can create interest. 

A Valley events calendar is imperative, the members need to know ahead of time to plan their 
participation. Calendars from surrounding Valleys will encourage visitations from members. 

Members should be kept informed at least two or three times during the year regarding their dues status. 
It is much easier to pay one years dues than catch up with two years of back dues. They might even want 
to pay in quarterly payments. Events must be promoted by all means possible, in the newsletter, by word 
of mouth, a special invitation and if possible use e-mail for a reminder as the event draws closer. (Never 
let it be said "1 didn't know') 

The secretary has the responsibility to ensure the efficient operation of all aspects of the business of the 
Valley. Care should be taken in acquiring an active and enthusiastic member to fill this office. The 
Valley members should not expect him to perform duties that are the responsibilities of other officers. 
The secretary needs time to coordinate the business of the Valley and provide the information required by 
members and committees. 

A regular mail out to the Craft Lodges in the immediate area with information about activities and dates 
for meetings may be helpful in encouraging new members. 

Education: 

On going programs using video, audio and print media to increase the Masonic knowledge of valley 
members. 

Organize a study group to keep up to date on Masonic publications. A summary or book report could be 
given as Masonic education. This will encourage more Masonic reading and fellowship among the 
brethren. There are Masonic books on Tapes and CD's that can be a help to the vision-impaired. Some of 
the brethren might do research on Masonic music and have concerts to exemplify them. Talented 
members could develop Masonic games for the members. (MW Bro. Hugh Young in Calgary developed 
a Game called "Masonic Trivia," it is available from the Grand Lodge of Alberta at a cost of $35.00) 

Library: 

Each Valley should develop a library to accept and preserve Masonic books and artifacts that may be 
donated from the brethren. This will give the members an opportunity to do research for papers. 

Sick and Visiting Committee: 

To ensure the sick and shut-in members and their families they are both remembered and cared for. This 
program may consist of an in-Valley system of identifying all sick and shut-in members, an active 
visitation committee to contact and visit, and report to the Valley their condition. Committee members 
should make personal visits to the homes or hospital rooms of the sick or shut-in brethren. Personal visits 
show a special concern and allow members to "really reach out and touch someone" The membership 
telephone committee can be of great assistance to this committee. 

Masonic Widows Committee: 

Develop a list of all widows with addresses and phone numbers. Maintain regular contact throughout the 
year. Report any sickness or assistance that is required. Offer transportation to and from Valley events, 
medical appointments, shopping, Etc. (Calgary presents a Rose to all the Widows at Easter, by a personal 
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visit from members of the Valley.) Send personal invitations to each widow for a Valley event. Make 
sure they don't feel forgotten. 

Valley Activity Committee: 

Plan and organize a quality Ladies Night once a year to show the Ladies that we really care. This should 
be a joint effort by all the bodies in the Valley and could include friends and members from Lodges in 
your area. 

Establish a Fellowship Day and invite Brethren, their Ladies, children and friends to a day of fellowship 
and enjoyment. It can be annually or more frequent. Participating Valley members contribute to an 
increased level of fellowship with brethren, and a better understanding of the Rite by their families and 
friends. Members may be assigned to develop activities for all age groups for the day. The participants 
could be given a sign-in sheet asking for suggestions as to activities, location and date. An Inter-Valley 
golf tournament on an annual basis has provided fellowship and a chance to make new friends and at the 
same time raised funds for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. An annual Christmas party for the 
children or a lunch for the senior members will provide fun and fellowship for the members, friends and 
families. An activity before summer break and another one after summer break may encourage members 
to share their holiday experiences. 

Some other possibilities are: Barbeques, Potluck Dinners, Lobster Boils, Pancake Breakfasts, Chilli 
Competitions, Camping and Horseshoe Tournaments. 

Youth Group Support: 

The Valley needs to actively support youth groups such as DeMolay and Job's Daughters by developing 
and maintaining a group of adults to provide physical, spiritual and financial encouragement to them. 
Host a Youth Night and invite the presiding officers to present a 3 to 5 minute talk on their organization. 
A report should be made at Valley meetings, with any special needs explained and referred for 
appropriate action. 

Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation: 

Each Valley must have an appointed Foundation representative to keep up to date on the activities of the 
Foundation. He should supply regular information to the members by a short article in the newsletter. 
The Foundation representative in the Valley should give an annual report on the progress of the 
Foundation immediately after Supreme Council. It will be his responsibility to receive and present any 
cheques to any bursary recipients in his Valley, preferably in the lodge room and with suitable pictures 
taken to record the event. A write-up for the minute book will preserve the event. 

Learning Centres: 

This is one of the most exciting opportunities that have been proposed in the last few years. All Valleys 
are encouraged to investigate the possibilities of opening a centre in their area. This is a community 
project that will provide help to many children with Dyslexia and will provide visibility for the Scottish 
Rite and an opportunity for our members to become involved. The pilot project in London will provide a 
working plan to follow. 

Dues: 

A dues structure that will ensure a Valley remains in a sound financial position is critical. A Valley 
cannot provide a quality operation unless they have money in the bank. A budget of five and ten year's 
duration will allow the Valley to plan for activities that will improve the membership. 

Fund Raising: 

Scottish Rite Valleys need to continue to raise money annually for the Charitable Foundation. There is 
now an opportunity now to establish a Capital Fund within the Valley to provide for a Learning Centre. 
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There are organizations and government programs that would donate funds for such a project. A fund 
raising project will stimulate member participation and keep interest high within the Valley. The 
inclusion of the Rite in Wills and Bequests should be encouraged in your area. 

Installations: 

Open installations have shown good results in some Valleys, giving the families and friends an 
opportunity to see and acquire a better understanding of the order. A joint installation of the bodies in a 
Valley has been tried in a couple locations with success. This Ritual has not yet been adopted by 
Supreme Council. 

Plays or Dramas: 

Can be used to attract Masonic and/or community participation and as a fund raiser [ie.: The Last Supper 
{in Cape Breton; Master Masons' Night]. 

Community Relations Committee: 

A group to investigate and organize programs the Valley can participate in with community 
organizations. 

Speakers Bureau: 

Organize a group of members who have interesting papers prepared and are willing to present them at 
Craft Lodges or other Valleys. Send this list to the Craft Lodges offering the service. Organize a 
Toastmasters dinner club for Brethren who would like training in public speaking. 

Additions: 

There are many activities that can be organized as part of the Scottish Rite Family that will bring 
members together in small groups for fellowship and education. A list of ideas are: bowling, golf, 
photography, cooking, music, softball, dinner theatres, progressive dinners, opera, gardening, curling, 
wine making, softball, chess, cribbage, bridge, fly-tying, fishing derbies, hunting, antique autos, 
carpentry, etc. You are limited only by your imagination, it can be as few as 2 or 3 and as large as all 
those who have the same interests. These activities do not have to be limited to Scottish Rite Masons. By 
involving Craft Masons and friends you may encourage them to become interested in the Scottish Rite 
and help the 'family' grow. 

Summary: 

We believe that only by involving all members in the Valley will the interest of the members of a Valley 
be maintained and expanded. Brethren working together on common objectives will create a strong 
family attraction that will build in the years to come. To paraphrase a cliche "The family that plays 
together stays together" 

Note: 

All the foregoing suggestions will be of no consequence if there are not committed and dedicated 
members to carry them out with Leadership and enthusiasm. 

It is our belief that the key to retaining members is to devote the time and effort at the beginning of a new 
candidate's entrance into Masonry to ensure he is fully aware of the challenge that is before him. 'That is 
to build his character and become a better man through the tenets and teachings of Freemasonry.' Scottish 
Rite Masons must be part of this development within the Craft Lodges as well as in the Scottish Rite.

It is my understanding that the " Preliminary Report " has already been circulated to the members of the 
Advisory Council. To date, save several conversations with our Sovereign Grand Commander, 
Chancellor and the Special Assistant Ill. Bro. Wm. Newson, 33 ,1 have received little or no feed back. 

1 will therefore proceed to outline the " Actions and Recommendations " that I believe will best achieve 
the goals of the Task Force # 3: 

Management Committee 

I maintain that it is imperative that a " Management Committee " be established as a Standing Committee 
of Supreme Council and duly added to the Standing Committees of Supreme Council as outlined in the 
Statutes And Regulations Of Supreme Council. 

The said Management Committee would have the authority to make decisions on behalf of Supreme 
Council throughout the year and thereby, deliver timely management decisions so desperately needed to 
meet our ongoing challenges. Naturally, the actions, decisions, recommendations etc. taken during the 
year would be reported to Supreme Council at the Annual Session for ratification by Supreme Council. 
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Powers and Duties of The Management Committee 


"To advance the work of Supreme Council, and the welfare of the Rite generally, by providing more 
intensive, informed and timely advice for the decision making and policy formulation functions of 
Supreme Council; 

To take under review and report on from time to time, either on its own initiative or on reference from the 
Sovereign Grand Commander or Supreme Council, single issues that require disposition in the interest of 
the welfare and due administration of the Rite; 

To receive from the Deputies and Co-Deputies their reports with respect to the Valleys throughout our 
Jurisdiction and report thereon to Supreme Council with recommendations for whatever remedial action 
may be prompted by these reports; 

To conduct a continuing review of recommendations made by other Standing and Special Committees of 
Supreme Council and report to Supreme Council for approval of remedial action; 

To consider and report to Supreme Council on any special proposals for constitutional amendments 
referred to it from the Annual Session of Supreme Council; 

To make recommendations to Supreme Council concerning any changes, constitutional or otherwise, 
deemed to be desirable for the better and more orderly administration of the Rite by Supreme Council; 

To consider and report to Supreme Council on any matters referred to it by Supreme Council; 

To report to Supreme Council annually and on such further occasions as Supreme Council may stipulate 
or as the Committee may deem desirable; 

Without limiting the generality of the foregoing, to act in an advisory capacity to the Sovereign Grand 
Commander and Supreme Council in all matters deemed to be in the best interests of and for the better 
administration of the Rite.” 

Note; The foregoing are for information only and could be added to, deleted or altered as the case may be, 
should such a Committee be established.

1 would suggest that the Committee composition would be as follows:

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Note: The Appointed members would be for a fixed term say two [2] years and their appointment could 
be renewable at the discretion of the Sovereign Grand Commander for an other two [2] year term and so 
on. 

Again, the foregoing is for discussion purposes only. 

Meetings 

As 1 stated in an earlier report cost certainly is a concern, but if we don't act, it may ultimately be a mute 
point as there is much to do in the Quarry of Scottish Rite Masonry. 

1 would suggest that initially, there would be need for say four meetings and one at the Annual Session. 

Naturally, the required meetings would be predicated on the agenda to be undertaken by the Management 
Committee. 

However, 1 would foresee that the " Advisory Council" would only meet say once at the Annual Session. 

Standing and Special Committees of Supreme Council 

Once again, 1 would suggest that should a Management Committee be established, one of the first agenda 
items would be form an ad hoc committee to review the whole committee structure of Supreme Council 
and the respective mandates of each committee. As stated before, 1 suspect that some committees have 
outlived their original purpose, while at the same time, there probably is a need to create new committees 
to address new areas of concern. 

Again, I would recommend that the Lieutenant Grand Commander be the direct liaison for the 
committee Chairmen to the Management Committee and the Chairmen would report directly to the 
Lieutenant Grand Commander. This would not only tie the committee Chairmen to one " boss, " but at 
the same time, it would keep the Lieutenant Grand Commander appraised of the activities of the 
committees and this would carry into his term as Sovereign Grand Commander. Also, this would tend to 
take some of the administrative work and pressure of committee work away from the Sovereign Grand 
Commander and allow him to concentrate on other areas and endeavours. 

1 would further suggest that committee composition be drawn along the lines of Geography for the ease 
of meeting, communicating and as a result reduced costs and more effective committee work. The 
committee locations would be rotated on a periodic basis across Canada. 

The Office of Deputy and Co-Deputy to the Provinces 

1 would suggest that these offices continue to report directly to the Sovereign Grand Commander, since 
they are his representative to the Valleys. However, 1 believe that these individuals should become more 
involved in the affairs of the Valleys under their jurisdiction if not already doing so and tend to minimize 
the ceremonial role. They should concentrate more on the condition of the Valleys and work more 
closely with the Valley officers etc. No doubt some seminars should be arranged for the Deputies to 
stress actions to be taken in their respective Valleys. 

The Deputies and Co-Deputies would be charged with implementing Supreme Council programs 
designed by the various committees and approved by The Management Committee. They would also 
tend to monitor the results and report back to Supreme Council. 
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If feasible, it might be prudent for the Deputies and Co-Deputies of a Province or region to meet with the 
resident Active Members and Past Active Members on an informal basis annually to review activities, 
concerns etc. of Valleys in their respective areas and generally share information.. 

Administration 


Concerns with respect to administration in general would be handled on an ongoing basis by the 
Management Committee or would be referred to an ad hoc committee to review and report back to the 
Management Committee for action. 

In Conclusion 


1 respectfully submit that if the foregoing suggestions are implemented the overall structure of Supreme 
Council will be " tightened up ". Day to day administration will be dealt with on a more timely basis, 
while there will be more accountability by Committees, Officers etc. 

For your convenience, I am enclosing a copy of a proposed " Organization Chart ", which gives effect to 
the foregoing recommendations and suggestions. 

Preliminary Report for TASK NUMBER 3 

Re: Preliminary Report On The Task Force To Create A Proposed Structure To Effectively Manage 
Supreme Council Affairs In Canada 

At a meeting of The Advisory Council of Supreme Council held April 8, 2002, it was decided that a 
number of " Task Forces " should be established to address numerous concerns as they affect our 
Supreme Council. 

Accordingly, I was assigned the task "To Create a Proposed Structure to Effectively Manage Supreme 
Council Affairs in Canada, giving Consideration To Geographic Representation and NATIONAL 
Representation." 

Introduction: 


Being a new Active Member of Supreme Council and somewhat unfamiliar with the organization and 
management of Supreme Council, 1 must admit that I have approached the task with some trepidation. 

Nevertheless, I appreciate the opportunity Sovereign Grand Commander to assist in this endeavour to 
better manage the affairs of our Supreme Council. 

Preliminary Work: 

In order to prepare this report I first reviewed the current organization and management of Supreme 
Council together with the duties and responsibilities of the officers of Supreme Council and the role of the 
" Advisory Council "as outlined in Article 34 of the Statutes and Regulations Of The Supreme Council 
33° 

In addition to the foregoing, I have also reviewed the duties and responsibilities of the standing and 
special committees of Supreme Council and in the course of my " Preliminary Work " have interviewed a 
number of Officers and concerned brethren with respect to the management of Supreme Council, 
including numerous discussions with yourself. 
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Preliminary Findings: 


L Office Of The Sovereign Grand Commander: 

By virtue of the office of Sovereign Grand Commander, it would appear that basically the whole 
organizational, management and responsibility for the activities or lack thereof of Supreme Council rest 
with the office of" Sovereign Grand Commander " save advice rendered by the Advisory Council, the 
Officers, the Deputies and Co-Deputies, The Active Members of Supreme Council and The Special 
Assistant to the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

In addition to the foregoing, the office of Sovereign Grand Commander demands a ceremonial presence 
not only in the various Valleys throughout Canada, but on the North American stage and occasionally 
overseas. 

2. The Advisory Council: 

1 would respectfully submit that the “ Advisory Council as currently mandated is in fact just an 
advisory committee and I quote from Article 34 of 'The Statutes and Regulations of The Supreme Council 

33_, " There shall be an Advisory Council consisting of the Sovereign Grand Commander, the Past 

Sovereign Grand Commanders, Lieutenant Grand Commander, Grand Chancellor, Grand Secretary - 
General, and Grand Treasurer-General. The Council which shall meet at least twice each year and at such 
other times as the Sovereign Grand Commander may elect, shall consider of interest to this Supreme 
Council and advise the Sovereign Grand Commander thereon. [ 1977 ] 

It would appear to the writer that over the years, this committee has assumed the mantle or role of a " 
Management Committee "despite not being mandated to that role and serves its original role of an ' 
Advisory Source " to the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

I would submit that given that this Council meets basically twice or times a year, under the current 
mandate, it simply cannot effectively manage the daily and ongoing affairs of this Supreme Council as 
they relate to the Committee work, the routine business of Supreme Council and deliberate on a timely 
basis the concerns and matters to be implemented to co@ and aright the affairs of this Supreme Council. 

3. The Standing & Special Committees Of Supreme Council: 

Again, to the writer, it would appear that both the " Standing & Special Committees " of Supreme Council 
tend to act somewhat independently with virtually little or no supervision to monitor their activities, 
mandates or program. In some cases, the committees have laid dormant for years with no real activity or 
contribution being made towards our goals. 1 suspect that direction when forthcoming originates from the 
office of the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

4. Deputies and Co-Deputies: 

My observations basically indicate that these brethren by and large work independently in their respective 
Provinces and perform primarily a ceremonial role, again with little or no supervision save that of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander. These brethren are probably the most important of all in the management 
of our Supreme Council, since they are on " The Front Lines " so to speak and are in a position to assist to 
implement meaningful programs designed by the committees to meet the demands expressed by the 
brethren. An example would be membership retention and new membership, financing difficulties in 
various Valleys etc. I suspect that the only contact with Supreme Council per se is with the Sovereign 
Grand Commander and perhaps the resident Active and Past Active brethren in their locale. 
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Administration: 


It would appear that here again, the Administration of this Supreme Council i.e. the office of Supreme 
Council and the financial area tends to work somewhat independently with little or no supervision except 
at stated times such as at Supreme Council Session time. Any difficulties perceived or real in the office 
setting probably can be traced to the fact that we have a part-time Grand Secretary-General and a lull time 
Executive-Secretary and a Grand Treasurer-General, who works primarily on his own with little or no 
ongoing support. 

In conclusion, the foregoing completes my pre observations as they relate to the structure and operations 
of Supreme Council. I believe that there are serious deficiencies in the overall management structure of 
Supreme Council. It now only remains to recommend changes that will address these concerns indicated 
above as well as addressing those concerns expressed by the brethren at large. 

We must adopt and implement a structure that will provide effective, day to day, hands on management to 
not only manage the affairs of Supreme Council, but provide the necessary leadership and management to 
address the concerns and challenges affecting the very existence of Supreme Council . 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1. Management Committee: 

I believe that the most important and immediate action required is to establish a true " Management 
Committee " with the authority to make decisions on behalf of Supreme Council throughout the year. 
Thereby, delivering timely management decisions so desperately needed. Naturally, the actions, 
decisions, recommendations etc. taken during the year would be reported to Supreme Council at the 
Annual Session for ratification. Effectively, it would act as a clearing house on an ongoing basis. 

As I see it, the foregoing could be accomplished in basically two [ 2 ] ways. Either a totally new 
Committee would be established known as the " Management Committee " and the existing " Advisory 
Council " would continue to function as it is currently mandated or the current " Advisory Council" be 
converted into a " Management Committee " and be so legislated. 

Naturally, the number and composition of a new re-structured committee would have to be determined, 
however I would suggest that the Lieutenant Grand Commander would be assigned as the Presiding 
Member. 

I recognize that there will be a cost involved to have a Committee of this nature meet on a more frequent 
basis, however given our current problems and concerns, I submit that if we do not act the cost will be far 
greater in the foreseeable future. 

2. Standing and Special Committees of Supreme Council: 

I would first suggest that should a Management Committee be established in one form or another, one of 
the first projects to be undertaken would be to form an ad hoc committee to review the whole committee 
structure and the respective mandates of each committee. I suspect some have outlived their purpose, 
while at the same time, there probably is need to create new committees to address new areas. 

For instance, it would probably be prudent to split the Audit & Finance Committee [ 2 ] committees. 

One an Audit & Finance Committee to be involved directly in the financial affairs of Supreme Council 
and to work with the Grand Secretary-General and the other the Committee on Valley Finances. 
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I would recommend that the Lieutenant Grand Commander be the direct liaison for the committee 
chairmen to the Management Committee and the Chairman would report directly to the Lieutenant Grand 
Commander. This would not only tie the committee chairmen to one " boss ", but at the same time, it 
would keep the Lieutenant Grand Commander appraised of the activities of the committees and would 
carry into his term as Sovereign Grand Commander. This would also tend to take some of the pressure 
off of the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

1 would also suggest that committee composition be drawn along the lines of geography for the ease of 
meeting, communicating and with a view of reducing related costs. The committee locations would be 
rotated on a periodic basis across Canada. 

3. Deputes and Co-Deputies: 

I would suggest that these offices continue to report directly to the Sovereign Grand Commander since 
they appear to his representative to the Valleys however, 1 believe that these offices should become more 
involved in the affairs of the Valleys if not already doing so and tend to minimize the ceremonial role and 
deal with the condition of the Valleys and work more closely with the Valley officers etc. 

It might be prudent for the Deputies and Co-Deputies of a Province or region to meet with the resident 
Active members of the Province or region on an annual basis to review activities, concerns etc. of the 
Valleys in their respective areas. 

The Deputies and Co-Deputies would be charged with implementing programs designed by the various 
committees and approved by the Management Committee. 

4. Administration: 


Any concerns with respect to administration would generally be referred to the Management Committee 
for solution and either they would rule or refer the problem to a committee or an ad-hoc committee to 
address and report back. 

In Conclusion: 


1 trust the foregoing assessment and suggested recommendations form a start on the re-structuring 
process. As mentioned, this is merely the " Preliminary Report ” and no doubt will require ongoing 
review and refinement 

1 am also enclosing two [ 2 ] schedules of the proposed Organizational Chart for your review.

FINAL REPORT 


The Task #4 Committee first consisted of Phil Raymond, 330, and Harold Crosby, 33". Later on, we co¬ 
opted Roger Lintaman, 320, Grand Treasurer of the Valley of Halifax, to assist us. 

We agreed that care must be taken to offer a proposal that will be acceptable to the Grand Secretaries and 
other Senior Members of the Valleys. With both of our experiences as Chairman of the Committee on 
Audit and Finance, we knew that there are some significant differences in the way that the Valleys 
prepare their Financial Reports, and we feel that it would be counter-productive to dictate major changes 
in their methods. The Committee on Audit and Finance must continue to review the Annual Returns and 
report deficiencies to the Deputies. 

We strongly recommend that the Deputies be urged to take a more active role in discussing those reports 
with the Grand Secretaries. 

For the last 10 years the Annual Reports of the Committee on Audit and Finance have urged each Valley 
to prepare a five-year financial forecast. We suggest that such a 5-year forecast should be included with 
the Annual Financial Returns of each Valley, and reviewed by the Committee on Audit and Finance along 
with the existing AF Forms that are required annually. We have included a proposed copy of a new form 
(Form AF7) to be used for that purpose. Discussing the contents of that AF Form, it was agreed that we 
should minimise the detail, but insist that all information called for on that AF Form is fully provided. 

This document is intended to be constructive and supportive in nature. Its purpose is to provide a 
consistent template for all bodies to use in developing longer-term plans and strategies to accomplish 
objectives identified in attempting to achieve a balanced budget. Annual monitoring of this long-term 
plan must be updated from time to time and, at the very least, once each year. 

The document consists of one single page. The major expenses are to be identified separately, and the 
lesser expenses should be combined under one heading. The focus of the exercise is to identify the 
amount of expense or revenue realignment required to achieve a balanced budget. Specific strategies then 
are required to be developed to affect the desired change in the expense or revenue items identified. 
Supporting explanations and infonnation in terms of changes planned and, later on, significant reasons for 
non-partial, or full achievement, should be appended. 

The major revenue being dues, that income should be calculated carefully, and be based on actuarial 
assumption of life expectancy, where possible. The investment income should be calculated based on 
conservative estimates following discussions with investment advisors. The major expenses should be 
reviewed individually in relation to potential cost explanations over each of the ensuing five years. These 
cost increases should be factored in as applicable over the ensuing periods

My Dear Brother Norman, Sovereign Grand Commander; 

I have put much thought into your request of May 3, 2002. Like you, 1 am deeply concerned for the long¬ 
term future of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry in Canada. Like other national 
organizations of our size we have many things happening at the same time, which require our attention in 
order for us to operate on a day-to-day basis. While it is certainly easy to find things to complain about 
and improve, we must get back to basics and understand clearly and unequivocally, who we are and what 
we stand for. With this clear understanding we will be able to confidently plan for the future and move 
ahead in ways we have not even dreamed of yet. 

We need to continue to devote much study to the following three questions; 

1. What are we most passionate about (includes our core values)? 

2. What can we be the best in the world at? And 

3. What drives our economic engine? 

Our study of these three questions will help us sort out all of our operating decisions and strategies as we 
move ahead into the future. 

1 believe that we are most passionate about the advanced study and dramatic presentation of ethics and 
morality. We can be the best in the world at this. 

The third question "What drives our economic engine?" is now relatively straight forward. Currently we 
obtain our revenues as follows: 

• First, at the membership level we charge initiation fees, which are much like tuition. This means 
that a member will obtain his fourteenth, eighteenth, and/or thirty-second degree (i.e., graduation 
points), and Supreme Council obtains a one-time fee for each registration and certificate. 

• Second, we charge either a commuted dues fee and/or an annual dues fee, which allows the new 
member to continue to profess his newly found knowledge to others. A portion of this fee is 
forwarded annually to Supreme Council as per capita assessment." 

• Third, we generate investment income from capital accumulated over our 127years of operation. 

1 recommend that we proceed as follows: 

1. Review and carefully determine our needs including what is value added. An example would be the 
Annual Proceedings currently sold for $1 1 per copy and costing approximately $13 per copy for printing 
and $23 per copy in variable preparation costs. 1 recommend that we determine if the HIG's & SGIG's 
would be willing to pay $50 per copy as is, or to seek other more cost effective ways of delivering this 
valuable service. Could we not offer this information by way of e-mail or e-letter distribution and thereby 
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download the responsibility and cost of printing to the user? If an interested or authorized individual 
wanted hard copy they should be prepared to pay. 

This alone should save us more than the printing and storage costs of upwards of $15,000. 

2. Reconsider our efforts with regard to advancing our candidates to the thirty-second degree. At our 
current annual assessment of $3.25 per member per body, if every member with fourteen degrees had 
thirty-two degrees, we would generate an additional $24,768 per year successively in assessments. 

This area should be relatively straightforward. We need to run a find routine on the computer to 
determine the names of members who have the fourteenth degree and not the eighteenth degree, and 
members who have the eighteenth degree and not the thirty-second degree. 

We then set forth an agreed upon routine between Supreme Council (SGC/LGC and the various Deputies 
and SGIGs) and each Valley that facilitates a series of contacts with these members. These contacts need 
to be designed to encourage the member to finish his Scottish Rite education and ensure that we have 
done everything in our power to help that process. We need to know that there is nothing more that we 
could in this regard. We would need logical support and computer coordination. This can be arranged. 

This would also result at least initially with a boost in new membership for most Valleys (also much 
needed financial resources.) 

3. Consider increasing the assessment by 75 f to $4.00 per member per body per year. That would 
generate an additional $48,072 per year. 

4. Consider increasing the setup fee for registration and certificates for new (currently numbering 900) 
members by $10. That would result in additional annual revenue of $24,000. 

5. Consider having a variable assessment each year based on the previous years expenses and this years 
additional projects. This way there would always be enough money to operate Supreme Council. 

6. Consider member sponsorships for the Annual Proceedings, Supreme Councilor, Supreme Council 
Conventions WEB Site, etc. 

7. Consider operating an online bookstore that offered such items like Masonic books and magazines; 
AASR memorabilia; tie tacks, pins, coasters, mugs, ties, etc., much like an University. I would estimate 
an initial net annual contribution of $5,000. 

I propose we do this by way of a seamless strategic partnership. What 1 mean is teaming up with a 
partner that looks after all of the sales and shipping and forwards a fee to us for the privilege. Grand 
Lodge in Ontario currently generates gross revenue of -$14,000 per year and that is from walk in and 
lodge of instruction. Properly organized this should generate more. 

Items 6 & 7 will need extra attention because they are more business like and as such must be carefully 
integrated into our operations. 

I hope this brief gives you some ideas and answers the duty you assigned in task #5 "This task can only be 
completed in conjunction with the whole organization and in the context of the three questions.

Our costs are divided into four categories: Administration, Activities, Officers and Committees and the 
Annual Session. A more detailed analysis and comments for each classification within each of these 
categories is attached. 

Administration (pages 3-6) costs take 700 from every dollar of revenue.

* Items that must be addressed and resolved before progress can be made in other areas of our 
operations. 

Expenses on the financial schedules are just the "dollarization" of our activities. All activity is of concern 
with the good health and longevity of Supreme Council requiring the most diligent care and attention. 
The items marked with an asterisk are critical to the management of Supreme Council's activities and 
hence must be resolved before progress can be attained in all other areas of our operations. 

Total expenses represent $1.19 of every dollar of revenue. This deficit is absorbed by our investment 
income that at present is earning a return of 4.5 % on the Capital fund of S 1 .2 million. 
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The costs or expenses by classification and my comments thereon are listed on the attached schedules in 
the order that they appear on the financial statements. They have not been arranged in any order for 
priority and/or action. 

Revenues have not been analysed in this report. 1 do add that the present budget is based on the annual 
dues from each body for each member remaining at $3.25, a level that has been in effect for three years. 
The return on our investment is a critical part of balancing our revenue with expenses. Shrinking 
membership and falling interest rates are the two factors that are causing the decrease in our revenue. The 
budget and operating plan is to manage our affairs in such a manner to avoid any operating deficits.

Facilitation: 

Task Report: To Evaluate Supreme Council Cost -the value received for money being spent 

ADMINISTRATION: 

A) Salaries: present budget of $90,000 includes $8,000 for salary to update the database for 
membership addresses and an extra $5,000 salary from the Foundation for the Executive Secretary 
regarding the work for the Grant, Award and Bursary programs formerly done by the Roeher Institute. 
The salaries of one staff plus a percentage of the Executive Secretary's remuneration based on time spent 
for the Foundation is recovered from the Foundation. The share of the costs for the office space and 
shared equipment is also recovered. The Foundation pays its own operating cost. 

i) The staff is not qualified for their job descriptions. They are particularly weak in the financial, 
recording, financial statements and the year- end audit. The weakness is inherited and the result of 
hiring staff not qualified for the job descriptions and positions that they were hired to fill. 

ii) The salaries paid are based on a 30-hour week and as such are comparative for staff remuneration in 
Hamilton that would have the skills necessary to fulfill the job descriptions. An annual budget of $90,000 
should be sufficient to hire two staff that would be qualified to do the work required as outlined in the job 
descriptions. 

iii) Executive secretaries position would be paid full time office or administration manager with the skills 
to do the job. The candidate should be a Mason, 33 if possible, but a person with business experience is 
the first priority. 

iv) The office secretary would be full time and fulfill the duties required in the office - present job 
descriptions to be amalgamated and arranged for a staff of two. A third part time staff would be required 
annually while the annual returns are being received, filed and the membership rolls balanced. 

v) The Grand Secretary General is a non-paid position yet is the key to the leadership and administration 
and forms the base for the success for Supreme Council. 

vi) The Foundation accounts are also administered by Supreme Council office and the staff (1) is 
included in our budget and reimbursement is received from the Foundation. The duties have been divided 
so that the administration for the Foundation, other than the Executive Secretary, is performed by their 
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staff member. No change is necessary at the moment but may be required once the system problems are 
resolved and a better evaluation of the staff can be completed. System versus the staff s ability is difficult 
to separate and assess at the moment. The attitude and willingness to learn is good. 

vii) The London Learning Centre is scheduled to be opened in September 2003. During the current year, 
systems for administration and record-keeping to be performed in the Hamilton office have been 
established. There have been three joint meetings between the London committee and Hamilton office in 
reviewing the plan for the operations of this centre. All funds are received and deposited by the Hamilton 
office and tax receipts issued which will continue to be funnelled through the Hamilton office. The 
operating expenses are to be paid by the London office and will be incorporated in the monthly and 
annual statements for the Foundation. 

B) Pension - $200 per month for life of former employee. No action required but staff changes may lead 
to some settlement costs that may add to the budget and could be shown under this classification. 

C) Employee Benefits. No action required. These costs consist of government costs for employment 
insurance and Canada Pension Plan premiums related to the salary payroll. Registration for coverage 
under The Workers' Compensation Board is not required. There are no other staff benefits other than 
vacation pay for part time staff. 

D) Rent: Payable to Towers Inc. and is fixed at $15,000 per year for a five-year lease that expires 2006. 
The lease includes utilities, building maintenance and security but not office cleaning. 

E) Postage: The postage meter is shared with the foundation, the costs calculated and invoiced on a 
monthly basis. Extra postage costs (estimated at $2,000) have been incurred for the Proceedings and the 
new Statutes and Regulation inserts and binders. 

F) Telephone: The advent of e-mail has reduced the telephone costs and we expect this trend will 
continue. 

G) Property Maintenance now is for office cleaning only. All other property maintenance costs are 
covered in the lease with Towers Inc. 

H) Equipment Maintenance r elates to office equipment. A photocopier and postage meter are the main 
equipment in the office and require little maintenance, as most of this equipment is now treated as 
"disposable". The computers are covered under the Computer Service classification. Joint use of 
equipment with the other offices in the building (Towers and the Club) is noted under (J) Office 
equipment. 

I) Supplies: Office supplies exclude office equipment and stationery that are included under their 
respective classifications. 

J) Office Equipment: Equipment as required is requested in the annual budget. Each request is 
evaluated as a part of the annual budget preparation process. A study should be made with the Club and 
Towers that also have office space in this building regarding the photocopier, telephone, e-mail and 
computer systems for any advantage in improving the quality of the equipment that would be available to 
the three organizations and affordable through cost sharing. A common receptionist may be to our mutual 
advantage. 1 also suggest that a common accounting system and staff may also result in professional 
accounting systems, recording and reports being maintained and produced on a timely basis for these 
organizations as well as the other three bodies - Lodge, Chapter and the Consistory. 
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K) Professional Fees: are almost 100% for the annual audit. Grant Thornton already reduces the annual 
billing to Supreme Council to cover their cost for staff. Strides have been made to have the time required 
by the audit staff reduced by having our own staff prepare the necessary schedules and entries. More 
work is still required. Monthly statement preparation is assisting with finding problems and correcting 
the same. A routine and deadlines for the work to be done have been established, the supervision and 
discipline to have it performed and available regularly is being addressed. This matter is also addressed 
under Admin salaries. 

L) Computer Consulting and Training: arranged as required. The new system was installed and the 
training completed during the fiscal year ended May 31, 2002. The requirements for 2003 and future 
years will be a part of the budget process, with system requirements and upgrades being presented and 
approved on an ongoing basis. The implementation of a central membership address database is being 
explored. 

M) Insurance . Costs gave risen significantly during the last year and are expected to continue at this 
level. The premiums quoted for 2003 have increased about $400.00 over those for last year. Coverage 
under the present policies should be reviewed and updated annually. 

N) Printing includes all printing for the office stationery and degrees. It does not include printing for the 
Foundation. Seldon does all printing - competitive quotes should be obtained for printing as jobs are 
being purchased. An inventory of the degrees should be made. At present we are low, in some cases 
down to one copy for some degrees, and the degree is photocopied as requests for copies are received. 
An inventory has been to be taken, and the ritual committee advised. They are to report on degrees to be 
printed and any modifications required should be completed and approved before printing commences. 
Once we have the size of the project determined, we can then establish a plan and the annual budget to get 
our inventory back to an acceptable level. The degrees need to be scanned into the computer and 
reviewed. This is a major undertaking. Again start with a plan for an annual advancement to have this 
project completed. 

Degrees on CD's should be explored as an economical alternative to printing at Supreme Council. E-mail 
is another possibility to forward copies to the ritual committee and the Valleys. 

O) Web Site Costs approximate $900.00 per year net of the recovery of costs from the Valleys. The 
questions to be addressed are: 

i. How do we make more effective use of the website in making information interesting and available to 
the non-Scottish Riter who may also be a non mason? 

ii. How do we use the website to transmit data to our members, the Supreme Councilor, upcoming 
events, Valley notices for all to read but not necessarily at this point to replace mailing the summons. 

iii. The site must be available for frequent (monthly) changes to accommodate new data to keep all 
members aware of current happenings. 

iv. We have a committee responsible for "Information/Promotion" and they should be involved with 
maximizing the promotion and use of the website. 

P) Long-term Service Pins . The policy was changed at the last Advisory Council meeting reducing this 
expense by eliminating the 50-year jewel. Are there other awards or forms of recognition we wish to 
implement with a view of promoting increases in membership, participation and attendance? 

Q) Sundry is a contingency within the admin budget to provide for any unexpected expense. 
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ACTIVITIES: 


a) Proceedings incur a cost of $10,000 per year a reduction of $4,000 from the prior years costs by preparing 
the proof in the office for the printer in "camera ready form. This is the cost shown on the financial, 
statements, but the real cost is closer to $40,000 per year when you include the office staffs time in typing 
the document and the postage for mailing some of the copies. There is also an element of "free" time 
from volunteers in preparation of the content for the obituaries, minutes and schedules of data as well as 
proof reading. Copies are available to those who wish to order them (about 100 copies per year) for a fee 
of $15.00 that recovers the basic cost of printing and postage.

b ) Minutes of the executive and general sessions should be distributed via e-mail to the 33 
past actives. Make copies available through the mail to other members who are entitled to 
same at their request. 

c) Preliminary reports: We should continue our practice for the preliminary reports, 
distributed to the Active and Past Active before each annual session. The preliminary report includes to 
the Financial Reports except next year's budget, Committee reports and the reports from the Deputies. 
Copies are also available to the members at the annual session. Forward one copy to the Registrar of each 
Valley via e-mail or Canada Post if e-mail not available. Others who are entitled to receive copies would 
do so via e-mail upon request. 

d) Obituaries are of interest to the family and an obituary on a suitably decorated form could be printed 
from our computer and mailed to the family. The same data would be available to our members from the 
website. 

e) General Data and Statistics should be made available via e-mail on request to those who are entitled 
to it. Most of this information is of a general nature and is available through the website. 

f) The need to publish the Proceedings is hereby eliminated and a savings of $10,000 realized. This 
also frees up staff and volunteers with time for other duties such as the membership database, our 
members, the Supreme Councilor and other effective means of communicating with our members, the 
profile to attract new members. 

g) History of Supreme Council: A project to be completed. 

h) Statutes and Regulations have been changed from a printed booklet to a binder with loose-leaf 
inserts. A study was not made to prove that the change would result in a cost reduction. We have spent 
about $15,000 to date and still need an additional $8,000 for binders to have the number of covers match 
the number of inserts printed and on hand. A means of controlling the status of the binders issued and to 
see that the holders receive the inserts as changed or modified does not seem to be in place and would be 
difficult to administer.

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How does a member or the office know that a member has the latest and correct version of the statutes? 
With the booklet, you have the date issued and as it is bound you know the version as at a date which can 
readily establish if it is the latest version. It may be more expensive to print but it is cheaper in the long 
run for administration and confusions Mail is another cost, which has increased this year (estimated at 
$2,000) and directly related to mailing the binder for the statutes. 

i) Lectures of the Degrees - no budget requested for this year - none last year either. Spending is $2,771 
in 2003 and was $6,000 last year. We have recovered a total of $5,000 in costs to date. This booklet has 
been mailed which has also increases postage costs. A booklet for the lectures of the Rose Croix Degrees 
is being prepared and a budget for its cost should be included in the expenses for 2004. 

The Supreme Councilor is a valuable tool for communication with our members. Its success is 
contingent on the completion of the database that will enable us to mail copies directly to each member of 
the Lodge of Perfection for Canada. E-mail is an option that must be explored with provision to include 
the e-mail addresses for our members in the database, which would significantly reduce the printing and 
postage costs. Perhaps making the Supreme Councilor available on request would ensure that those who 
are interested receive a copy. The option of combining the Supreme Councilor with the Foundation 
newsletter needs further discussion. Communication with its members is critical in the success of every 
organization. The Supreme Councilor has not been published for three or four years and the first 
publication now must be First class if its success is to be realized and its regular publication continue. A 
compromise is essential to achieve the maximum success and benefit from this communication 
opportunity and tool. 

k) Leadership and Officer Training. We have course material on hand but have failed to provide for 
training across Canada. There have been some sessions in the British Columbia and no further requests. 
Having made the investment, we should promote the opportunity and increase the desire from the various 
Valleys to have the material and the course presented at the local levels. The material is also available on 
a CD. However, the office does not have the ability to produce copies on CD's, a matter to be addressed 
in the next budget. There are other situations (degrees, booklets of the lectures, questions and answers) 
that could be handled by with this feature as well. 

l) Public Relations. A budget of $5,000 has been allocated with no program m place. The public 
relation consultants for the Foundation (Fomberg and Associates) have indicated that a minimum of 
$15,000 is required to establish any worthwhile program. Further analysis should be assigned to a 
specific committee and recommendations presented for approval. We cannot continue and spend modest 
sums and expect any success from our efforts without a long-term plan prepared in conjunction with 
experts 

m) Donations: A sum is included in the budget for contingencies such as the Ice Storm and the Red 
River flood that we have supported in the past. The tragedy cannot be predetermined, but an amount has 
been included in the annual budget should the need arise. 

OFFICERS and COMMITTEES: 

1) Sovereign Grand Commander: The budget for our SGC is mainly in his hands as are his plans for 
his term of office. It would appear that the individual sets his own visitation schedule and other events 
and conferences he may choose to attend. A guideline of expectations should be prepared and presented 
to the prospective candidates for this office. It would seem that the plan at present is to visit every Valley 
once in his three-year term. Accordingly the Valleys should be aware and invited to indicate when they 
may wish a visit and incoiporate special events around the plan. It should not inflexible but should have 
inputs from both parties to result in the best economic factors as well as the best use of the time. Canada 
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is a big country and cost as well as time must be considered in establishing the plan. We cannot travel 
across the country with repeat visits in a short time frame, yet our success includes access and 
participation from the SGC. Serious consideration to delegate some of these activities to the LGC and the 
Deputies and other Past SGC should be undertaken. Visits to international conferences are included 
under the International Meetings classification. 

2) Lieutenant Grand Commander: No budget request has been received in the past six years that 1 
have been treasurer other than the travel costs to International Conferences and the Advisory Council 
meetings. These costs are included under those classifications. The LGC should be more involved with 
administration and visitation activities of Supreme Council to prepare him for the duties and 
responsibilities of the office of SGC. There are a number of Committees with no specific chain for 
reporting and accountability. The LGC could be the reporting link and monitor and direct the activities of 
the various committees seeing that they are aware of their mandate and are making progress towards their 
goals for the year. Committee reports at the Annual Session are too late and too infrequent to permit 
follow-up and direction as the year progresses. The LGC would bring a summary of the Committees' 
progress to the Advisory Council meetings. This would also provide an excellent opportunity for him to 
become acquainted with the current operations and concerns of Supreme Council as he prepares for his 
term as SGC. 

3) Deputies: The budget for this activity has been prepared with input from the various deputies and 
committee chairman. There does not seem to be a guideline for the deputies' duties and the expectations 
for anyone assuming that office. Are they expected to visit every Valley once per year coordinated with 
special events, which would include visitations from the SGC and LGC? Are annual reports required? Is 
there an outline for the content or areas to be include in these reports? The costs are consistent from year 
to year. 

4) Advisory Council meets twice per year in November and April. The annual session for Supreme 
Council is held in September and deals with the results and activities for the prior year that ended on the 
preceding May 31st. The November meeting deals with the first five months of the current year. To 
delay it to have a six month period would move the travel to poorer weather and too close to Christmas. 
The November meeting could be held on a telephone conference basis. This would reduce the costs by 
$2,000 to $3,000 annually. The Advisory Council is a sounding board for the SGC and has no status in 
our Statutes. A Management Committee is needed to act as the administrative and management control 
for Supreme Council. The SGC does not have the time and may not have the location to carry out this 
necessary function. Quarterly meetings, on a telephone conference basis, would be practical and incur no 
increase over the present level of the costs for the present Advisory Council meetings. It would also 
ensure a representation from across Canada composed of members either elected or appointed from the 
west, the east and central regions. If the Advisory Council is to continue it must become the Management 
Committee and the statutes amended accordingly to give it the necessary power to operate. The present 
make up of the Advisor Council by including the past Sovereign Grand Commanders eliminates the 
inclusion of a selection from among our members with talents needed and the opportunity to involve 
younger members. We cannot continue to operate without and an effective management control. A 
Management Committee and the cost for its effective operation must be given priority in our budgeted 
costs. 

The "advisory roll" may continue but as called on by the Management Com and/or the SGC. The use of 
E-mail and/or telephone conference basis "or this committee's "meetings" must be explored and a plan put 
in place. There is a wealth of experience available from the present Advisory Council members to have it 
lost due to costs only. 
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5) International Conferences. There is a list of conferences recommended and approved for attendance. 
The list was reviewed recently and should remain as recommended. The value gained from attendance at 
each conference and the number eligible to attend should be reviewed and redefined. 

ANNUAL SESSIONS: 

1. Registration: The costs and registration fees have been reviewed and update to achieve our goal of 
having the annual event become self-supporting. A plan to assist the host with the budget for the event is 
now in place and will be tried for the first time in September 2003 for the annual session in Windsor. The 
budget and the subsequent accounting for the income and expenses will be completed by the local 
committee and will now conform to Supreme Council's general ledger accounts and financial statements 

2. The frequency of these sessions has been discussed with the merits of holding them once every two 
years. The opportunity for a national organization to meet regularly even annually makes it difficult for 
the members to get to know each other and promote the national goals of Supreme Council. Less 
frequently provides even less opportunity and reduces the time to develop friendships if indeed they 
would develop at all. 

3. Cost reduction has been another consideration in reducing their frequency. It should be noted that the 
session, aside for the per diem and travel allowance paid to the actives and past actives, is now at a 
breakeven or better position. An analysis shows that the registration fees for each delegate and his wife 
who attend exceed the costs by $70.00 each. These fees not only pay for the costs allocated to the 
delegate and the general costs for the session but also contribute about half ($22,500) of the travel and per 
them costs of $45,000. 

4. Annual session costs vary by host city, but with the present controls as a part of the planning and 
administration process, we should be able to manage each session on a breakeven or better basis. 
Economics is not a reason to change the frequency of our annual sessions. 

5. Reducing their length from the present four days, Tuesday afternoon to Saturday morning would not 
change the financial result, as a reduction in costs would be reflected in a similar reduction in the 
registration fee. The shorter conference would reduce the hotel and other personal costs for the delegates 
in attendance. 1 am not sure how much influence these "personal expenses" are a factor in the decision to 
attend. It would seem that there is a need for an expanded ladies program, in some sessions there is very 
little for the ladies to do when one considers how busy the actives, past actives and workers are for most 
of the four days with the sessions. The Honoraries and candidates have one less day and more free time. 
HIG's are now invited to attend the executive sessions. They and their ladies are new, some attending for 
the first time, and still have a lot of free time on their own. This is an area of our annual sessions that 
should be addressed. It may be that everyone is satisfied with the status quo but there is room for 
improvement. 

6. The present annual conference format with the preliminary reports available in advance still has the 
reports presented three times; once to the committee, then to the executive and again to the general 
session. As the committees are national in composition and only meet annually all these meetings are 
necessary. Perhaps more of their time at this annual meeting time should be spent on a brief review of the 
report and then planning their agenda and goals for the next year with specific assignments and due dates 
established. 

7. The Honorary Inspectors General are now invited to attend the executive sessions, which should 
eliminate the need to repeat this part of the agenda in the general session. The time saved by eliminating 
this duplication could be used for more social and informative time for both the members and their ladies 
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in the host city. Let's give our hosts an opportunity to show off their city to the visitors and present items 
of local interest much as we as visitors may have used our time if we were visiting this location while on 
our vacation.

There are two aspects to this task which are currently being examined and preparations undertaken to 
place us in a position to fulfill the purpose of this task force: 

1. the collection of addresses for all of our members across Canada 

2. the collection of e-mail addresses for members who wish to receive electronic communications. 

COLLECTION OF ADDRESSES 

The development of our Membership Database has been ongoing for several years and its completion is a 
priority. There are three matters which require attention and which will be addressed individually: 

1. the balancing of Supreme Council records with the Valley records so far as names and numbers of all 
our members. 

2. the comparison of data on each member held by Supreme Council with the data held in the valleys. 

3. the collection of addresses for each member from the valleys. 

PROGRESS MADE 

Task# 1 

All of the valleys are now in balance with Supreme Council except Guelph and Hamilton. It is expected 
that Guelph will be balanced next week after a meeting with them. Once that has been completed, 
Hamilton will be sent our list for the Lodge, Chapter and Consistory and we expect the result to be 
balanced by the end of March. 

Task #2 

There are 28 valleys where the comparison has been completed and 20 remaining. We have sent up-to- 
date lists to each of these valleys since November and the number is reducing on a regular basis. We 
expect completion of this task by September 2003. 

Task# 3 

This is perhaps the most demanding part of the project. In order to make the collection and maintenance 
of the addresses as cost efficient and effective as possible we decided to make our database as useful and 
easy to use as possible. We corresponded with all valleys advising them of what the database was 
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presently capable of doing and asking them for their input so far as what they would Eke to see included. 
The thought here is that if the database collects all the information that a valley requires to operate 
smoothly, then the valley secretaries would be willing to adopt it in place of the system they presently 
use. Once this is put in place, the valleys would automatically update the address fields and provide us 
electronically with this information. We are meeting with Chris Nickerson later this week to discuss the 
changes requested by the valleys, which incidently are all minor, and will determine a cost and timetable 
to implement. Once Tasks # 1 & 2 are completed (estimated at September, 2003), we will roll out the 
database to the valleys and request that they fill in the address fields and provide us with the completed 
information on disc. A number of fields containing information input only at Supreme Council will be 
write protected to ensure changes to these fields by unauthorized persons is denied. 

COLLECTION OF E-MAIL ADDRESSES 

The collection of e-mail addresses is the responsibility of Task Force Number 9, however there needs to 
be put in place a means of storing and maintaining this information. During our discussions with Chris 
Nickerson we will address this concern and arrive at a feasible solution. The valleys will no doubt, also 
want this information and therefor it will be in their interest to maintain the list. Asking them to 
electronically provide us with updates should pose no major problem 

PROJECTED COMPLETION 

If all goes as planned the completed information should start to arrive before the end of 2003 with 
completion by March 31,2004.

It is vital to the health and growth of a valley that they communicate effectively and in a timely fashion 
with their members. The production and delivery of Valley Notices to their members is one of the most 
important and costly things that a valley does. It is therefore essential that every effort should be made to 
improve the process and to control the cost. The internet provides us with a medium which can reduce 
costs substantially. 

Having recognized that fact, it is important to recognize those problems which must be overcome if we 
are to implement a safe and secure means of delivering Notices of Meetings by electronic means. 

SECURITY 

1. Personal addresses and telephone numbers of officers and members must not be included unless the 
specific authorization of the individual is obtained in writing. 

2. Authorization must be obtained from candidates before publication of particulars other than name and 
craft lodge is included. 
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3. Before Notices are sent by e-mail, we need the written consent of the member agreeing to receive the 
Notice in this fashion rather than by regular post. 

4. Notices must only be sent to the personal e-mail address of the member and not through an e-mail 
address at his place of employment or elsewhere. 

5. The Notice must be sent in an encoded fashion and protected by a password. 

CONTENT 

1. The content must be exactly the same as a manual Notice and conform in all respects with the 
requirements of the Statutes and Regulations. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1. That the Statutes and Regulations be amended as set out in the attached proposed 

amendments to ART. 69-(a), ART. 75-(d), ART. 75-(f), that Regulation 9 be enacted and Forms FI8 and 

FI9 be adopted.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE STATUTES AND REGULATIONS 
STATUTES 

1. To implement Notices of Meetings to members via the internet the following amendments to the 
Statutes and additions to the Regulations and Official Forms are required. 

ART. 69 - (a) Notice of all regular or special meetings shall be given to the members by the Grand 
Secretary/Registrar at least five days prior thereto. 

i. The notice shall be written or printed, and personally served upon, left at the residence or 
place of business of, or forwarded by mail Canada Post | to the member. 

ii. Where a member is internet connected, the notice may be sent by e-mail only when 


the member has requested that method in writing, 
iii. When an e-mail notice is undeliverable tc 
member by Canada Post until a new e-mai 


) a member, it shall be forwarded to that 
1 address has been obtained and a new 

Request Form has been completed. 



iv. No notice shall be sent via the internet unless it is protected by the procedures which 
are laid down in REG. 9 of these Statutes and Regulations. 


v. A newspaper notice will not suffice, and the use of postal cards or unsealed letters in 
this connection is prohibited. 

vi. The Grand Secretary/Registrar shall keep a register of all members to whom the 
notice is sent by e-mail. 

vii. Where notices are sent by e-mail, the content must be exactly the same as a manual 
notice and conform in all respects with the requirements of these Statutes and 
Regulations. 

(b) Thef Grand Secretary/Registrar shall send copies of every notice to the Sovereign Grand 
Commander, the Deputy for the Province or Territory, the Grand Secretary-General, and all members of 
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the Committe e on the General State of the Rite, and all members of the Special Committee on Valley 
Publications. 

ART. 75 (d) i. There shall be added to the Official application form for all three de grees, ( [1] Lod ges of 
Perfection, [2] Chapters of Rose Croix, [3] Consistories), and to the Official application form for 
affiliation a statement of consent and a release signed by the applicant Separately and distinctly from the 
main body of the application form as follows: 

“In consideration of your receiving this application for membership, 1 consent to investigations 
being made from any source relating to my qualifications for membership in the 
Lodge/Chapter/Consistory [o which this application is directed. 

1 also release the Lodge/Chapter/Consistory, and each of its respective members , and the 
Supreme Council 33 of the A&ASR of Freemasonry of Canada and each of its members) from all claims 
which I may have arising from the investigations of my qualifications or my rejection if such should 

occur. _ 

1 acknowledge and agree that all information relating to my application, investigation, acceptance 
or rejection shall remain confidential between me and the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry. 

I further agree and consent to the transmission of my name, address, age, occupation,and any 
other personal information set out on this form, by e-mail or any other electronic means. 

I further acknowledge and agree that this application and notice of rejection thereof, if such 
should occur, may be retained by the Supreme Council 33 of the A&ASR of Freemasonry of Canada in 
a central database.” 

ART. 75 (f) No application for degrees or for affiliation shall be balloted upon by the body until the 
particulars in regard to the applicant prescribed by subsections (a), (b) and (c) hereof have been mailed erf 
delivered or e-mailed five clear days in advance to each member, in or with the summons notice for the 
meeting at which the report is to be considered. 

REGULATIONS 

NOTICES OF MEETINGS BY E-MAIL 

R9.1 INSTRUCTIONS TO GRAND SECRETARY/REGISTRAR 

Electronic notices of meetings may be sent with the approval of and in the manner prescribed 
from time to time by the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

Most lodge/chapter/consistory notices are set up so that the outside or back of the notice contains 
the listing of Officers, Committees, Supreme Council information, phone numbers, addresses, etc. 
which is changed each year after installation. The inside usually contains the actual notice of the 
meeting, the T.P.G.M./M.W.S./C-I-C’s Message, notes from the Grand Secretary/Registrar and 
other information which is changed from month to month. In order to provide maximum 
security for the members whose names, phone numbers and addresses may appear on the 
notice, it is strongly suggested that that portion of the notice which contains this 
information be sent by regular surface mail, once a year when changed, to each member 
who will receive their notices by e-mail. They will then receive, by internet transmission for the 
remainder of the year, only that portion which does not contain any personal phone numbers_or 
addresses. 

Please note: The notice is usually initially created by the use of a word-processor, such as 
Microsoft Word or Wordperfect. If your members are using these word-processors, you may wish 
to send the summons file in either of these formats. This will create a smaller file for email 
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transmission than the use of Acrobat PDF files. Remember that the security of your information is 
very important. All Notices sent via email MUST be protected by the use of a password. 

R92 INSTRUCTIONS TO MEMBERS 

(a) If a member wishes to receive notices of meeting by e-mail he must complete a 
Request to Receive Notices of Meetings by E-mail form as set out in the Official Forms 
Section of these Statutes and Regulations. 

(b) The receipt of notices by e-mail does not change the fact that the notice is for the use 
of the member only. 

(c) The Grand Secretary/Registrar will forward the Letter of Instructions contained as 
F20 in the Official Forms Section of these Statutes and Regulations to any brother who 
desires to receive the Notice of Meeting after he has completed the Request to Receive 
Notices of Meetings by E-mail form.

In order to protect private information contained in 
the Notice, the Notice is compressed into a ZIP file and a password is attached so that only those to whom 
it is addressed may open it. The password is to be assigned by the Grand Secretary/Registrar and will be 
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given to you by mail or telephone. This password may be changed as often as felt necessary by the 
responsible party.

There are two other task forces who are reporting on methods of communicating with Scottish Rite 
members and determining how Valley summonses can be distributed electronically. This report deals 
with obtaining e-mail addresses only. 

The bottom line for the results of those above two task forces is (1) the availability to 
Lodge/Chapter/Consistory, Grand Secretary/Registrars of e-mail addresses of Scottish Rite members 
throughout Canada and'(2) on a national basis, for these e-mail addresses to be available to the office of 
the Supreme Council under the Executive Secretary and his staff. Without e-mail addresses, the proposed 
systems will not work. 

Today, more and more brethren are becoming "computer oriented" and, in most cases, have access to the 
"Net" through their personal computers. The annual cost of mailing summonses to Scottish Rite members 
in Canada (based on a national all inclusive, all-bodies basis) in excess of $150,000.00. Thi nk of the 
savings in Canada if only 20% of these notices were sent by e-mail instead of by hard mail. ($30,000.00) 

Your Committee recommends that the following steps be taken by our Supreme Council to implement, in 
time, the use of e-mail communications to Scottish Rite members in Canada. 

1 .Ascertain from each Eodge/Chapter/Consistory, Grand Secretary/Registrar (hereinafter called 
"Secretary") the name, address and e-mail address of each such brother who has a direct connection to the 
internet. (Of the 46 Valleys in Canada, 37 secretaries are connected to the internet, and their personal e- 
mail addresses already appear in the 2001 Supreme Council proceedings.) Each Deputy in the relevant 
Province should ascertain if any secretary in his Province, not currently showing an e-mail address in the 
Proceedings, can become connected to the internet, and encourage him or someone else to whom he has 
close access, to do so. 

2. Contact each Secretary in each Valley to request him to insert in his next summons a notice, requesting 
each Brother connected to the internet, to send to his Secretary his name, address, e-mail address and 
telephone number. Ensure each Brother, that his e-mail address will not be given to, or made available, to 
any person, firm or corporation, save the office of the Supreme Council, and it will not be used for non- 
Masonically improper purposes. 

3. On receipt by each Secretary of these names and e-mail addresses, the Secretary will send, 
electronically by e-mail, the Request and Consent Form (see Schedule "A" attached) to each Scottish Rite 
brother, submitting his name and email address, asking him to complete the Request Consent Form and 
mail it back to the Secretary. He will advise each brother that, on completion of the Scottish Rite 
program to send notices electronically, each brother replying will receive a password and advice on a 
program he may access, without charge, to enable him to receive Scottish Rite notices electronically. 
These Request Consent Forms should be carefully kept by the Secretary. 
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4. Direct each Secretary, in every Valley, to send the complete list of names, addresses and e-mail 
addresses from the brethren, who sent in the Request/Consent Form, to the Supreme Council Office in 
Hamilton. 

5. Direct each Secretary to ensure that the Supreme Council Website address is published in every notice, 
and to generally promote the greater use of the Scottish Rite Web Page by the brethren. 

6. On receipt of this information in Section 4, by the Supreme Council office, this information should be 
inserted into the Supreme Council Membership Data Base. 

7. An annual reminder should be sent by the Supreme Council office (Executive Secretary and staff) to 
each secretary in each Valley to send any changes in email addresses, to the Supreme Council office, on a 
timely basis. 

This collection "process" will take several years to complete, and should be annually updated or changed 
as brethren change their internet service providers. We must start now, or this program will never get off 
the ground. There may be individual problems with some of the brethren and/or some of the secretaries 
in the future, but these can be dealt with on an individual basis. 

Your Committee recommends that the above steps be implemented forthwith.

It has been a pleasure to respond to the tasks assigned to me, as follows, 

(1) to determine the present status of the Leadership and Officer Training Program 

(2) to ensure that the Leadership and Officer Training Program is taking place in every valley. 

PRESENT STATUS OF LEADERSHIP TRAINING PROGRAM. 

A Leadership and Officer Training Committee was formed as a Special Committee of Supreme Council 
in 1998 and has received funding since 1999. The membership is made up of Chairman William Headen 
330 of Victoria with additional brethren from British Columbia and Manitoba. As stated in the 
Committee Report pf 2001 the plan was to develop and administer training programs to ensure quality 
leadership within the several bodies of the Scottish Rite. 

After considerable effort a comprehensive Training Manual was developed and made available to all 
regions in Canada. A workshop based on this material was presented at the Supreme Council Sessions in 
1999 in Niagara Falls. In January of 2000, each Deputy was asked to appoint a Training Committee 
within his jurisdiction to examine local training needs and to develop and implement suitable programs. 
The assistance of members of the Leadership Training Program was offered in each case. 

A meeting of the Committee was convened in Vancouver, B.C. on Saturday, February 8, 2003. The 
mandate was reviewed, copies of the Training Program on CD-Rom were distributed and several 
suggestions concerned with increasing awareness discussed. Of special interest was the idea that attempts 
should be made to integrate other Scottish Rite initiatives, such as membership retention and renewal, 
with leadership growth and Officer Training. 

It seems clear that the Leadership and Officer Training Committee has undertaken a wide range of 
responsibilities, as directed several years ago. With some exceptions, support, however, has not been 
forthcoming from the Deputies within our jurisdiction. Without regional leadership on the part of 
Supreme Council members an excellent program has become localized and Valleys throughout Canada 
inhibited from receiving quality training. 

ACTION REQUIRED TO ENSURE THAT THE LEADERSHIP AND OFFICER TRAINING 
PROGRAM IS TAKING PLACE IN EVERY VALLEY 

The success of the Leadership and Officer Training program will require the support of all members of 
Supreme Council. This support must come in a number of ways, some of which are outlined below. 

(1) Central Office oversight is required to ensure that recommendations, motions, and requests made by 
and on behalf of the Committee are followed up and implemented, eg. The fact that several Deputies did 
not respond to the 

request of the Sovereign Grand Commander was not acted upon. 
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(2) Formal recognition of the Leadership and Officers Training Program by Supreme Council and 
approval of the Mandate of the Committee 

(3) Action on the part of Deputies to respond to the request of the SGC to form appropriate Training 
Committees. 

(4) Recognition of the Leadership and Officers Training Program in the Supreme Councilor and 
solicitation of important training activities. 

While I believe that action is required in this matter it does not seem necessary to make any changes in 
the Statutes and Laws of Supreme Council. 

At the next Session I will move that Supreme Council formally recognizes the Leadership and Officers 
Training program and approves the Mission Statement of the Committee. 

Steps should be taken to ensure that each Deputy appoints an appropriate Leadership Committee within 
his area of involvement and does everything possible to promote the Program. 

Thank you for the privilege of serving Supreme Council.

He was also a member of the Royal Order of Scotland since 1987. He was coroneted an Honorary 
Inspector-General, in Charlottetown on September 11, 1986.

He provided significant financial assistance to the Victoria Masonic 
Temple Association (the holding society for the downtown Masonic Hall) making possible some major 
restoration work during the last five years for which the holding society received an award from the 
Heritage Society. Anxious to perpetrate his charitable work, he also established the Pioneers Builders 
Society, a non-profit society with directors solely chosen from the two oldest Craft Lodges in B.C. to 
administer a foundation for charitable and educational purposes. Freemasonry played a very important 
role in his life, as he was very active in most, if not all, of the Masonic bodies of which he was a member. 
Raised in 1937 in Victoria-Columbia Lodge No. 1 GRBC & Y, he served his lodge as Worshipful Master. 
He was also a chartered member of Rainbow Lodge No. 180 GRBC & Y in Port Hardy, B.C. (on the 
northern tip of Vancouver Island). In Scottish Rite Freemasonry, he was a member of Victoria Lodge of 
Perfection, receiving the 14° in June 1957 and was T.P.G.M. in 1969. He became a member of Victoria 
Chapter of Rose Croix in 1958 and the following year received the 32° in the British Columbia Consistory 
in Vancouver. He was a chartered member of the Vancouver Island Consistory and served as 
Commander in Chief in 1988. Ill.'.Bro.-. Fox was coroneted on Honorary Inspector-General 33° in 1992. 

Bob was always very proud of his connection with Vancouver Island and its Consistory and asked the 
Scottish Rite brethren of his Valley to mark this distinction by asking them to wear red ties and 
cummerbunds at Consistory meetings if at all possible.

The Masonic Community of Georgian District and the residents of Creemore, 
Ontario were saddened by the passing of Ill.-.Bro..Donald C. Jardine after a struggle 
with cancer on August 2nd, 2003. 

Ill.-.Bro.'. Jardine was bom in Collingwood on August 19, 1932. He received his 
education in the Collingwood School system.

With his daughter Mami, he 
leaves a brother, Ross, a Toronto physician, and a sister, Ruth 
MacLachlan of Kingston. Jim’s wife, Dorothy Meen, whom he 
married in 1953, died of cancer in 1973 following which he dedicated 
himself to raising their two teenage daughters. 
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In his youth Jim was already a fine musician who worked summers as a pianist and entertained on Great 
Lakes boats including the Noronic. In later years he became skilled in hobbies such as leather craft sand 
stamp collecting. He learned needlepoint and produced works of great beauty. He loved travel and 
during his retirement years acted as tour guide to take groups to visit other countries, but music continued 
to be his main love and he gave his last organ concert at his senior’s residence a week before his death. In 
North Vancouver he conducted choirs, served as organist for lodges and the Scottish Rite, volunteered at 
the Lion’s Gate Hospital and was a leader for seniors’ bus tours. 

Jim served his country during 1941-45 as a lieutenant in the R.C.A.C. where he instructed in medical, 
tank and infantry. After the war he attended Victoria College, University of Toronto, to complete a M.A. 
degree in English in 1950. He became a teacher of English and music at Danforth Technical School in 
Toronto and in 1954 joined the Toronto Teachers’ College to train teachers in these subjects. In 1959 he 
moved to the new Lakeshore Teachers’ College as Chairman of Music and retired October 31, 1977. 

Bro.-. Johnson was initiated into University Lodge No. 496 G.R.C. in Toronto on September 14, 1955, 
passed in October and raised November 24 th , 1955. He served as Master of this lodge in 1970, and in 
1986 was appointed Grand Organist of Grand Lodge. In Lodge as in his work, music was important to 
him.

Bom in Aberdeenshire, Scotland on December 27 th 1900. Aberdeenshire is 
Clan Gordon country and is located in the highlands of Scotland at its 
northeast comer. It is the home of The Gordon Highlanders; that 
distinguished highland regiment. 

Alex was the oldest son of John and Anne Rae, the second sibling, R. W. Bro. 
James Murray Rae is well known to us. His sisters Elizabeth, of Richmond 
Virginia and Helen of Scotland have already gone to their great reward. 
Alex’s father was a carpenter, wheelwright, millwright, a shipbuilder and a 
very versatile man. Alex completed his education in Scotland and 
immigrated to Canada in 1923. He joined the Bunter Reid Paper Co. and was 
employed there for 40 years. When he retired from that firm in 1966, he was 
manager of their fine paper division.

Contrary of what Jack Waterhouse calls himself, “A Jack of all trades, master of 
none”, Jack is indeed a master of many! (John) Waterhouse was bom in Buxton 
Derbyshire, England on March 29, 1913. Of Jack’s early academic years in his 
native country, he spent an entire year in the mountains of North Wales, where all 
instruction was in the Welsh language. It is with pride that Jack speaks of his 
hiking, camping and cycling days with the Wolf Cubs or Boy Scouts in England. 
In 1930 both Jack’s scholastic achievements and outdoor activities merited him 
“The Sir Thomas Whitehead” Boy Scout Scholarship. This award brought him to 
the University of Guelph in Ontario.

While on the farm, Jack 
as the first Scoutmaster, started a Boy Scout Troop in Guelph. In 1934, on the visit of Lord Baden Powell 
to Toronto, his troop built a bridge across the Horse Palace at the Canadian National Exhibition. Jack’s 
troop was the only one to do so in the whole province of Ontario.

Farm work continued to be at a minimum but luck was on his side. A Group of farmers from the West 
wished to ship a boatload of four hundred head of beef cattle to England. Soon Jack was at sea, acquiring 
freight boat experience. From deck hand, Jack moved up the ranks and held the jobs of stoker and 
steward. Not rich, but busy, Jack was making a salary of two dollars per trip. With the advent of World 
War II, Jack joined the field Artillery Unit at Guelph. He was soon placed on the instructional cadre of 
Canada at Base Petawawa in Northern Ontario. During this time, Jack was sent to the University of 
Toronto where he studied “Instruction and Human Relationships”. Upon completion of said course, Jack 
returned to his teaching position in Petawawa. His records did not go unnoticed. Both his scouting and 
academic background made him an excellent candidate for a Special Service Force in Helena, Montana. 


After qualifying as a paratrooper, mountain climber, desert warfare, marine landings and ski patrol in the 
Rockies, Jack was promoted to Company Sergeant Major. The outfit became known as the Devil’s 
Brigade. Both a book and a film resulted from the exploits of this Brigade. 


Due to disabilities received in the War, Jack was unable to resume his farming and outdoor activities. His 
life would once more take a new direction. This time he followed in his father’s footsteps, who was a 
Chartered Accountant. Following graduation with a degree in Diplomate Business Administration, Jack 
became headmaster of night school at the Guelph Business College. He was later invited to join the staff 
of Armco Steel Corporation, a US company with operations in Canada. Jack served as accountant, 
treasurer, and controller and finally assistant to the President upon his retirement. 


For several years Jack was involved as Treasurer of St. Georges Anglican Church. From 1954 - 58 he 
was chairman of the Township Education Board at Guelph. Jack was always busy but never too busy to 
maintain an active interest in Boy Scouting. 
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Jack’s other activity was Masonic. He served as Master of his Blue Lodge (Waverly) and Master of 
various Scottish Rite Lodges. Jack was a 33° Mason and served for 27 years as Grand Treasurer on the 
Scottish Rite Valley of Guelph. He was also a Shriner - Rameses Temple Toronto and was valley 
representative on the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation of Canada.

GENERAL COMMENTS
